And, after his Departure, 
upon The DEBATE between the Lok Ps and 
CoMmons, (at the Free-Conference held in the 
Painted-Chamber at Weſtminſter, in the Seſſion of 
the Convention) 1688, relating to the Word A B.

I agree to him, that neither the one or the other 
are Words uſed in our Law ; bur the Inference I 
would draw thence is this: That we have no 
Words applicable to this Caſe ; becauſe we ne- 
ver before had ſuch a Caſe; and we muſt not 
draw Inferences of Law in ſuch a Caſe, that 
are not deducible from Rules well known in our 
Laws. 
I will not diſpute what the Senſe of the Word

be, for that Reaſon I am againſt uſing of it ; 
becauſe I am ſo much in love with our own Laws, 
that I would uſe no Words in a Caſe that ſo much 
concerns our legal Conſtitution, but what are 
fetched from thence. 8 | 


I hope I ſhall never ſee our old Laws altered; 


or, if they be, God forbid we ſhould be the vo- 
tuntary Agents. in ſuch an Alteration. = 

But then we are told the Word Deſerted doth 
not reach our Caſe ; becauſe the Signification of 
the Word is but a Temporary Leaving or Forſaking 
of his Power, which he may Reaſſume; nay, which 
in ſome Caſes there is a Duty upon him to return 
unto. If that were all, Mr. Somers hath given 
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himſelf an Anſwer to that Objection out of what 
he alledges of the Lords Reaſons, who have de- 
clared, that they are willing To ſecure the Nation 
againſt the Return of King James into this Kingdom; 
and wil! therefore concur with the Commons in any 
Act that ſtall be thought neceſſary to prevent ſuch bis 
Return: So that it ſhould ſeem we were agreed in 
that Matter; and if that were the Point, we 
ſhould find Words proper ſoon enough to expreſs 
our Meaning by. But I find neither of theſe 
Words will, on the one Side or the other, be al- 
lowed to ſignifie this Meaning; therefore we 
ſhould (as I take it) come preſently to think of 
ſome other that would. But the Reaſons why my 
Lords did chiefly inſiſt upon the Alteration of 
the Word Abdicated, was, Becauſe they did appre- 
hend, that it being a Word not known to our Laws, 
there might be other Inferences drawn from it than 
they do apprebend our Laws will warrant, from the . 
Caſe, as it is ſtated in the Fact of this Vote; and, 
as they conceive, is done in the concluding of the 
Throne”s being Vacant. 

Therefore, I think, it would ſhorten the pre- 
ſent Debate, if we did ſettle that Point firſt; 


and, as we frequently, in Parliamentary Proceed- 


ings, poſtpone this and that Paragraph in a Bill, 
till ſome others, that may be thought fit to be de- 
termined firſt, be agreed to ; ſo we ſhould poſt- 
pone the Debate about the Word Abdicate, till 
the YVacancy of the Throne be ſettled ; for if we 
were ſure that the Throne were, or were not Va- 
cant, we ſhould eaſily light upon what Word were 
proper to be uſed in this Caſe. 

I ſhould therefore propoſe, that we might de- 
bate that firſt; becauſe if there be an Exgliſb 
Word of known Signification in our Law, which 
mould ſignifie no more than Revouncing for 4 


Max's 
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Faris ſelf ; and which would not amount to fo 


much as Setting aſide the Right of Others, that 
Word may be uſed ; and, if no other, the Word 


»Renouncing itſelf may be taken, which would be 


beſt agreed to. 

Adding againſt a Man's Truſt, (ſays Mr. Ser- 
jeant Holt) (g) is a Renunciation of that Truſt, I 
agree it is a Violation of his Truſt 4 Act contrary to 
it; and he is accountable for that Violation, to 


anſwer what the Truſt ſuffers, out of his own 


Eſtate : But I deny it to be preſently a Renuncia- 
tion of the Truft, and that ſuch a one is no longer 
a Truſtee, 

I beg his Pardon if I differ Gm him in Opi- 
nion, whom 1 acknowledge to have much more 
Learning in his Profeſſion than I can pretend 
unto : But if the Law be, as he ſays, in a private 
Caſe, then I muſt beg Leave to forbear giving 
my Opinion in a Caſe of this public Nature that 
is now before us, till I know what ſuch a Truſt j is, 
and what the Law ſays in ſuch a Caſe. 

If indeed you do pretend That the Throne is 
Facant, and both Houſes agree to that Conclu- 
fion, I think it will be no Matter what Word is 
nſed about it: But, if we do not agree unto that 
Concluſion, I think it will be afterwards eaſie to 


thew, which is the fitteſt Word to be ſtood upon

All his Lordſhip contended for, 
was, that the preſent Evil might be redreſſed, and 
” the Conſtitution of our Religion, Laws and Li- 
| berties at the ſame time likewiſe remain ixviolable. 
Thus excellently cloſing all he had to offer, 
« This Caſe, ſays his Lordſbip, ſtands upon the 
« Foot of our ancient Laws, and fundamental 
« Conſtitution. I humbly beſeech you therefore 
to conſider, whether at the ſame time, that, 
„ in this Way, you get an Eſftabliſhed Govern- 
< ment, you do not overturn all our Legal Foun- 
« dations. I muſt confeſs any Government ts 
* better than none; but I earneſtly deſire we 
may enjoy our Ancient Conſtitution.” 

Biſhop Burnet affirms (Y) that in this * 
Debate, „according to the Senſe of the whole 
$6 Nation, the Commons had clearly the Advan- 
< tage on their Side.“ But at the ſame time ac- 
«< knowledges, that The Lords had ſome more

© was a Man poſſeſſed with their Notions, and 
* was Grave and Virtuous in the Courſe of his 
«© Life. He had ſome Knowledge of the Law, 
©« and of the Records of Parliament, and was 
«© a copious Speaker, but too florid and tedious. 
« He was much admired by many. He had 
e ſtood at a great Diſtance from the Court all 
de this Reign: (&) For, tho' his Name was ſtill 
„ among the Privy-Counſellors, yet he never 
went to the Board. He upon the firſt Pro- 
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polition entertained it, and agreed to it, Sc. 
i being likewiſe agreed, that it was fit to 
ſend Commiſſioners to the Prince (of Or ange) 
to treat with him. The Marquis of Halifax, 
the Earl of Nottingham, and the Lord Godol- 
Phin, were ordered to go to the Prince, who 
upon ſending to his Royal Highneſs to know 
where they ſhould wait on him: He named 
Hungerford, At length the Prince was fixed 
in London, and the Revolution brought about, 
with the univerſal Applauſe of the whole 
Nation.? — 

Upon this Settlement, the Earl of Nottingham's 


Merits ſoon obtain'd their due Reward ; and he

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was Conſtituted Secretary of State, on the 


Reſignation of the Earl of Shrewsbury, the 7th 


of June 1690. But, three Years after, on the 


5th of December, 1693, King WILLIAM, 
after he had been in Council, ſent Sir John 
Trenchard, ſecond Principal Secretary of- State, 
to the Earl of Nottingham, firſt Principal Secre- 
tary of State, to tell him, That he found it 
neceſſary for his Service, that he ſhould deliver 
up his Commiſſion. In Obedience to this Order, 
the Earl went to his Majeſty at Ken/ing/on, 
and ſurrendred it up, and the King received 
it with all manner of Expreſſion of Eſteem 
for his Perſon, and Satisfaction in his Conduct, 
whilſt he was exerciſed in that Employ. So 
that for ſome time Sw John Trenchard was 
the only Secretary of State (þ). 


In the Reign of Queen ANNE, the Earl of 
Nottingham was again made Secretary of State, 
and likewiſe appointed one of the Commiſſioners

Upon the Death of Queen Anne, the Earl 
of Nottingham was, by his late Majeſty King 
GEORG E I. appointed one of the Lords of the 
REGEN cy, till his Arrival from Hanover. Af- 
ter his Coronation, he made his Lordſhip Preſi- 
dent of the Council, and honoured him likewiſe 
with a Penſion of 2500 J. ger Annum for Life.

 Fanuary 2d. At his Houſe in St. Zames's-Square, 
died the Right Honourable Sir David Colyear, 
Bart. Earl of Portmore. Tam Marti quam Mer- 
curio centered in his Character. He married the 
Counteſs of Dorcheſter, Mother to her Grace the 
Dutcheſs of Buckingham, and was for his well 
known Military Services created a Peer of the 
Kingdom of Ireland, and made Governor of 
Gibraltar, &c. He is fucceeded in Honour and 
Eſtate by his only Son Charles Viſcount Mil/ing- 
town : Whoſe eldeſt Brother, his Lady, and two 
of their Children, have all died within theſe two 
Years. His Lordſhip lay in State, at his late 
Dwelling-houſe, in a Manner becoming his Dig- 
nity, (having died worth 100,000 J. in Specie) 
and his Body was magnificently interred at Wey- 
bridge in Surrey; in a Vault approprated to the 

Uſe of his Family.

Sabine ſucceeds his Lordſhip, as Governor of 
Port. Mabon and Gibraltar. ws: |

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This noble Earl was of Scottiþ Extraction, 
being deſcended from the COL YEARS of Airth 
in that Kingdom. His Father, Sir Alexander 
Colyear, was a great Favourite with the Prince of 
Orange, who, for many ſignal Services, made 
him Governor of Nanden and the Brill, and ſole 
Adjutant-General of the Armies of the States. 
He had the Honour to attend that Prince when 
he came into England to matry Princeſs Mary, 
and was ſo favourably looked upon by King 
Charles the Second and the Duke of York, on Ac- 
count of his great Merit, that, upon his Return 
into Holland, the King, without Application, 
made him a Knight and Baronet. + 
His eldeſt Son David, the late Earl of Portmore, 
being about that Time called from his Studies in 
Scotland; was put by his Father to carry Arms in 
the Prince of Orange's Guards, and ſerved in that 
Station at the Battle of Seneſ, the Siege of Oude- 
nard, and that of the Graave, where he gave fuch 
early Proofs of a good Behaviour, that the Prince 
honoured him with the Command of a Company 
of Foot, before he had attained to the Age of 
Sixteeen. 5 | 
He was afterwards in the Battles of Mount 
Caſſel and St. Denis near Mons, in the latter of 
which he behaved himſelf with ſuch fingular Bra- 
very, that he was taken Notice of by the Marquiſs 


de Caſtanaga, at that Time Governor of the Low 


Countries, and thereupon was made a Major, and 
very ſoon after a Lieutenant-Colonel. 
At the Revolution, he was to have attended 


the Prince of Orange into England; but the Loſs 


of an Eye in a private Quarrel unhappily detained 
him ſome Months in Holland. However, his Ab- 
{ence loſt him no Ground in the Prince's Fav- 
our; for as ſoon as he arrived in London, which 
; happened 
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happened to be the Day the Prince took upon Hinz 


the Adminiſtration of the Government, his High- 

neſs was pleaſed to begin it by giving Wauchop's 
Regiment to Sir David Colyear. | 
| He ſerved afterwards in Ireland, was in moſt of 
the Actions there, and ſo much eſteemed and be-. 
loved for his great Moderation and Humanity to. 
the poor diſtracted People, that he is remembered 
in that Country to this Day with great Reſpect. 

But the moſt memorable Action of: this great 
Man, was the famous Retreat uf Arſell in Landers, 
where he got immortal Glory by ſaving the whole 
Army under. the Command of Prince Vaudemont. 
He contributed no leſs to the Reduction of Na- 
mur, for which Services King William, immedi- 
ately after the Siege, made him Baron of Portmore 
in Scotland, and continued him in his Royal Fa-

to make Examples of them at his Return. 

This politic Bey, whoſe Name is Haſſan aben 
Al Turki, is the Son of a Genoeſe Renegado. He 
was from his Youth brought up in the Court of 
Tunis, whereat he gradually advanced himſelf to 
divers of the moſt eminent Employs. He was 
laſtly Kayia, or Lieutenant to Morat III. and Ibra- 
him Sherif, his two immediate Predeceſſors in the 
Sovereignty of Tunis. From A. D. 1574, when 
the Spaniards loſt the Goletta, to A. D. 1595, 
when Morat I. a Renegado of Cor ſica, uſurped 
the ſupreme Authority from his Patron Kara O/- 
inen, the then Dey, who had made that his Fa- 
vourite Bey, or General of the Camps which ga 

| cher 
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ther in the Tributes from the Native Moors and 
Arabs, the State of Tunis was like that of Alters, 
a Government merely Tur xiſb, at the Head where- 
of preſided 4 Dey, to whom (as now at Algiers) the 
Beys were ſubordinate. [brahim Sherif, a bold Turk, 
Commander, or Aga of the Turkiſh Cavalry, hav- 
ing, in 1702, exterminated the Family of the Beys, 
by aſſaſſinating the young Tyrant Morat, both 
his Kinſmen and his two young Children, was eſta- 
bliſhed Bey of Tunis, with general Applauſe... He 
marched with a Camp to Tripoli, and had almoſt 
reduced that City. In 1705, the Algerines came 
againſt him; and he, too raſhly attempting, 
with only his Cavalry, to drive away their Ca- 
mels, wich were grazing at ſome Diſtance from 
their Camp, he had the Misfortune to be made 
Priſoner, and (together with one of his Brothers 
who commanded K, a Frontier Garriſon) was 
carried in Irons to Algiers. Being afterwards ſet 


at Liberty, he attempted to re-enter Tunis; but 


was cut off, with his few Followers and his two 
Sons. The Tuniſines no ſooner heard of his fal- 
ling into the Hands of their old Enemies the Al- 
gerines, but they unanimouſly elected Haſſain aber 
Ali Turki, his Deputy, or Prime Miniſter, who, 
with much Prudence, Policy and Reſolution, has 
ſurmounted many Difficulties, and maintained him- 
{elf in that Dignity ever ſince. He has cruſhed 
the Turks (who in ſome of the preceding Reigns 
carried as high a Hand over the Natives as do 
thoſe of Algiers) that their Number is at preſent 
very inconſiderable, ſcarce 4000, and their Autho- 
rity ſtill more ſo; inſomuch that it is now no very 
great Novelty there to ſee a Turk buffeted by a 


Moor in Tunis Pay; whereas formerly there, and 


ſtill at Agiers, the Caſe is extremely different.

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The revolted Prince is Son to the Bey's only 


Brother. His Uncle was always extremely kind 


to him; having from his firit Acceſſion to the 
Throne of Tunis, married him to his Daughter, 
and given him the Command of all his Camps, 
with the Title of Bey, and never offered to re- 
move him, even while his Father was conſpiring 
againſt his Life; which unnatural Brother he has 
more than once pardoned the moſt unpardon- 
able Practices; never inflicting on ſo incorrigible 
a Traytor, as he has been, any farther Puniſhment 
than confining him to the Bordo, or Palace.

There being no longer ſtaying for Ai Baſba at 
Tunis, after this groſs Auront done to his Uncle 
and the Lady, he privately got away to the a- 
bove named Mountains, and ſoon made a Party, 
whoſe Numbers and Boldneſs ſoon gave the Bey 
no ſmall Uneaſineſs, and even defeated him once 
in the Field, where he loſt upwards of ſeven Hun- 
dred Men.

Haſſain Bey muſt unavoidably be moſt immenſe- 
ly rich: For beſides his little Oftentation and 
remarkable Frugality. he has, during his long 
Reign over that wealthy State, abſolutely ingroi- 
fed the whole Trade of Tunis, with the Europeans,

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into his own Hands; taking out his Tributes 
from the Country Moors and Arabs, in Corn, 
Oil, Wax, Sc. at the Market Price; ail which 
are, by his deputed Officers, ſold at. vaſt Ad- 
vantage to the Chriſtian Traders. Bating his 
Avarice, he is no bad Prince; being a ſtrict ob- 
ſerver of his Word, a Lover of Juſtice, and .not 
cruel. | 
As, for more than two Hundred Years paſt, 
when the Turks firſt ſettled in Barbary,all the Miſ- 
fortunes of Tunis have come from Algier (for thoſe 


two contiguous States love each other about juſt 


as well as People now-a-Days generally love their 
Neighbours) it cannot be ſuppoſed, that ſo great a 
Politician as Haſſain ben Ali (how tenacious ſoever 
of his Mammon) will not endeavaur to prevail 
with the Algerines (whom I know to be not an 
more inflexible to valuable Conſiderations than other 
People) to give up, or make away his Fugitive 
Nephew, who, ſupported by them, may other- 
wiſe prove fo ſore a Thorn in his Side. Of this 
I could produce divers notable Inſtances ; as may 
be done if I ever continue my Hiſtory of Algiers. 
Algiers feems to be very happy, under the pru- 
dent Adminiſtration of their pacific Regent, Abdi 
Dey, who is really a well-diſpoſed Perſon. Ir 
was merely out of Regard to him, that the un- 
ruly Militia conſented to the Delivery of the four 
Dutch Ships lately carried in by their Cruiſers

ſequently apprehend Danger from the Situation 
of ſo potent a Prince, as Don Carlos, with his 
Support, is likely to prove, between his Domi- 
nions in that Country. What Part the Court 
of Sardinia will take in this Affair, no boly can 
yet ſay; but after having obſerved to you, that 
in caſe the Emperor ſhould think it neceſſary to 
form an Army in Italy, and oppoſe the Settle- 
ment of Don Carlos, the Prince of Brunſwick- 
Beveren, his Imperial Majeſty s Brother- in- Law, 
ſtands faireſt to command it, we ſhall conclude 
what we have to ſay upon this Head, with ſome 
Account of the Duke of TAſcany's Family.

Cauſes of Action, the pretended Cauſes being co- 
ram non Fudice, as not cognizable in that Court. 

Being not only a Grievance upon the Subjects, 
but an Uſurpation upon the Law itſelf, and an In- 
croachment upon the Juriſdiction of the King's 
Court at Meſtminſter, who holds Pleas of the great- 
eſt Cauſes, and upon the inferior Courts, who 
hold Pleas of the leſſer.

Some Letters lately arrived in Holland from

Anceſtors by that Indian Monarch's Aſſiſtance. 
They add, that in Conſequence of this Engage- 
ment, the Grand Mogul has actually ſent him 
powerful Succours, in three very conſiderable Bo- 
dies, in order to expel the Uſurper Afref, who 
yet continues making all poſſible Efforts to main- 
tain himſelf in his Ufurpation, in hopes of being 
re-inforced by the Turks, on whoſe Aid he much 
depends, and to whom he has made moſt advan- 
tageous Offers.

We have reccived a Confirmation of the Death 
of the young Ruſſian Emperor, which happened 
the 29th ult. at Night, hy. ter the Pby fein, had 
pronounced him to be out of Danger but three 
Days before. Immediately after he expired, 
the Sknators and Privy-Counſellors met, and 
unanimouſly reſolved that the Dutcheſs-Dowa- 
ger of Courland ſhould be proclaimed Empreſs 
of all Ryfia: Whereupon Prince Dolgoruckt, 
Father of the betrothed Princeſs, was deputed to 
carry the News to the Dutcheſs-Dowager at Mittau, 
and to invite her to take Poſſeſſion of the 
Throne. This Lady was a younger Daughter of 
Peter I.'s elder Brother Iwan, as will appear by the 
following Account. 

Peter Alexowitz the Great, Czar and Great 
Duke of Muſcovy (this young Monarch's Grand- 
father) who died ſome few Years ago, was born 
in June or July 1672, and ſucceeded his Brother 
Feadore, or Theodore Alexeowitz, the 27th of April 
1682, being joined in the Government with ano- 
ther named Iman, till the Year 1896 when ſwan 
dying, Peter I, reigned alone.

The Affair of Taſcany, &c. being what is now 
moſt diſcourſed of, we cannot give a better In- 
ſight into the Matter than by inſerting the follow- 
ing Abſtract of the Memorial drawn up by the 
TuYſcan Miniſters. _ . 


1H E Author of the Memorial denies, in the 
firſt Place, that the Emperor or Empire 
have any Manner of Right over the whole State 
of Tuſcany, and ſeems to be ſurprized, that the 
Powers of the Quadruple Alliance are made to 
believe, that the whole State of Tuſcany is a Fief 
of the Empire; a Miſtake, which, he ſays; might 
have been avoided, if the Great Duke had been 


| conſulted about it, as it was but Reaſon to ex- 


pect. | MEIN! 
Then the Author proceeds directly to the main 


Point, and affirms, That the Republic of Flo- 


rence has been intirely independent on the Em- 
pire ever ſince it had a Being : That it has always 
been governed by its own Laws, and by its own 
Magiltrates, who were ar firſt called Conſuls, 
then Elders, and at laſt Priors, who derived all 


their Authority from the People that choſe them , 


without being confirmed by any other Power: 
N 8 | Thar 
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That the ſaid Republic has been expoſed to va- 
rious Shocks, but always prevented the Conſe- 
quence in Time; and that it has ſo well main. 
tained its Liberty, that when the Civil Wars de- 
manded a Reform in the State, Recourſe was 
had to the Holy See for reſtoring Peace among 
the Inhabitants, and for granting them new Re- 
gulations, without the leaſt Participation of the 
Empire. , 
After this, the Author quotes a great Number 
of Civilians, who all agree, tho* in different 
Terms, that the City of Florence being indepen- 
dent on the Empire, has as much Power within 
its own Domain, as the Emperor has in his. 

The Author then proceeding to the Enqui- 
ries made by the Imperial Miniſter in the Chan- 
ceries of Vienna, the Empire and Milan, con- 
cerning the Independency of the City of Florence, 
ſays, That they could make no Diſcovery to 
the Prejudice of its Freedom; and that the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of ſo precious a Prerogative comes from 
God: That this Advantage was not injured by 
the Settlement of the Principality on the preſent 
reigning Family, but that, on the contrary, its 
Independency has been rather confirmed ſince 
that Time: That Charles V. was not concerned 
in the new Form of Government, any otherwiſe 
than firſt as an Ally of the Pope, afterwards as a 
Mediator between the Family of Medicis and the 
Republic; and laſtly, as an Arbitrator choſen by 
the ſaid Parties. | 

The Author obſerves, That he was concerned 
as an Ally with Pope Clement VII. when, in Pur- 
ſuance of the Treaty concluded with him at Bar- 
celona on the 29th of June, 1529, whereby he en- 
gaged himſelf to aſſiſt in the re-eſtabliſting of the 
Family of Medicis at Florence, and to procure the 

| | Reſtoration. _ 
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Reſtoration of that Authority they had loſt duf⸗ 
ing the Troubles of the Republic; he ſent Auxi- 
liary Forces to the Pope to beſiege Florence. From 
hence the Author infers, That the Emperor hav- 
ing made no Stipulation in the ſaid Treaty, as 
if he had any Deſign to bring the Republic un- 
der Subjection to the Empire, but only to reſtore 
the Family of Medicis to their Rights and Privi- 
leges, there is no Appearance therefore, that 
when he reſtored them to their former Authority, 
he meant to reſerve a Juriſdiction, from which 
the Family had till then been exempt; and, fi- 
nally, that as the Pope alone is veſted by the ſaid 
Treaty with the Power of diſpoſing of the Go- 
vernment of Florence, ſo it is clear, that Charles V. 
had nothing to do with the moſt important Point 
of all, that is to ſay, the Independency of this 
State, 

That the ſaid Emperor was concerned as Me- 
diator, when, after a long Siege (of Florence) 
the Preliminary Articles of the Treaty of Peace 
were regulated, by the Interpoſition of Don 


Fernand de Gonzagues, General of the Imperial 


Army, between tlie Commiſſaries of the Re- 
public of Florence, and Bartholomeo Vallori, the 
Pope's Commiſſary-General, conformably to the 
Treaty of Barcelona, which is therein poſitive- 
ly revoked. That this his Quality of Media- 
tor appeared by the firſt of the Preliminary Ar- 
ticles, by which it was agreed, That to reſtore a 
good Peace, and to regulate the Government, the Em- 
peror ſhould be mmpowered to give a proper form to 
it wwithin the Space of four Months, with this Ex- 
preſs Condition, That the Freedom of the Repub- 
lic ſhould in no wiſe be thereby injured. That this 
Proviſo, which limits the Power given to the 
Emperor, plainly ſhews, that the ſaid Power is 

not

not annexed to his Imperial Dignity: That be- 
fides, the Office of a Mediator would not have 
ſuited him, if he had had any Juriſdiction over 
that State; it being monſtrous for a Prince to 
put off his Character of Sovereign, in treating 
with his Subjects, in order to put on that of 
the Mediator, which better becomes any Forei- 
gner whatſoever. 

Finally, That Charles V. appeared in the Qua- 
lity of an Arbitrator, becauſe it was only by Vir- 
tue of the Power which was granted him, that | 

he gave Judgment for the Form of Government : 
That the German Civilians are miſtaken to call 
that an Inveſtiture, which is only a Sentence of 
Arbitration; for as much as the ſaid Act was 
ſolemnly accepted by the Magiſtrates, after they 
had thanked the Emperor for his Preſervation of 
their Freedom. It was this, if one may ſay ſo, which 
conſummated the Re-eftabliſhment of the Prin- 
cipality in the Reigning Family, who, accord- 
ing to a Remark of Guicciardin, had already taken 
Poſſeſſion of it, even four Months before the Sen- 
tence of Charles V. by Virtue of a Regulation 
made by the thirteen Reformers of the State, com- 
miſſioned for that Purpoſe by the Public, who re- 
ceived Alexander with great Acclamations. 
N. B. This Family of Medicis, according to the 
moſt approved Hiſtorians, has been continued in 
a Succeſſion of Great Men, from Philip de Medicis, 
who lived about the Middle of the thirteenth Cen- 
tury, and was Great Grand- father to Everard II. 
whoſe two Sons, Juvenco and Clari//imo founded 
two Branches, upon which Alexander above-men- 
tioned, was of the eldeſt Branch, and from him 
deſcended Coſno III. the preſent Grand Duke's Fa- 
ther. Our Author adds, That the ſaid Alexander was 
created Hereditary Sovereign Duke of Florence in 
252850 = 1532, 
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I 530, by rhe Emperor Charles V. who was pre- 
Vailed upon by Pope Clement VII. to beſiege the 


City, which, after two Years Reſiſtence, ſur- 


rendered. But we need not doubt to ſee this 
controverted Affair ſet in a clear Li ht, by the 
Anſwer to this Memorial, which has been drawn 
up by ſome of the beſt Pens in Germany. Tis 
ſaid, the Author, after having demonſtrated that 
Charles V. was no more than an Ally, a Media- 
tor, and an Arbitrator, in the Settlement of the 
Principality at Florence, and in the Treaty for the 
New Form of Government, obſerves, That if the 
Emperor had had any Pretention to the Domains 


of that State, then was his Time to have renewed 
his Claim, cither by requiring an Oath of Fideli- 


ty from the new Prince and the Florentines, or 
Homage from that Prince, or that he ſhould have 
taken the Inveſtiture, or elſe by declaring that 
the Act and Deed was an Effect of his Imperial 
D'gnity ; but that, in the mean Time, far from

40 make that Regulation; and that if be had not had 
Authority for chat he had done from the Conven- 
tion d the Parties concerned, he would never 
have thought of the Undertaking. That the ſaid 
Emperor wanted not Power nor. Zeal to make 
himſelf Maſter of ſuch a Purchaſe, eſpecially con- 
ſidering the Florentines were not in a Condition to. 
oppoſe it. This Reflection, adds the Author, it ſo 
agreeable to the Nature of the Thing, that the moſt 
eminent Civilians in Germany make Uſe of i to 


eſtabliſh the Freedom of Florence. 


He proceeds, Thatsehe Pope had as much 


Right as the Emperor, to claim a perpetual Su- 


periority over Florence; becauſe, upon the like

reſtored Peace to that Republic, and gave a 
better Form to the Government: That the Duke 
Alexander being at Naples, n@bly rejected the Pro- 
poſal that was made to him by the Emper er's 
Miniſters, To acknowledge himſelf a Feudatory Prince 
of the Empire upon honourable Conditions; and that 
_ preferring Flight to Slavery, he choſe to come 
to Florence, and defend himſelf againſt the Exiles, 
rather than to purchaſe Aſſiſtance at the ne 
of the State's Freedom. 
Iden the Author, proceeding to the Election 
of Coſmo I. Alenandor's Succeſſor, ſays, That the 
Senate being aſſembled, choſe that Prince ex, 
cluſive of Julian de Medicis, who; by Virtue of 
Charles the Vtb's Sentence of Arbitration, ſtood 
faireſt to ſucceed that Duke as the neareſt of Kin, 
Laurence, his eldeſt Brother, heing out of the 
Queſtion, becauſe he had forfeited all his Right 
by the Murther of his Brother: That, in the mean 
Time, neither the Emperor, nor his Miniſter at

The Author proceeds afterwards to "confider 
thoſe Tralian and German Authors who lived under 
the Emperor's. Dominions, and who have. una- 
nimouſly advanced, That the Great Dukes of 
Tuſcany are abſolute Maſters and Sovereign Prin- 
kes in chat State, chat all the Rights of Majeſty 
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belong to them, and that they only differ from 
the Kings of France and Spain in the Extent of 


Authority, as having not ſo much Territory un- 


der their Juriſdiction, He adds, That the Bull of 


Pius V. giving the Title of Great Duke to Coſmo I. 


imports, in plain Terins, That they ſhould not be 


ſubject to any other Power, becauſe of the Sovereign 


Domain <wwhich he has over the State of Florence. 
That the ſaid Pope alſo explained himſelf more 


clearly, when he anſwered the Imperial Miniſters,

From hence the Author infers, That the Me- 
diation of Charles V. could not prejudice the Free- 
dom of the State; and that it's a Truth which 
the contracting Powers ſeem to have acknowledg- 
ed in that very Paſſage from whence they pretend 
2 deſtroy the Independency of Florence, becauſe 

have laid it down as a Rule, That its Domain 
fo not begin to be acknowledged as a Fief depending 
on the Empire, till bereafter, ſaving the Poſſeſſion f 
fhe preſent Princes in its utmoſt Extent.

that it was poſitively ſtipulated, that the State of 
Florence ſhall remain ſubject to the Diſpoſal of 
Roman Empire; and that if the ſaid Republic 
fail in its Engagements, and violate the new eſta- 

bliſhed Form of Government, it ſhould be ſub+ 
ject to the common Puniſhments, c. 

The Florentines agree (ſays the Memoraliſt) 
that Rodolph's Sale in Suppoſitious, bur that before 
chat Time Florence enjoyed perfect Liberty; and 
that then, and afterwards, it oppoſed the Empe-

been imaginary, Florence has Preſcription, ſuch a

thoſe Societies which are ſeperate from it, that 


nothing is more groundleſs than the pretended 


Submiſſion of the Florentines to the Emperor 


Maximilian; for they ordered their Embaſſadors 


ro repreſent to that Prince, that nothing was 
more agreeable to his laudable Deſign of pacify- 
ing Italy, than to procure the Reſtitution of Piſa 
to the Florentines ; becauſe from that Source came 
all the. Deliberations equally prejudicial to them 
and their Allies; that it was not reaſonable for 
him who has been unjuſtly plundered, to be oblig- 
ed to put his Rights to a Reference, before he is 
reſtored to Poſſeſſion ; that the Authority of Paul 
Jude, a partial Hiſtorian, can avail nothing up- 
on this Occaſion ; and that even though his Au- 
thority were of any Repute, yet it ought not to 
be ſo much minded in the preſent Caſe, where 
the Matter in Queſtion, is rather a Point of Law 
than of Fact ; -and becaule it is not the Buſineſs 
of Hiſtorians to decide any thing about the In- 
dependency of a State, but of Lawyers, to whom 
this Matter belongs ex profeſſo.

To this, the Author of the Memorial makes

Corre- 
ſpondence with the Plaintiff *'s Lady, by which 
Meant he did debauch, carnally know, and com 
mit Adultery with her, to the great Loſs, Diſap- 


|  pointment, and Uneaſineſs of the Plaintiff, 


The Counſel for the Plaintiff, after having 
opened the Circumſtances of the Offence, and 


peculiar Aggravations attending it; with Regard 


to the Defendant, proceeded to call in the Wit- 
neſſes; 

The firſt Evidence who was called to prove the 
Charge againſt the Defendant was Elizabeth Hop- 
ping : She depoſed, that ſhe had lived in his Lord-

The Counſel for the Defendant examined ſeve- 
ral Witneſſes on the behalf of Mr, Ward, who 
depos'd, that they knew the Defendant perfectly 
well; that he was a Gentleman of an undoubted 


Character, and an unblemiſhed Reputation; that 
| tho? they could not be Evidences as to the Fact 


with which he ſtands charged to have committeq; 
at Madam Holt*'s, becauſe they were not perſo- 
nally preſent ; yet thus much they could aver in 
his Juſtification z that they haye been in Com- 
pany with .him at ſundry Times during the time 
of the Courtſhip ; that they could not deny but 
that they have heard the Defendant talk in the 
Praiſe and Fayour of the Plaintiff, that he thought 
her a very agreeable young Lady, and one that 
he could like to lead his Life withal, provided 
her Fortune was proportioned to his Eſtate ; but 
as ſhe had not a competent Fortune, he would 


not undervalue himſelf to marry her: That he 


confeſs'd he had paid her ſeveral Viſits, and de- 
clared ſhe was a deſerving young Lady, of a 
facetious and affable Converſation, and might de- 
ſerve a better Husband than he could propoſe 
to make her; but do poſitively declare, that th 
never, directly or indirectly, heard him mention 
the word Matrimony, or that he was eyer enga- 
ged to her, or ever deſigned to have her. 
The Counſel for the Defendant acknowledged 
that they expected a Verdict to be given againft 
him, but uſed divers Arguments for Mitigation 
of the Damages; that it hes before the Jury ta 
give more or leſs, according to the Circumſtan- 


ces that had been related before them, One par- 
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ticular Argument was, that Mrs. Holt's own For- 
tune and Family ought to be conſidered; and 
that it could not be reaſonable to ſuggeſt, that 
the Plaintiff expected any great Matters of Da- 
mages, ſince it was not probable that her For- 
tune was in any wiſe equal to the Defendant's 
Mr. Ward's. 

Mrs. Holt's Counſel reply'd, that the Damages 
ought not to be calculated to Mrs. Sarah HolP's 
Fortune, be it great or ſmall ; for that by the 
Defendant's having allured and enticed her to 
permit him to pay 7 Viſits to her at ſundry Ls 
upon his Proteſtation of an inviolable Friendſhip” 
and then by a Breach and palpable Violation bf 
his Contract of Marriage, by Him often made, 

he certainly had injured the Lady very much in 
her Reputation, beſides giving her a great deal 
of Uneaſineſs; and therefore it was hoped, that 
as they had laid their Action only for 4000 J. they

Bond, did force the ſaid Anne Bond, ſo that you 
had carnal Knowledge of her Body, or, as the Law 
expreſſes it, Penetravit corpus ejecit in corpore, 
that you forcibly entered her Body, and ſatisfied your 
tluſiful Defires, contrary to the Peace of our Sovereign 
Lord the King. To which Indictment he pleaded 
Not Guilty; and ſaid, he would be tried by God 
and his Country. EEE 
Abel Kettleby, Eſq; Counſel for the Proſecu- 
tor, opened the Trial, and juſtly ſet forth the 
heinouſneſs of his Offence, and then proceeded 
to call the Evidence for the King; the firſt was 
Anne Bond, who depoſed, That on, or about 
the middle of October laſt, as near as ſhe could 
recollect, a Woman, who was a Stranger to her at 
that Time, came to her; and having ſcraped

That when ſhe came 
to the Houſe, ſhe knocked at the Door, and was 
readily admitted; and having aſked whether the 
Colonel was at home, was anſwered in the affir- 
mative : Then ſhe deſired the Servant to acquaint 
him that ſhe wanted to ſpeak with him, for ſhe 
had brought him a young Woman that wanted a

uncivil, or immodeſt Action by him. But that 
ſhe had not long continued in that State, before 
he began to be very free and familiar with her;

Mrs. Par- 
fons, I am ruined and undone for ever, Upon 
which this Deponent aſked her, How, and in what 
manner ?

German Emperors became Maſters of that Kingdom, 


Tuſcany, and the City of Florence in particular, was 


as much ſubjett to them as the reſt of Italy: That 
it continu'd under the Dominion of Dukes or 
Marquifſes of Tuſcany, who were the Empe- 
rors Feydatories; and that from the Time of 
Rodolphus I. tho it was governd by its own 
Magiſrates, as the Cities of the Empire are at 
this Day, yet it was always acknowledg'd the 
Sovereignty of the Emperors, till the Time of 
Maximilian I. who for a round Sum of Mo- 
ney confirmed its - Privileges. All this is prov'd

Don Fernand 
de Gonzaga was not Mediator, but one of the 
principal Parties concern'd in the Treaty, and the 
Pope's Commiſſary only appear'd in it as a Second. 
One needs only read the Beginning of the Ca- 
pitulation, to be convinc'd of it. Tis therefore

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Now ſurely that was not the Language of a 
Mediator, but of a Prince who ſpoke as Lord and 
Maſter.

that he only undertook the Office of a Mediator, 
as choſen by the Family of Aedicis, and by the 
Republic of Florence; and that the ſaid Decree 
was only a Sentence of Arbitration. Indeed, he 
lays hold on a Paſſage in that Conſtitution, where 
it treats of a Conyention, to make the Emperor 
ſay, That he atted by Virtue of a Power which was Fir 
ven him by a Convention of the Parties concern d.

Mediator; not to inſiſt upon the wide Difference 
there is, between what the Legate of Benedict XI; 
undertook without any Sueceſs, and what was done 
by the Emperor. But certainly when the Author 

edg'd the Example of Clement IV. he was not 
aware, that he ihould put his Reader in mind of ſome 
Circumſtances very contrary to his Syſtem. Clement 
IV. and Boniface VIII. by taking Care of the Affairs 
of Tuſtany, gave a more remarkable Teſtimony of 
the Sovereignty of the Empire over that Province, 
than all the Quotations which the Author has 
made to prove the contrary. Clement IV. in the 
the Bull of 1267, whereby he declares Charles of 
Arzjou King of Sicily, Conſervator of the Peace 
in Tuſcany for three Years, does it in Quality of 
Vicar of the Empite, whieh he pretended was at 
that Time vacant, and the Pope only conferr'd 
that Truſt on him proviſionally, till the Diſputes 
betwixt Alfonſo and Richard were ended, or till 
the Empire ſhould be provided with another Head;

King Charles was oblig' d in 1278, to reſtore Twſcas 
»y to Rodolph I. Boni fact VIII. did not recognize 
Albert II. King of the Komani, and acting as if the 
Empire had been vacant, he created in 1301, Carles 
Count of Anjou, King Philips Son, Conſervator of 
the Peace in Tuſcany ; but he did it likewiſe as 
Vicar of the Empire, a Title which, at that Time 
of Day, the Popes pretended to belong to them. 
The Author of the Memorial pretends, That 
Alexander's refuſing to hold the Dutchy of Horence 
in Fee of the Empire, is another Part of its intire 
Independency. But one need only compare Varchi 
with this Paſſage of our Author, to ſee how ready 
he is to give an advantageous Turn to Things 
which do not make for liis Party. The Exiles of

Author: Let us examine, in the firſt Place, what 


was tranſacted with Charles IV. at Piſa, in the 


1359, a Time in which that Prince was 
very far from being in a Condition to offer any 
Violence to the Forentines, The Embaſſadors of 
Florence, Volterra, Miniati, Arexxe, and Piftoya, paid 
their Homage to that Prince at Piſa; and in the

knowledg'd the Sovereignty of the Empire over 
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Agreement that was made at the ſame Time, it 
was ſtipulated for the Republic, That that Prince 
Tthould aboliſn and make void the Sentences iſſu'd 
by his Predeceſſor Henry VII. againſt the City 
of Florence, and, at the ſame Time, confirm her 
Laws and Privileges; that the Priors of Arts, 
and the Enſign of Juſtice (the chief of the Ma- 
giftrates) ſhould be his Vicars or Lieutenants ; 
that he ſhould not uſe any Force, if any one 


accus'd the Horentines, but that he would admi- 


niſter Juſtice according to Right and Equity, 
The Florentines promis' d, on their Part, to pay 


to that Prince, in Lieu of the Rights and Preten- 


ſions of his Predeceſſors to the Territories of 
Florence, 100,000 Florins of Gold, and for the fu- 
ture, 4000 Florins of Gold per Annum. The Flo- 
rentines accompanied him in his Journey to Rome 
with 200 Horſe, and upon his Return to Piſa, 
Antonio Adimari, and Gio di Medicis, {wore Fi- 
delity, in the Name of that Republic, to that 
Prince as Emperor, and he confirmed upon them 
their Privileges by an Act corroborated with -a 
Bult or Gelden Sell. vom 

In the Alliance concluded by the Florentines 
with Rupert, King of the Romans, they deſire him 
to grant them the Privileges they had requeſted 
of him only during his Life, and they engage 
to pay him, by Way of Acknowledgment of 


His Sovereignty, a certain Sum of Money, to 


be agreed .upon. between him and his Deputies. 
They obtained accordingly that Priviledge : The 
King of the Romans confirmed unto them, not 


only the Poſſeſſion of the Lands they enjoyed, 


but likewiſe the Regal Rights which they exer- 


ciſed therein, and gave the Inveſtiture to Bona- 


curtio di Pitti, Deputy of the Horent ines, but 
not without reſerving a Subordination to the 


las]. 
Emperor; for he. declares the ſaid Priors, and 
the Gonfalonnier, . or Standard-bearer, Vicars of 
the Emperor. e 
It appears thereby, that till that Power was 
recalYd by his Sueceſſors, to whom the Faculty 
of revoking the ſame was expreſly reſerv'd, ſince 
the Flerentines had demanded them only during 
his Life, and that, on the other Hand, the 
ſame Privileges were confirmed by Maximilian 
and Charles V. It appears, I ſay, that tlie Re- 
public of ' Florence has enjoy d her Dominion 
and Regal Rights only by Virtue of theſe Con- 
ceſſions; and indeed it could not be otherwiſe 
ſince the Towns conquer'd by the Florentines, 
were ſubjeck to the Emperor as well as that 
of Florence, and tho the Florentines had depriv'd 
them of their Liberty, yet they could not pre- 
judice the Rights of the Sovereignty of the 
Emperor, with whom they were not engag'd in 
a War. | Eon nl! A n&NGTC hah 
Here is an Inveſtiture, there are Homages paid, 
Rights of Sovereignty acknowledg'd, with ſeve- 
ral other Acts which undeniably prove a Sub- 
jection. It is therefore upon very good Founda- 
tions, that the Emperor inſiſts on his Rights on 
the State of Florence, ſeeing the Floremine Authors, 
and in particular the Author of the Memorial a- 
gree, that the Relation the State of Florence had 
with the Emperor, during the Time of their Re- 
public, has not been alter d by the Alteration of

Shale, that their Exemption from the Imperial 
Chamber ſhould be inſerted in the Articles of 
Peace; and the States. General, after having made 
their Peace with the King of Spain, obtain d like- 
viſe the Confirmation, Security, and Acknow- 
t of their Liberty from the Emperor Fer- 
dinand. The Author of the Memorial produces 
nothing like theſe Titles in Fayour of Florence, 
but contents himſelf with alledging a Preſerip- 
tion; but at the ſame Time that he made ſo great 
a ſhew of a Poſſeſſion of ſeveral Centuries, tis 
highly probable he little thought of the Titles

He was born at Gravina,. the 2d of Febru-

His original Name was Pzetro-Franciſco Orſini; 


being the eldeſt Son of His Highneſs Ferdinando 
Orſini, tenth Duke of Gravina, Prince of Solafra 
and Villata, Count of Muro, &c. and of Giovanna 


di Frangipani della Tolſa, Daughter of the Duke of 


Grumo. Having ſucceeded his Father in Honours 


and Eſtates, he undertook a. Tour thro' Italy; 


and being at Venice in 1667, to the Aſtoniſhment 
of the whole Country, he unexpettedly aſſumed the 
Name of Vincente Maria, & put on the Habit of a Do- 
minican Monk; having firſt renounced his whole Pa- 
trimony, Titles, &c. in Favour of Don Dominico, his 
younger Brother.

With Regard to his Character, the Count 
goes on to this Effeck.— He is learned in Spe- 
culative Matters, and particularly in the School 
Divinity: Very well verſed in the Sacred Canons, 
in the Councils and in Church-Hiſtory. He 
has printed ſome Books, and in particular the 
famous Synod of Siponto, for the Reform of his 


Clergy, on which he has been always very in- 


tent, as alſo on the great Care of his Flock, 
not only at Siponto and Cefena, but likewiſe at 
Benevento, where, in 1685, the celebrated Mi- 
racle of St. Philip Neri happened to his faid 
Eminence, he coming unhurt out of the Ruins of 
that dreadful Earthquake. He always con- 
tinued leading a Monkiſh Life, eating with 
his Court in the Refe@ory, and imitating the 
ſame rigid Way which St. Carlo Barromeo prac- 
' tiſed, living moſt innocently and preaching ve- 
ry frequently in his Cathedral. | 
However, he is reckoned to be very unquiet, 
and exceſſively headſtrong; independent on 
others, and wholy addicted to his own Opini- 


on; apt to engage himſelf in Broils, and moft 
obſtinate in maintaining them. He is of a 
Genius much inferior to his great Birth; but 


he is chaſt, ſober, humble, and cordial; gen- 
teel, ſerviceable, charitable and generous; but 
too humourſome and auſtere. He is totally 
averſe to all Manner of Pride and Haughti- 
nes, giving himſelf wholly to the Service of 


God,; for the promoting of which, he will 


beſtir himſelf vigorouſly in every Conclave at

ſions that offer. If he ſhould ever, with the 
Benefit of Time, come to be Pope, which | 
look upon to be impoſſible, he following the 
Example of the Fryers who are Superiors of 
their Order, who are indiſcreer © ih their Go- 
vernment, he would have rather the Zeal of Eli.

and the Increaſe of their People, would ſtill be an 
Addition to the National Strength; all ſmaller 
provements therefore pretended unto, and ſet up 
y leſſer Societies, for private Gain, in Great. 
Britain or elſewhere, altho* they might have a 
juſt Pretenee to bring ſome Sort of a public Bene. 
fit along with them; yet if they thall appear 
to be hurtful unto the muich greater and more 
national Concern, of thoſe uſeful trading Colo- 
nies, they ought in Juſtice to the Public, to be 
neglected in Favour of them. | 
It being an unalterable Maxim, that a leſſer 
public Good. muſt give Place to a greater; and 
chat it is of more Moment to maintain a greater 
than a leſſer Number of Subjects, well employ- 
ed to the Advantage of any State. 


On the Legiſlative Power. 


From what has been ſaid of the Nature of 
Colonies, and the Reſtri&ion that ought to be laid 
on their Trade, it is plain, that none of the 
Engliſh Plantations in America, can, with any 
Reaſon.or good Senſe, pretend to claim an abſo- 
Jute Legiſlative Power within themſelves ; ſo that 
let their ſeveral Conſtitutions be founded on An- 
cient . Charters, Royal Patents, Cuſtom by Pre- 
ſcription, -gr.#vhat other Legal Authority you 
pleaſe, yet ftill they cannot be poſſeſſed of any 


rightful Capacity, to contraditt or evade the 

true Intent and Force of any Act of Parliament, 
wherewith the Wiſdom of Great-Britain, may 

0 think fit to affect them from Time to Time; 
and diſcourſing on their Legiſlative Powers, impro- 

perly ſo called in a Dependent Government, we 

Bo nn are 
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are to conſider them only as ſo many Corporati- 
ons at a Diſtance, inveſted with an Ability to 
make temporary By-Laws. for themſelyes, agree- 
able to their reſpettive Situations and Climates, 
but no ways interfering with the Legal Prero- 
gative of the Crown, or the trut Lepiſlative 
Power of the Mother-State?: | * 

If the Governors and General Aſſemblies of 
the ſeveral Colonies, would be pleaſed to con- 
ſider themſelves in this Light, one would think 
it was impoſſible they could be fo weak to fancy; 
that they repreſented the King; Lords and Com- 
mons of Great-Britain, within their little Diſtricts; 
And indeed, the uſeleſs, or rather hurtful and in- 
conſiſtent Gonſtitution of a Negatiye Council, in all 
the King's Provincial Governments, has, it is believ- 


ed, contributed to lead them into this Miſtake ; for 


ſo long as the King has reſerved to himſelf, in his 
Privy Council, the Confideration of, and a Nega- 
tive upon all their Laws, the Method of appointing 
a few of the richeſt and proudeſt Men in a fmall 
Colony, as an upper Houſe with a Negative on 
the Proceedings of the King's Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, and the Peoples Repreſentatives, ſeems not 
only to cramp the nattiral Liberty of the Subject 
there, but alſo the King's juſt Power ad Prero⸗ 
gative ; for it often happens, that Vg Fetſonable 
and good Bills ſometimes propoſed” Tr the Bys 
nefit of the Crown, by the Wiſdom of a good 
Governor, and at other Tings Mes, by*-the 
Peoples Repreſentatives, in Behalt A their Con- 
ſtituents, have been loſt, and the enacting bf 
ſuch made impratticable, by the Obſtibary. of a 
Majority inthe Council, only becauſe ſuch Things 
did not ſquare with their private particular In- 
tereſt and Gain, or with the Views which they 
form to themſelves, by aſſuming an imaginary 
FFF Dignity 
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Dignity and Rank, above all the reſt of the King's 
Subjects; and as to the Security, which it is pre- 
tended that either the Crown or a Proprietary 
may have by ſuch a Negative Council, it is in 
Fact quite otherwiſez for that Caution would be 
much better ſecured, if this Council was only 
a Council of State, to adviſe with the Governor, 
and be conſtant Witneſſes of all public Tranſ- 
actions; and it cannot be thought, that an Officer 
who 1s not only under Oaths aud Bonds, but 
anſwerable by Law for his Miſdeeds, and re- 
movable at Pleaſure, would, in the Face of 
Witnetſes ſo appointed, contradic a Rational 
Advice, thereby ſubjecting himſelf to grievous 
Penalties and Loſſes ; neither is it to be ſuppoſed, 
that theſe Men, if they had only the Privilege 
of adviſing, would oppoſe ſuch good Bills, or 
other reaſonable Propoſitions, as they well knew, 


they had no legal Power to reject; but while 


they find themſelves poſſeſſed of a peremptory 
Negative, without being in any Sort accountable 
for their Opinions, it is eaſy to imagine how 
ſuch a Power may be uſed on many Occaſions, to 
ſerve their private Intereſt and Views in Trade, as 
well as to indulge the too natural Propenſity which 
Mankind have, eſpecially abroad, to rule over 
and oppreſs their poor Neighbours ; beſides an 
artful corrupt Governor will find Means, by Pre- 
ferments, ©c. ſo to influence a Negative Council, 
that knowing themſelves to be under no Bonds 
or any other valuable Penalty to anſwer the 
Party, aggrieved by their Opinions, they may 
without Riſque proceed in ſuch a Manner as to 
ſcreen the Governor in many Things, which 
otherwiſe he would be perſonally and ſingly bound 
to account for in a legal and juſt Way. 

| If 
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If then a Council of State only to adviſe with 
the Governor, ſhall appear in all Emergencies and 
Caſes, that can be propoſed to be equaily uſeful, 
and not attended with the Inconſiſtencies, Ob- 
ſtructions, and Diſadvantages of a Negative Council, 
the one ſeems to be much preferable to the other, 
and more agreeable to that Liberty and juſt Equa- 
lity, which is eſtabliſhed by the common Law 
among Enzliſhnen, and conſequently leſs pro- 
duttive of thoſe Grievances and Complaints 
which have been ſo frequent hitherto from the 
Plantations. 

At firſt View, it will appear natural enough for 
an Engliſhman, who has taſted the Sweetnels of 
that Freedom, which is enjoyed under the happy 
Conſtitution of King, Lords, and Commons in 
Great-Britain, to imagine, that a third Part ſhould 
be formed in the little Governments of the Planta- 
tions, in Imitation of the Houſe of Lords. But if we 
rightly conſider it, that Part of the Conſt itution 
is 1 moſt properly and fully ſupplyed by 
The Lords of His MaJzsTY's Privy Council; be- 
ſides, let us ſippoſe, That inſtead of a Houſe of 
Lords in Britain, the like Number of ſelett Com- 
moners were inveſted with a Power to ſit apart, 
and to put a Negative upon the Proceedings of 
The Houſe of Commons, conſiſting of three Times 
the Number of Perſons of equal Rank, and repre- 
ſenting all the Commons of Great-Britain. in Parlia- 
ment, the Inconſiſtency and Unreaſonavlenels of 
the Thing does preſently obtrude it ſelf upon 
our Minds; and yet ſuch is the very Cale of 
that Negative, which is now practiſed by the 
Councils in America. | 


Bog On 
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On the Civil Juriſdiflion: 


Kext to the Legiſlative Power, we ſhall proceed 
to conſider the Civil Juriſdiction in the Plantations, 
which by their own Acts is branched out into ſo 
many different Forms, almoſt in each Colony, 
that it is ſcarce practicable to reduce them under 
ſuch Heads, in any one Diſcourſe, as to make it 
intelligible to thoſe who are altogether unac. 

quainted with American Affairs. 

It is generally acknowledged in the Plantations, 
that the Subject is intitled by Birth-right unto the 
Benefit of the Common Law of England; but 
then, as the Common Law has been altered from 
Time to Time, and reſtricted by Statutes, it is 
{till a Queſtion in many of the American Courts of 
Judicature, whether any of the Engliſh Statutes, 
which do not particularly mention the Planta- 

tions, can be of Force there, until they be 
brought oyer by ſome Act of Aſſembly in that 
Colony where they are pleaded ; and this creates 
ſuch Confuſion, that according to the Art or 
Influence of the Lawyers and Attornies before 
Judges, who by their Education are but indiffer- 
ently qualified for that Service, they ſometimes 
allow the Force of particularStatutes, and at other 
Times reject the whole, eſpecially if the Bench is 
inclinable to be partial, which too frequently hap- 
pens in thoſe new and unſettled Countries: And 
as Mens Liberties and Properties in any Country 
chiefly depend on an impartial and equal Admi- 
niſtration of Juſtice, this is one of the moſt ma- 
terial Grievances which the Subjects in America 


have juſt Cauſe to complain of; but while for the 


Want of Schools and other proper Inſtruction in 
the Principles of Moral Virtue,” their People are 
Fre e ee ee 
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not ſo well qualified, even to ſerve upon Juries, 
and much leſs to act upon a Bench of Judica- 
ture, it ſeems impracticable to provide a Re- 
medy, until a ſufficient Revenue be found out a- 
mongſt them, to ſupport the Charge of ſending 
Judges from England, to take their Circuits by 
Turns in the ſeveral Colonies on the Main, 
which if it be thought worthy of Conſideration 
will appear neither to be improper nor impracti- 
cable; and until that can be done, all other At- 
tempts to rectify their Courts of Law will be 
fruitleſs, and may be ſuſpended. * | 

Courts of Chancery, which are known to be 
neceſſary in many Caſes, to correct the Severity 


of the Common Law, ſeem to ſubſiſt there on a 


moſt precarious Foot; for it does not appear that 
there is a proper aud legal Authority to hold 
ſuch a Court in any of the Colonies; neverthe- 
leſs by Cuſtom every where ſome kind of Chan- 
cery is to be found in one Form or other; ſo 
that when a rich Man deſigns to conteſt any 
Thing in Diſpute with his poor Neighbour, if he 
can contrive to bring him into Chancery, he is 
ſure the Matter will rarely or never be brought 
to Iſſue, which on many Occaſions proves an in- 
tollerable Oppreſſion; wherefore it is hoped that 
ſo high a juriſdiction iſſuing immediately from 
the Crown, will in due Time be put on a more 
regular and certain Eſtabliſhment abroad. 


On the Military Strength. 


A Ailitia, in an Arbitrary and Tyrannical Go- 
vernment, may poſſibly be of ſome Service to 
the governing Power, but we learn from Experi- 
ence, that in a free Country it is of little Uſe; 
The People in the Plantations are fo few in Pro- 


potion 
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portion to the Lands they poſſeſs, that Servants 
being ſcarce, and Slaves ſo exceſſively dear, the 
Men are generally under a Neceſſity there to 
work hard themſelves, in order to provide the 

common Neceſſaries of Life for their Families, 
ſo that they cannot ſpare a Day's Time, without 
great Loſs to their Intereſt; wherefore a Militia 
there, would become more burthenſome to the 


poor People, than it can be in any Part of Europe; 


but beſides, it may be queſtioned how far it would 
conſiſt with good Policy, to accuſtom all the 
able Men in the Colonies to be well exerciſed in 
Arms: It ſtems at preſent to be more adviſable 
to keep up a ſmall regular Standing Force in each 
Province, which might be readily augmented for 
a Time, if Occaſion did require, and thus in caſe 
of War or Rebellion, the whole of the regular 
Troops, upon the Continent, might be without 
Loſs of Time, united or diſtributed at Pleaſure ; 
and if, as has been ſaid before, a ſuitable Revenue 
abroad can be raiſed for the Defenſe and Support 


of the Plantations, it would be no difficult Mat- 


ter both to form and execute a proper Scheme of 
this Nature. ö 


On Taxes. 


Land is ſo plenty, and to be had ſo very cheap in 
America, that there is no ſuch Thing as Tenants to 
be found in that Country, for every Man is a Land- 
lord in Fee of what he poſſeſſes, and only pays a 
ſmall Quit or Ground Rent, to the Lord of the 
Soil; and this makes it impracticable to ſind an 
Aſſembly of ſuch Freeholders in any of the Colo- 
nies, who will conſent to lay any Tax upon 
Lands; nor indeed is it to be expected, they 
Mould voluntarily agree, to raiſe any Revenue 
| ; | among 
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among ' themſelves, except what is abſolutely 
neceſſary for erecting and ſupporting Court- 
Houſes, Bridges, High-Ways, and other need- 
ful Expences of their Civil Government, which 
is commonly levied upon Stock, an Exciſe on 
Foreign Liquors retailed, or a ſmall Poll-Tax ; 
and the Public there 1s generally in Debt, becauſe 
they are extremely jealous of Attempts upon their 
Liberties, and apprehenſive, that it at any Time 
their public Treaſury was rich, it might prove 
too great a Temptation for an artful Governor 
in Conjunction with their own Repreſentatives, 
to divide the Spoil and betray them. 


On their Inde pendeney. 


It muſt be allowed that a Share of perſonal 
Intereſt or Self-Love, influences in ſome Degree 
every Man's Affections, and gives a natural Im- 
pulſe to all our Actions; and tho' this is moſt per- 
ceptable in Trade, or Comercial Affairs, yet 
there is not any other Tranſaction in Life chat 
paſſes without it; and as it is with Men in this 
Caſe, ſo we find it has ever been with all States or 
Bodies Politic, ſo long as they are independent 
one upon another; the Wiſdom of the Crown 
of Britaiu therefore, by keeping its Colonies in 
that Situation, 1s very much to be applauded; for 
while they continue fo, it is morally impoſſible, 
that any dangerous Union can be formed among 
them, becauſe their Intereſts in Trade and all 
manner of Buiſineſs being intirely ſeparated by 
their Independency, every Advantage that is loſt 
or neglected by one Colony, is immediately picked 
up by another; and the Emulation that conti- 
nually ſubſiſts between them, in all manner of In- 
tercourſe and Traffic, is ever productive of En- 


vies, 
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vies, Jealouſies, and Cares, how to gain upon 
each other's Conduct in Government or Trade 
every one thereby endeavouring to magnify their 
Pretenſions to the Favour of the Crown, by 
becoming more uſeful than their Neighbours to 
the Intereſt of Grear-Þritarn. 


On the Management of Plantation Affair 
in Exgland. 


But to render the Colonies ſtill more conſider- 
able to Britain, and the Management of their 
Affairs much more eafy to the King and his 
Miniſters at Home, it would be convenient to 
appoint particular Officers in England, only for the 
Diſpatch of Buſineſs belonging to the Plantations ; 
for often Perſons who come from America, on 
purpoſe either to complain or to ſupport their 
own juft Rights, are at a Loſs how or where to 
apply; this Uncertainty does not only fatigue 
the Miniſters, but frequently terminates in the 
Deſtruction of the Party, by his being referred 
from Office to Office, until both his Money and 
Patience be quite wore out: Such Things in Time 
may cool Peoples Affections, and give them too 
mean an Opinion of the Juſtice of their Mother- 
Country, which ought carefully to be prevented; 
for where there is Liberty the Inhabitants wil 
certainly expect Right, and ſtill have an Eye to- 
wards obtaining it one Way or other. 

It may be conſidered, therefore, how far it would 
be ſerviceable to put all the Crown's Civil Officers 
in the Plantations, of what Kind ſoever, under 
the Direction of the Board of Trade, from whom 
they might receive their ſeveral Deputations or 
Appointments, and unto whom they ought to be 
accountable both for their Receipts and Manage- 
MY e = oY Sn” 
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ment; and ifa particular Secretary was appointed 
for the Plantation Affairs only, or if the firft 
Lord Commiſſioner of that Board was permitted 
to have daily Acceſs to the King, in order to re- 
ceive his Majeſty's Commands, in all Buſineſs re- 
lating to the Plantations, the Subjects Applicati- 
on would be reduced into ſo narrow a Compals, 
and the Board of Trade would always be 1o per- 
fectly acquainted with the King's Pleaſure, that 
great Diſpatch might be given even to thoſe 
diſtant Matters, without taking up too much of 
the Miniſter's Time, and interfering with other 
(perhaps more important) Buſineſs: The People 
of the Colonies would be pleaied to find 
themſelves thus equally regarded; without 
giving one any undue Preference to another, and 
all the Rents, Cuſtoms, Revenues, and other Pro- 
fits in any Manner ariſing from the Plantations 
would then center in one Place, where another 
proper Member of the ſame Board might be ap- 
pointed Treaſurer of that particular Revenue, to 
anſwer all ſuch Orders as ſhould be iſſued from 
Time to Time for the Plantation Service: And 
as the Revenues froru America, would in all Proba- 
bility be increafing daily, it may reaſonably be 
expected, that the Expence of paying the Board 
pf Trade and other Officers, wholly employed iti 
Plantation Affairs, which is now born by the 
Civil Lift, would then more properly ariſe and be 
diſcharged out of the American Fund, and the 
Overplus remaining would in Time become a moſt 
uſeful Stock, for purchaſing of Proprietary Lands, 
erecting Forts, and extending the preſent Settle- 
ments as far as the great Lakes, or may be ap- 
plied to ſuch other Uſes as his Majeſty mall think 
proper for that Service. =, 8 
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Of a Revenue in America. 


All that has been ſaid with Reſpect to the Im- 
provement of the Plantations, will, it is ſuppoſed, 
ſignify very little, unleſs a ſufficient Revenue can 


be raiſed to ſupport the needful Expence; and 


in order to that, it is humbly ſubmitted, whether 
the Duties of Stamps upon Parchment and Paper 
in England, way not with good Reaſon be ex- 
tended, by Act of Parliament, to all the American 
Plantations, | 


CONCLUSION. 


When we do but caſt an Eye upon the vaſt 
Tracts of Land, and immenſe Riches, which the 
Spaniſh Nation have, in little more than one Cen- 
tury, very oddly acquired in America, in ſo much 
that the ſimple Privilege of trading with them 
on very high Terms, is become a Prize worth con- 
tending for among the greateſt Powers in Europe, 
ſurely we muſt, on due Reflection, acknowledge, 


that the Preſervation and Enlargement of the 
Engliſh Settlements in thoſe Parts, is of the laſt 


Conſequence to the Trade, Intereſt and Strength 
of Great-Britain; and moreover conſidering how 
that the laſt Reſort of Juſtice in the Plantations 
is ſolely lodged in the King's Sacred Perſon, with 
the Adviſement of his Majeſty's Privy Council, 
excluſive of Meſtminſter-Hall, or any other Judica- 
ture. he brightning of the jewel in the Crows 
may not perhaps be thought unworthy of the pre- 
ſent happy Reign, to which the Improvement and 
future Security of ſo large a Part of the Britiſb 
Dominions, the Advancement of Trade, and uni- 
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verſally ſupporting the glorious Cauſe of I iberty, 
ſeems to be reſerved by the peculiar Hand of 
Providence.

Advices from Dunkirk. 


| R, Crew, one of His Majeſty's Meſſengers, 
| arrived from Paris with Letters from Mr. 
Pozntz,, His Majeſty's Embaſſador Extraordinary 
and Plenipotentiary, giving an Account, that his 
Excellency having made Complaint to the French 
Court, of the Works ſaid to be carrying on by the 
Inhabitants of Dunkirk, in order to repair their 
Harbour, M. Chauvelin, Keeper of the Seals, and 
Secretary of State, ſent his Excellency the follow- 
ing Letter, in which was incloſed a Copy of His 
moſt Chriſtian Majeſty's Order, to forbid the car- 
rying on of any ſuch Works, and to demoliſh any 
that have been erected contrary to the Treaty of 
Itrecht in 1713, and of the Hague in 1717.

1 the Expectative Letters, containing the Eventual

which were exchanged againſt Inſtruments here. 
unto annexed, with the ſtrongeſt Guaranty on the 
* Part of the Crowns of Spain, France, and Great- 
1 Britain; whereby his Imperial Majeſty has evi- 
0 dently proved to all the World, that as he was 
the readieſt to fulfil his Engagements, ſo it always 
was, and ſtill is, his moſt ſincere Intention to con- 
tribute on his Part, and in the Name of the Em- 
pire, to every Thing that can tend to the ſtrength- 
WW ning of the public Peace and Tranquillity. In the 
| mean while, nothing could be done in this Affair 
1 at Cambray, till Spain having made the Overture in 
'Þ 1725, his Imperial Majeſty the ſame Year conclud- 
p ed, purſuant to the Reſoltion of the Empire, and 
* conformably to the full Powers therein contained, 
| a Peace, grounded intirely on the V. Article of the 
Quadruple Alliance, between his Imperial Majeſty, 
"FF as Emperor,and the Holy Empire,on the one Part; 
th. and the Crown of Spain on the other Part: And 
| immediately after dilpatched to his Plenipotentiary 
in Italy the neceſſary Orders far the Security of 
the Infante Don Carlos, in caſe of the Death of the 
Duke of Taſcany or the Duke of Parma, 
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His Imperial Majeſty having thus performed 
his Engagements, with all the Sincerity that could 
be required, and in the moſt authentic Manner, he 
could not expect any Innovation to be made in 
Prejudice thereof : But contrary to all Expetta- 
tion, a particular Treaty has been concluded at 
Seville, between the Crowns of Spain, France, and 
Great-Britain, the IX. and ſubſequent Articles 
of which, cannot but raiſe the higheſt Indig- 
nation, becauſe the moſt eſſential Bands of Hu- 
man Society ate therein broken, and if Chriſtian 
Powers pretend thus to difpole of the Eſtates 
of Third Perſons, all Confidence and good Faith 
ought to be baniſhed out of the World. Beſides, 
they have no Regard: to former Treaties, nor to 
the laſt Preliminary Articles, which were acknow- 
ledged by both Parties as the Groundwork of the 
Negociations for the General Peace, and as the 
only Counterpoiſe to an Exorbitant Power that 
was diſpoſed to be erected in Europe: They 
have no Attention to the Acts of Guaranty which 
have been delivered: They diſpoſe of the 
Rights and Territories of the Empire, as they 
pleaſe, even in the Life-Time of the lawful Poſ- 
ſeſſors: They ſet ſo little Value on the Emperor 
and Empire, that they would not ſo much as ask 
their Conſent in an Affair that was properly their 
own, though ſuch Conſent was made neceſſary by 
the Alliance of London: They moreover intrude 
themſelves into other Domeſtic Affairs of the Em- 
pire, and endeavour to innovate in that reſpect: 
Laſtly, they contented themſelves, without pro- 
ducing any Reaſon for this new Alliance, as 1s 
uſual among Crowned Heads, or demanding the 
Conſent, or Concurrence at leaſt, of the Empe- 
ror and the Empire, with acquainting his Impe- 
rial Majeſty's Miniſters, here and at Parzs, with 
the Treaty of Seville, and with barely giving them 
1 > 0 a 
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& Copy of it, tho” his Imperial Majeſty hug 
Always offered to come into any Expedients, pro. 


vided they were not prejudicial to the Rights of a 


Third Perſon, to thoſè of the Empire, and to for- 
mer Freaties. If therefore ſuch Conduct takes 
ace, and the new Allies perſiſtt herein, we ſhall 
reaiter ſee Might overcome Right, and Engage- 
ments trampled on at Pleaſure; and whatever the 
new Allies 1hall judge to be moſt convenient, will 
always be moſt juft, without any Regard to Things 
or Perſons: To be thorowly convinced hereof, 
you need only compare the V. Article of the Qua. 
Aruple Alliance with the IX. and ſubſequent Arti. 
cles of the Treaty of Seville. 
As his Imperial Majeſty could not imagine, that 
the Empire was reduced to ſach an Extremity, 
that it would ſuffer its moſt undoubted Rights, by 
the Confeſſion even of Foreign Powers, to be ſo 
manifeſtly invaded, and Alterations to be made 
therein without its Knowledge and Participation ; 
that fo little Regard ſhould be had for his Impe- 
rial Majeſty and the Empire, in an Affair wherein 
they are ſo dlrectly concerned; and that a new 
Vaſſal ſhould be inſtalled, notwithſtanding the A- 
greements, Ordinances, and Laws to the contra- 
ry , his Imperial Majefty thought it proper to lay 
before the Electors, Princes and States an Account 
of this Affair, and the fatal Conſequences that 
may reſult therefrom; to the end that they may 


maturely confider what is proper to be done under 


theſe Circumſtances, to maintain the Honour and 
undoubted Rights of his Imperial Majeſty and the 
Empire; to protect the lawful Poſſeſſors of the 
Fiets of the Empire in Italy, who are ſtill living; 
and to prevent the Dangers with which the ſaid 
Fiefs, and eſpecially thoſe of Tuſcany and Parma, 
are threat: His Imperial Majefty flatters him-

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elt, that the Bleftors, Princes and States of the 


Empire, and, in their Name, their Minifters in 


the Dyet, will thereupon take ſuch Meaſures as 
will tend to the Welfare, Tranquillity and Safety 
of the Empire; the rather, becauſe it evidently 
appears, that his Imperial Majeſty has not been 
ſparing of Ins Pains to maintain the Rights of the 
Empire; that the Fear of being abandoned by his 
Ally, the King of Spain, was not capable of making 
him take the leaſt Step that could prejudice his 
Dignity and that of the Empire; and that he has 
even in ſome Sort neglected the Right of his 
Archducal Houſe, to keep in View only thoſe of 
the Empire. His Imperial Majeſty, in Conſide- 
ration of the Military Preparations that are ma- 
king elſewhere to act by Force in Italy, thought 
fit to ſend ſome Troops thither, which he will re- 
inforce with other Troops according to the Exi- 
gency of Affairs, in order to protect and maintain 
the Honour, Prerogatwes, and Rights of his Im- 
perial Majeſty and the Empire, not in the View 
of making uſe of Force againſt any Perſon what- 
ſoever, but only to execute the moſt ſolemn Al- 


liances, and the moſt ſacred Engagements; to hin- 


der any Violence from being committed againſt 
the Territories and Fiefs of the Holy Roman Em- 


pire, and to protect the innocent Poſſeſſors there- 


of. His Imperial Majeſty flatters himſelf, that if, 


contrary, to all Expettation, the Tranquillity of 


Traly ſhould be diſturbed ;, or if, for the Care his 
Imperial Majeſty takes to protect the Empire and 
its Rights, his Hereditary Kingdoms and States 


ſhould be attacked, he ſhall be ſupported in ſo juſt 


a Cauſe by the whole Empire, in the moſt effec- 
tual Manner: An unanimous and vigorous Relo- 
lution is the ſureſt, not to ſay the only Means to 
take off the Edge of Foreign Fury, to attack the 
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Rights and Dignity of the Emperor and Empire, 

and to prevent the fatal Conlequences which it is

His Moſt, Chriſtian Majeſty's Declaration: 
| regiſtred in Parliament. 


EWIS, &c. To all to whom theſe Preſents 
ſhall come, Greeting, After the Diviſion 

and Troubles, which the refuſing to ſubmit to 
the Bull Vnigenitus had occaſioned in the Church 
of France, we had Reaſon to hope, in the Year 
1720, to ſee the Peace thereof happily reſtored : 
Explanations drawn up with a Spirit. of Concord 
and Charity, approved by all the Cardinals, all the 
Archbiſhops, and almoſt all the Biſhops of our 
Kingdom, who had accepted that Conſtitution ; nay 
adopted by moſt of the Prelates who had at firſt 


heſitated to receive it, left no Pretence for thoſe, 


who affecting to decry it by Interpretations con- 
trary to its true Senſe, were willing to plead them 
in Excuſe for their Reſiſtance. It was under theſe 
favourable Circumſtances that we thought fit to 
publiſh our Declaration, of the qth of Auguſt, 1720. 
whereby, at the ſameTime that, on the one Hand, 
we ordered the Bull Unigenirus to be obſerved, ac- 
cording to its Form and Tenor, throughout our 
Dominions, and forbid every Thing that was con- 
trary to the ſame, we, on the other Hand,took the 
likelieſt Precautions to ſecure the Repoſe and 
Tranquility of ſuch of our Subjects, as ſhould 
make their Prejudices give way to the Authority 
| ed Q 


. 
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of the Head and Body of Chief Paſtors: We have 
indeed had the Satisfaction to ſee intire Bodies, 
and a great Number of Subjects, of different Or- 
ders of the Church of France, come into' theſe 
Sentiments, and edify her by the Sincerity of their 
Return; but we know, that not all who imitated 
them in their Reſiſtance, have as yet followed the 
Example of their Submiſſion ; and we ſee, with 
Diſpleaſure, that there are even ſome, who, in- 
ftead of making a right Uſe of our Indulgence, 
did all they -could to blow up the Flame we 
thought to have extinguiſhed by our Declaration. 
They not only threw in new Appeals, and took 
the ſame Liberty to attack the Conſtiru'ion, without 
ceaſing, by Libels equally injurious to the Pope, 
the Bilhops and the whole Church, and contrary 
to the Reſpect that is due to our Authority; but 
they went ſo far, as to call in queſtion the Power 
veſted in the Biſhops, to inſtruct the Faithful in 
the Submiſſion they owe to the Bull Unigenitus, 
and to examine the Sentiments and Diſpoſitions of 
the Clergy, when they apply to them either for 
Admiſſion into Holy Orders, or for Viſa, or Ca- 
nonical Inſtitutions. Neither is it at the Conſti- 
tution Unigenitus alone, that the Enemies of that ; 
Bull and of Peace are ſtriking; they are perpe- . 
tually attacking, directly or indirectly, the Conſtitu- 
tions of the Popes who condemned the Five Pro- 
poſitions drawn from Janſenius's Book, or who pre- 

{cribed the Signing of the Formulary ; they revive 

the frivolous Subtleties which were invented to 

elude the Obſervation of thoſe Bulls ; they cry up 

the Diſt inction between Fatt and Right, and tur- 

ning to a bad Uſe what was done in the Potificate 

of Clement XI. they conſtantly undertake the De- 

fenſe of the cautious Silence upon the Article of | 
Janſenius, tho declared inſufficient by the Bull 0 
n 112 Vis 10 
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Vineam Domini Sabaoth, publiſhed by Clement XI. 
and unanimouſly accepted by all the Prelates of 
our Kingdom. We ought not therefore to divide 
Two Objects, which, tho' different, are but 
too cloſely united in the Minds of moſt of thoſe 
who make it their Study to perpetuate the preſent 
Troubles in the Church; and ſince they oblige us 
to explain our Intentions more at large, with re- 
gard to the Execution of the Bull Unigenitus, we 
think we ought at the ſame Time to take new 
Precautions againſt thoſe perverſe Spirits, whom 
Four gls (ſucceſſively publiſhed by different Popes 
againſt Janſeniſm, which were received by the 
whole Church, and the Execution whereof has 
been ſo many Times inforced by our Authority) 
have not yet been able to reduce to an intire Obe- 
dience. We will nevertheleſs continue to watch 
with Attention the Preſervation of the Maxims 

of our Kingdom, and the Liberties of the Galli 
can Church, which will be always more dear to 
us, than to thoſe who pretend ſuch a Value for 
them, only to colour their Reſiſtance: And we 
are perſuaded, that our Courts of Parliament, who, 
having the principal Care of maintaining them, 
have ſo worthily acquitted themſelves of that Du- 
ty upon ſeveral Occaſions ; particularly when the 
Letters-Patent concerning the Bull Vnigenitus, of 
the 14th of February 1714, were publiſhed, will al- 
ways know how to make a juſt Diſtinction between 
the commendable Zeal, which defends them with 
Prudence, and the ſuſpicious Intentions of the 
Men who feek nothing but Pretences to diſturb, 
or to baniſh a Peace, no leſs to be deſired for the 
Intereſt of the Stare, than for the Good of the 
COMMA, T1.

For theſe Cauſes, and others as thereunto mo- 
yang, with the Advice of our Council, and of our 


Spe- 
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Special Grace, Full Power, and Royal Authority, 
we haye ſaid, declared, and ordained, and do ſay, 
declare and ordain, will, and it pleaſes us, as fol- 
lows. | & 

Art. I. Renewing, ſo far as is needful, by theſe 
Preſents, ſigned with our Hand, the Edits an 
Declarations of the late King, our moſt honoured 
Lord and Great-Grandfather, upan the Condem- 
nation of the Five Propoſitions of Janſenius, and the 
Signing of the Formulary ; particularly the Edict of 
the Month of April 1665, and the Letrers-Pateng 
of the laſt Day of Auguſt 1705, we do ordain, that 
the Bulls of the Sovereign Ponritts, Innocent X. A- 
lexander VII. and Clement XI. concerning the ſaid 
Propoſitions, and the. Signing of the Formulary, ſhall 
be obſerved and executed, according to their Form 


and Tenor: Conſequently, we will, that no Per- 


ſon be admitted into. Holy Orders, or provided 
with any Benefice whatſoever, whether Regular 
or Secular, Exempt or Non-Exempt from the Or- 
dinary's Juriſdiction; nor even be a Candidate for 
a Living, by virtue of the Decrees by him obtain- 
ed, without having previouſly ſigned the Formu- 
[ary in Perſon, in the Preſence of his Archbiſhop 
or Biſhop, or their Great Vicars, of which Sign- 
ing Mention ſhall be made in the A# of Petition, 
and likewiſe in the Ad of taking Poſſeſſion of eve-

were before poſſeſſed of, ſhall remain void and 
alienable, to all Intents and Purpoſes, without any 
Judiciary Sentence or Declaration, according to 
the ſaid Edict of the Month of April 1665. 

II. We will, that conformably to the ſaid Edict,

III. Confirming, ſo far as is neceſſary, the Let- 
ters-Patent of the 1 4th of February 1714, and our 
Declaration of the 4th of Auguſt 1720, regiſtered 
in all our Courts'of Parliament, we ordain that 
the Conſtitution Unigenitus be inviolably obſerved 
according to its Form and Tenor, in all the States, 
Countries, Lands and Lordſhips under our Obe- 
dience ; and that being a Law of the Church, by 
the Acceptation that has been made of it, it be al- 
ſo looked upon as a Law of our Kingdom. We 
will, that all our Subjects, of what Eſtate or Con- 
dition ſoever, do pay the ſaid Bull the Reſpect and 
Submiſſion that is due to the judgment of the 
Uniyerfal Church, in Matters of Poctrine. 
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Iv. The Vth Article of our ſaid Declaration ſhall 
likewiſe be executed according to its Form and

While the Cardinals were, a few Days paſt, ta- 
ken up with the Scrutiny, the Conclavifts got to 
the Windows, and diverted themſelves with pelt- 
ing People with ſmall Pebbles,as they paſſed along 
the Street to St. Peters Church.

ſent Endeavours of ſome Tradeſmen, to prevent

For the Advantage of Trade, both Abroad

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The late Bankrupt Act was attended with ſo 
much Charge, and ſo many Delays, that moſt 
Tradeſmen were glad when it expired. 5 

Since which another Act is paſſed, that ſeems 
to be well deſigned, to anſwer the Purpoſes 
thereof, in a better manner; I mean, that which 
is commonly called, The Lords A. 

Which Act, no doubt, with a little Explana- 
tion and Amendment, may be made of great 
Advantage to Trade. 

But by the Words of it now, no Creditor can 
claim any Share of a Debtor's Eſtate, until he 

ſhall ſue and charge him in Execution. 

_ _ Generally a Foul Dealer, who in the Price 
of his Goods doth over-reach his Neighbour, is 
moſt haſty for his Money, and the firſt that ſhall 
ſue him ; and if the Debtor ſhould make any 
Defenſe, ſuch a Creditor concludes, it gives 
him a Right to.take away the Debtor's Good 
Name, Eſtate, Liberty, or Life, if he can, by 
all foul Words, Ways or Means. 

The Fair Dealer not only ſells his Goods at a 
moderate Price, but gives Time, hath Patience, 
and Forbearance too, and thinks, in Conſcience 
and in Intereſt, he is obliged to ſave his Debtor's 
Good Name and Eſtate from Law-Charges, that 
he may be enabled to pay him and all his Cre- 
ditors, as Opportunity may offer. 

From theſe Motives, ſhould not the Law, 
ſhould not the Honeſty and Gratitude of the 
Debtor (if he has either) take care to ſecure the 
Fair Creditor to (at leaſt) an equal Share of the 
Debtors Eſtate ? x; . . 

if ſo, how can any Debtor aſſign his Eſtate to 
ſome Few who have ſued and charged him ? 
Some. indeed may be Fools enough to think, by 
doing ſo, and being diſcharged from what they 

arc 
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are charged, they are diſcharged from all their 
Debts. 

But, too late, ſuch will find the reſt of their 
Creditors who did not fue and charge them, 
may do it as ſoon, and as often as they pleaſe. 
This may ſeem a little barbarous ; but this 1s 
the Caſe, ahd as a Caution to ſuch it is here 
mentioned. 25 | | 

In the aforeſaid A&, another Clauſe gives 
any one Creditor a Power to prevent all the reſt 
from having their Shares of a Debtor's Eſtate; if 
ſuch Creditor out of Malice, or from any an- 
gry Motive, will but inſiſt upon his being kept 
in Priſon, and agreeing to pay him 25. 4 d. per 
Week. | 

This being the Caſe, what Debtor of any Ca- 

city, or Eſtate, can be prevailed on to de- 
pc up all he has, without being firſt aſſured 
of his Diſcharge when he has done it? The Al- 
lowance of 25. 4d. per Week to a Single Man, 
being a Cobler, or Tinker, or of ſuch mean De- 
oree, may do with them; but who will part 
with an Eſtate to ſupport himſelf and a nume- 
merous Family from that ſmall Pittance? 

All theſe Evils are eaſily removed; if for 
the Good ot? all Creditors, it ſhould be enacted, 
upon the Debtor's delivering up all his Eſtate 
and Effects, for the Benefit of all his Creditors, 
truly and faithfully, in the folemn Manner, and 
under the Penalties in the foreſaid Act men- 
tioned, then ſuch Debtor ſhould be diſcharged.

It is a Maxim, never to be contended, that the 
Strength and Riches of every Nation conſiſts in

The Liberties and Privileges of Engliſhmen are 
Irreſiſtible Temptations to Foreigners to come 
over; and the eaſy obtaining Acts of Naturali- 
zation, making them Subjects of the Kingdom, 
are ftrong Motives to them to ſettle here with 
their Eſtates,

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And there has not been any Act for the bor- 
rowing Money for the Service of the Govern- 
ment, at leaſt not any of thoſe Acts that conſti- 
tute the Great Corporations, but Foreigners 
have been, by the Policy of Parliament, invited 
to ſubſcribe and contribute thereto ; and in Re- 
turn, the like Privileges have ever been grant- 
ed to ſuch Foreigners, as to Natural-born Sub- 
jects, not excluding them from being Directors 
of thoſe Companies, tho' not Naturalized. 

The Reaſon of all which is, that Foreigners 
are, by theſe Means, tempted to follow their Pro- 
perty, eſpecially to a State where Property is 
ſacred. | | 

When the Eaft- India Company was to be erect- 
ed, it happened to be a Time when the Nation 
laboured under a vaſt and heavy Diſappointment, 
by the Miſcarriage of the Land Bank: And all 
Sorts of People, Natives and Foreigners, were 
called upon to contribute and ſubferibe towards 4 
a Loan of Two Millions, to retrieve the Nation 4 
from the Diſtreſs it was then under; and ſuch a 1 
one it was, that the Parliament thought the | 
whole Sum could not be raifed, and therefore 1 
made Proviſions for the erecting that Company, 0 
if but only Half the Sum ſhould be ſubſcribed. | 
But the whole happened to be ſubſcribed, not 

by the Natives of the Kingdom only, but by 
Foreigners alſo: Theſe, as well as the others, con- 

tributed their Afliſtance to the Government, 
under the Aſſurance of the like Privileges as to 

Natives. 

Andare Foreigners, who are thus brought to 
England, and who in this Particular are Purcha- 
ſers of their Privileges in that Act, to be abridg- 
ed at laſt of thoſe Privileges, and not to enjoy 
their Bargain? No, ſurely ; Juſtice, , 

the 
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the Public Faith and Policy of the Kingdom, 
demand the contrary ; even tho? ſuch Foreigners 
are not naturalized ; but if they are confidered 
as naturalized, they are as Natives in all Re- 
ſpects; they are liable to the chargeable and 
burthenſome Offices of the Country, and ought 
in Conſcience to partake of the profitable ones. 
And there can * no Reaſon for an Excluſion 
of them, drawn from an Exception in any Act, 
as to State-Offices; for the contrary is manifeſt, 


ſince the Exception proves the Rule, that they 
may enjoy all other but the excepted Offices, e- 


ſpecially when elected to them by the Voice of 
the People. | 
For all which Reaſons, the Author of a late 
Outcry againſt Foreigners, 1s far from being 
right, either in Juſtice or Policy.-— He has 
dreamed of a Bugbear, and awaked with a 
Scream. | 
If he was, as he would appear to be, a Friend 
to the Eaſ India Company, he ſhould, inſtead of 
the Subject he took, have declaimed againſt ſuch 
as promote a Foreign Company againft an En-

It is obſervable, that the late Fire in Fleetſtreet, 
andthat of London 1666, bath ended at one Houle; 
now a Baker's: In the Wall of which houſe che 
rious may be pleaſed to be inforined, is an an- 
tient rough-hewn Piece of free Stone now to be 
ſeen, with the Date 1091 upon it, being in all 
Probability the Vear in which it was laid, which 
was the third of William Rufus, and 639 Years ago.

0? ME Differences having lately happened 
between the Moft Illuſtrious and Moſt Po- 
tent Prince Frederick-WWilliam, King of Pruſſia, 


Margrave of Brandenbourg, Arch-Chamberlain and 


Elector of the Holy Roman Empire, Sovereign 
Prince of Orange, Neufchatel, and Valengin, on the 
one Part, and the Moſt Illuſtrious and Moſt Po- 
tent Prince George II. King of Great Britain, &C, 
Puke of Brunſwick and Lunenburg, Arch-Treaſu- 
rer and Elector of the Holy Roman Empire, Cc. 
on the other Part; which might have been of 
dangerous Conſequence, if their Majeſties, who 
have nothing more at Heart than the Mainte- 
nance of the public Tranquillity, and the Pre- 
ſervation of their own Subjects and Territories, 
nad not, by the particular Providence of God, 
taken the Reſolution to refer thoſe Differences 
to the Arbitration and Deciſion of two Princes

Four new Frigates are fitting out at 
Petersburg, on which two thouſand Iron Cannon 
and a great Quantity of Balls are to be put on 
Board ; and it 1s beheved the Whole is deſigned 
for Hain. — Here, and at Petersburg, has been 
publiſhed her Czarian Majeſty's Declaration, by 
which ſhe grants to all Foreigners who will ſet- 
tle in her Dominions, and eſpecially in the Pro- 
vinces conquered from Perſia, the free Exerciſe of 
their Religion, and Leave to build Churches and 
Schools for the Inſtruction of their Children, the 
Jews only excepted.

Vienna, May 17. Prince Eugene has written a 
very ample Letter to the King of Sardinia, on 
the preſent State of Affairs; and as that Prince 
is preparing for a Journey, it 1s believed he is 
going to the Court of Turin. It is aſſured, that 
the Great Duke of Tiſcam has reſolved, not only 
to receive Imperial Garriſons into Leghorn, and 
others of his Town, but that his Royal Highneſs 
has alſo offered to advance to his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty two Millions of Crowns. His Excellence 
the Earl Woaldegrave is preparing to ſet out for 
London. | 
From Turky they aſſure us, that the Troubles 
of Egypt are not yet over: The Troops of Zulſukar 
Bey, who commands at Grand Cairo ſince the 
Baſha was depoſed, having rallyed after the 
Battle they loſt in July, againſt Cherkeſs Mehemer 
Bey and Suliman Bey, Chiefs of the Rebels, en- 
gaged them again ſome time after, within a few 
Leagues of Cairo, and gained a fignal Victory, 
Soliman Bey being killed on the Spot, with a great 
Number of his Followers. Cherkeſs Bey, eſcaped 
by Flight, and ſoon got another Army together, 


by the Aſſiſtance of the Arabi. This Army is 


now in the Neighbourhood of Cairo, where the 
Soldiers commit all manner of Diſorders, 
Granada, May 5. We learn from Cadiz, that the 
Galleons, having taken in their Lading, will fail 
toward the End of this Month for Weſt India; from 
whence we have received Advice, that Captain 
Giuſtiniani, who was cruiſing upon thoſe Coaſts, 
with two Men of War, had taken two Foreign 
Ships, and ſome other Veſſels, who were carrying 
on a clandeſtine Trade to the Caraccas.

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Madrid, May 9. The Preparations for War

From Ali- 
cante, the 26th paſt, we hear, that in that Port, 
and at Malaga they had freighted ſeveral Ships 
of Foreign Nations, to be employed in the Ex- 
pedition to Rah; and it is added, that they hire 
thoſe of all Nations, except the Engliſh. They 
write from Barcelona, that his Grace of Wharton, 
who had been ſometime under Confinement in 
the Fort of Montjoui, was diſcharged the 25th paſt: 
And that on the 27th ditto,four Men of War Ailed 
thence for Majorca, to take on board the Troops 
which are in that Iſland, which are to be relieved 
by two Battalions, which the King's Gallies are 
to carry thither from Alfaches.

E have not as yet any Benefit from our 

preſent Peace with Spain, they not allow-

from hence, except ſuch as call at Tetuan for a 
Bill of Health from the Friars. They continue 
in their Huts very near us. We are not ſuffered 
to make any Uſe of the Mills, or Devils Tower. 
The Mouth of the Mine 1s walled up, and the 
Rock blown away underneath it, ſo that there is 
no getting up to it. It runs ninety to an hundred 
Yards in a hard ſolid Rock tewards Williss 
Battery, and about five Foot broad, except at the 
Mouth, which was wide, but could never have 
been brought to be of Service to them. They 
keep up Teſſe; and till they are removed from 


thence, the beſt Part of the Bay will be rendered 


unſerviceable whenever we have a Miſunder- 
ſtanding with Spain.

your Kingdom, every Body was aſtoniſhed at the

Propoſition taketi out of the Book of Mora! Re. 
flexions, The Magiſtrates, conſidering rhe Rights 
of the Crown, and the ſacred Maxims of our 
Forefathers, thought it their Duty to erect Bul- 
warks againſt the Introduction of that Decree in- 
to France, capable of withſtanding the Pretenſions 
of the Ultramontanes. N | 

Your Majeſty, always zealous for the Intereſts 
of Religion, applied all your Care, in 1720, to 
procure the Peace of the Church: You admit- 
ted the Explanations which were drawn up by the 
Clergy of your Kingdom ; and you ſent us your 
Declaration, to make this Peace known to all 
your Subjects. Your Parliaments publiſhed it, 
Sire; but being perſuaded, that the finiſhing of 
that Work depended upon the Court of Rome, 
they thought it their Duty to guard themſelves 


againſt the Tenets of that Court, if they ſhould 


refuſe to contribute to the fulfilling of your pious 
Intention. | 
And therefore, in the Arrets of 1714 and 1720, 
for regiſtering the Conſtitution Unigenitus, there 
were wiſe and prudent Reſtrictions. _ KS 
Upon reading the Beginning of your new De- 
claration, wherein you commend your Courts of 
Parliament for having done their Duty in main- 
taining the Rights of your Crown, and the Liber- 
tics of the Gallican Church; we flattered our 
ſelves, Sire, that we ſhould meet with nothing 
that ſhould hinder our regiſtering the Difpofiti-

ors of that Declaration. Nevertheleſs, the 
111d Article revived our Apprehenſions: If that 
Article ſeems at firſt Sight to confirm the Letters 
Patcnts of the 14th of February I714, and your 
Declaration of the 4th of Auguſt 1720, with the 
. Reſtrictions contained in the Arrets Of. Regiſt ra- 
tion; it at the ſame Time ordains, that the Con- 
gitution Unigenitus fhall be inviolably obſerved, 
according to its Form and Tenor. This laſt Piſ- 
poſition, Sire, ſeems Point-blank to contradict 
the other; for to ordain that this Bull ſhall be 
obſerved, according to its Form and Tenor, is as 
much as to command, that it ſhall be obſerved 
in the ſame Manner as it was publijhed by the 
Court of Rome; that is, free from all Re- 
ſtrictions. | 

Moreover, the ſame Article makes the Bull a 
Law of the Church and State, and injoins all 
your Subjects to pay it that Reſpect and Sub- 
miſſion, which are due to the Judgment of the 
Univerſal Church, in Point of Doctrine. 

Sire, The Safety of your Sacred Perſon, the 
Rights and Independency of your Crown, and 


the Liberties of the Church of your Kingdom, 
ought not to be grounded upon Equivocal Diſ- 


poſitions, which leave Room for Conſtruftion 

that may be ſerviceable to the Ulrramontanes, in 
Support of their Doctrine concerning the Tem- 
porals of Kings; and we have more than ordi- 
nary Reaſon to be fearful of ſuch Conſtructions, 
at a Time when the Legend of Gregory VII. 
ſtamped with the Impreſſion of the unlimitec 
Power of the Court of Rome, ſhew the ſecret Mo- 
tives of the Condemnation of the ↄIiſt Propoſition 
ſo clearly, that there is no room for any Doubt,

to exerciſe an Authority of dethroning Empe- 
rors and Kings, and diſpoſing of their Crowns 
as he pleaſed, came from the fame Hand and the 
lame Power that publiſhed the Conſtitution Uni- 
genitus, What Difficulties, Sire, nay what dif- 
mal Conſequences may we expect, if the Sub- 
jets, being accuſtomed to look upon the Con- 
ſtitution, as a Law of the univerſal Church, in 
Point of Doctrine, as it is called in your Decla- 
ration, ſhould perſuade themſelyes, that there 
are certain Occaſions wherein they may fall off 
from their Fidelity to their King! We have 
but too many Inſtances of this. If you will 
pleaſe to call to mind what was done in the 
Popedoms of Paul IV. Pius V. Sixtus V. and 
Gregory XIV. what abominable Predictions will 
you there behold! But no, Sire; permit * 5

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are your Majeſty the Recital of thoſe dire 
Kyents! ' 

We are forced therefore to have Recourle to 
your Majeſty, to prevent any ill Uſe that may 
be made of your' Law ; and thoſe whom you 
particylarly charged with the Execution of your 
Will, ought moſt humbly to repreſent to you all 
their Uneaſineſs, be it never ſo minute; eſpeci- 
ally, when the Danger threatens the State, our 

recious Liberties, and the Safety of your Ma- 
jeſty's Perſon. But, Oh! what faithful Subject 
can be free from juſt Inquietude, S re, when your 
Declaration admits of the Conſtitution as a law 
of the Univerſal Church ? The Doftrine of the 
Bull tallies exactly enough with that of Gregor 
VII's Legend; permit us to ſay more properly, it 
s the ſame: Nevertheleſs, almoſt all the Bi- 
ſhops of France kept a profound Silence when this 
new Service came out. Were they afraid of ex- 
poſing themſelves to the utmoſt Extravagancies 
with which the Court of ome proceeded againſt 
one of their Body, who had the noble Courage 
to forbid the Uſe of it; ſome of your Parliaments, 
Sire, had the Advantage of giving Proofs of their 
inviolable Attachment to you, by ſuppreſſing that 
dangerous Legend; the others had the ſame Zeal; 
and the Parliament of Normandy, particularly 
devoted to your Sacred Majeſty's Perſon and In- 
tereſts, expects a free Scope to be given to tlie ſee 
cret Motives of their Diſdain. BITE 

We are farther obliged, Sire, to repreſent to 
your Majeſty, that ſeveral Biſhops had already 
declared, upon particular Occaſions, that the 
Bull Unigenitus was a Dogmatical Sen ence, and 
that we ought to ſubmit to it heartily and ſin. 
cerely. The Firmneſs of your Courts of Juſtice 
in ſuppreſſing their Mandates, banithed that irre- 
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gular Qualification for a While. We have ſince 
teen it ſtrenuouſſy and openly aſſerted, in a Theſis 
printed and publiſhed in this City, the 12th of 
May laft Year, that the Bull was a Rule of Faith. 
We are moreover informed, that it has been bold- 
ly aſſerted in your City of Caen, that in the 
Quality of a Aule of Faith, all Zoran Catholics 
ought to pay an intire Obedience to the Bull, 
Theſe are ſo many Criminal Eiforts, made Uſe 
of to inveſt the Court of Rome with a Judicial 
and Sovereign Power, and to render that of your 
Majeſty dependent upon it: But we cannot paſs 
over in Silence theſe dangerous Conſequences, nor 


admit as a Deciſion of the Univerſal Church, a 


Conſtitution which ſo maniteſtly attacks your 
Rights, undermines the Foundations of your 
Throne, and fills the Minds of your Subjects 
with pernicious Scruples concerning the Indepen- 
dency of your Crown. | | 
What will become of this happy Independen- 
cy, Sire, if the Bull ſhould ever obtain the Titles, 
which ſome Men have been ſo long endeavouring 
to ſecure to it, and which we read with Sorrow 
in your Declaration: The Keſtriction made Uſe 
of by your Courts would prove but ſlender Fences 
to reſiſt the Torrent of the Encroachments of Rome. 


The Pope will henceforward aſſume to himſelf the

laſt, is a Preſumption of this Sort, adventured in 
the Sight of all Europe, which muſt fill every Body 
with Apprehenſions of a Power that would

| Tho 
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The extenſive Power which V. Article of 
the ſame Declaration gives the Biſhops, to ad- 
mit to Eccleſiaſtical Dignities or Benefices, or to 
reject, ſuch Clergymen as {hall be found within 
the Purlieus of that Article, will not ſuffer us to 
be ſilent, Sire, as to the bad Uſe that may be 
made of ſo extenſive a Power. The Kings your 
Predeceffors introduced Appeals in certain Caſes, 
to keep the Authority of the Ecclefiaſtical Juriſ- 
dition within its due Bounds. Your Declaration 
takes from the chief Magiſtrates the Cognizance of 
all Cauſes, which derive from the Bull Unigenitus. 
Will you leave your Subjects, Sire, at the Mercy 
of the Biſhops,even in their own Cale; for they are 
the only Judges of Words ſpoken againſt the E- 
piſcopate? Shall thoſe Words ſometimes unwari- 
ly dropped, very ofcen wickedly miſrepreſented, 
and always aggravated in every Circumſtance, be 
taken for lawful and ſufficient Motives of Re- 
jection? | 3 

Shall the Benefices of the Clergy, who more 
out of Scruple of Conſcience, than the Spirit 
of Obſtinacy, refufe to anſwer the enſnaring and 
equivocal Queſtions that may be put to them, 
be declared vacant pleno jure, without requiring 
any other Sentence, or Judicial Declaration? 
Shall the Crime of thoſe unfortunate Men be put 
upon a Foot with that of Whoremongers, Mur- 
derers, Simoniacs, and ſo many others, who, 
by the Laws of your Kingdom are not to be 
depoſed, unleſs they be firſt declared Guilty, by 
a definitive Sentence? | 

There remains for us, Sire, to repreſent to 
you one Grievance more, ariſing from the too 
great Power given to the Biſhops by your Decla- 
ration, eſpecially with regard to your :Province 
of Normandy. The Benefices there are for the 
2”... "Re 
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moſt Part in the Gift of Patrons arid particular 
Lordſliips. Muſt the Gentlemen and the Off- 
cers, who are better verſed in their Duty to your 
Majeſty in the Field, than in Temporal Con- 
cerns, run the Hazard of loſing their Collation, 
if they have Regard only to the good Morals of 
the Perſons they preſent? Are the Biſhops to 
be Maſters of them, as well as of all the other Ec- 
clefiaſtical Benefices in the Province? Are the 
Patrons to be entarigled in Law-Suits, upon e- 
very frivolous Pretence, to maintain their Rights, 
or have Perſons put into their Livings, who may 
frequently be diſagreeable to them? And laſtly, 
will they not by this Means be unjuſtly deprived 
of one of the nobleſt Privileges of their Eſtates? 

Theſe are the Miſchiefs, S re, which we are to 
expect; but the moſt important and the moſt 
urgent Regard, your Majeſty's Sacred Perſon. 
Would your Parliament be excuſable, if they 
diſſembled this to you? Their Silence in Mat- 
ters of ſo great Importance, would certainly make 
them acceſſary to the repeated and fo often re- 
newed Enterprizes of the Court of Rome, againit 
the Safety of your Crown and the State.

SIRE, 
HE Faculty of Divinity at Paris, who ouglit 
| never to appear before your Majeſty's 
Throne, with any other End than with the moſt 
profound Reſpect, to ſhew their juſt Acknow- 
ledgement for the Favours you have newly heaped 
upon them, find themſelves this Day under the 
hard Neceſſity of mingling, among theſe Senti- 
ments, thoſe of a Sorrow as bitter as it is well 
grounded. | 

And how can they help being ſenſibly affected, 
upon Sight of the Arret lately publiſhed by the 
Parliament, againſt a Theſis maintained the 8th of 
May lait, by AMA. Haſſet, Licentiate in Divinity? 
You know that ſome Words are made uſeof there- 
in, which may be perverted to a wrong Senſe, by 
Interences that are not granted, or rather, do ma- 
nifeſtly claſh with the Author's Meaning, who, 
fe, from having ſaid, or even inſinuated in his 
Theſis, That a Confeſſor ought to interrogate all 
his Penitents concerning their Submiſſion to the 
Deciſions of the Church, ſpoke only of ſuch as 
ſhould attack them, or obſtinately oppcſe them, 
and who acknowledging their former Miſtakes, 
ſhould give no certain, nor even atnbiguous Marks 
of their Sorrow. 


Yy But 
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But in Regard the Words of the Theſis may not 
ſo clearly expreſs their true Meaning, the Facul- 
ty of Divinity cannot forbear repreſenting to your 
Majeſty, that the Point we are here concerned 
about is purely ſpiritual, of which a Parliament 
of ſo good Underſtanding as that of Paris does 
not, undoubtedly, think they can take Cog. 
nizance. | 
This is what they themſelves formally acknow- 
ledged in the Year 1663, when they declared to 
the Deputies of the Faculty of Divinity, by the 
Mouth of one of the moſt illuſtrious Heads that 
ever they had, Thar they were very far from deſiring to 
aſſume the Power of paſſing a Doctrinal Judoment about 
Theological Matters; but on the contrary, if any 
Doubt ſhould ariſe thereupon, the Parliament would 
order a Conſultation with the Faculty, whoſe Rights 
they were for maintaining in their greateſt Purity and 
Perfection. Moreover, That their Aſſembly made uſe 
of the King's Authority only, in Concert with a wiſe 
Adminiſtration, to forbid the holding of Theſes, 
wiich, by the Conſtruttion that might be put upon them, 


ſhould attack the Government, or the External and 


general Polity of the Caurch, whoſe Protection is a 
principal Part of what belongs to the Rights of the 
Crown.

The Faculty are well aſſured, that tlie Parlia- 
ment will always purſue Maxims 1d ſuitable to 


their Wiſdom ; but it is for this very Reaſon, th:t 


they are no lels aſtoniſhed than concerned to lee, 
that the Parliament have, upon Occaſion of a 
Point that is purely ſpiritual, (as they have al- 
ready obſerved) and has not the leaſt Concern ei- 


ther with the Rights of the Crown, or with the 


Liberties of the Gallican Church, publiſhed an 
Arret, wherein, without citing any of the Propo- 
ſitions that were ſo diſpleaſing in the ſaid Theſis, 

they 
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they forbid all Batchellors, Licentiates, Doctors and 
others, to maintain any T heſes contrary to the anci- 
ent Doflrine of the Church, the Holy Laws, the De- 
crees of General Councils, the Liberties of the Gal- 
lican Charch, the Maxims and Ordinances of the 


Kingdom, the Clauſes and Proviſos contained in the 


Arret of Regiſtration of the Letters Patents of 1714, 
and particularly concerning the XClſt Propoſition, and 
the Declaration of the 4th of Auguſt 1663, and the 
Edict of March 1682, touching the Authority of the 
Pope, the Superiority of General Councils, and other 
Matters in the ſaid Theſis contained; which may open 
the Way to Schiſms, and diſturb the public Tranquil- 
lity, upon pain of being proceeded againſt according to 
Law. To which are added, the Injunctions made 
to the Syndick, and the Precaution of ordering the 
Arret to be communicated not only to the Syn- 
dick, but alſo to the Dean of the Faculty.

A Suſpicion ſo much the more grating to them, 


becauſe it ſtems authorized in ſome Meaſure by a 


venerable Body of Men, who have always honour- 


ed the Faculty with a particular Cenfidence, and 


ſo often borne Witneſs of the Zeal of the Facul-

Laſtly, no body can be ignorant of the Con- 
formity of theſe Sentiments with the Dottrine of 
the Kingdom, and their Oppoſition to contrary 
Op:n:ons. 

With what Juſtice could a Theſis, which bears 
cheſe Characters, be repreſented as an Object of 
Scandal and Contempt, or deſerve to be ſtigmati- 
zed, and guarded againſt by Precautions ſo mor- 
tilying for the Faculty, as thoſe contained in the 
Arret of Parliament?

Far from differing in Sentiments with the Bi- 
ſhops of France, about the XCI. Propeſition, the 
Faculty have always been perſuaded, as well as 
they, that they could not be too careful to pre- 
vent the bad Conſequences that Evil-minded Men 
might perhaps endeavour maliciouſly to draw from 
the Cenſure of that Propoſition, They have ap- 
plauded the Zeal of the Parliaments of the King- 
dom, and heartily adhered to the wiſe Precautions 
they took upon that Occaſion ; but in Conformi. 
ty to the conſtant Principles of the Divines and 
Canoniſts, they have always looked upon the Cen- 
ſures made uſe of by the Eccleſiaſtical Authority 
that ſtrike at the Obedience due from Subjects t

dently null and void. After this manner have 
they always explained themſelves, as appears by a

ment, which is the Subject of the Faculty's Com- 
plaint, tho* it was not maintained till after that 
Arret. 

The Faculty having therefore done nothing, that 
can directly or indirect ly prejudice the Clauſes or 
Proviſo's contained in the Arret of Regiſtery of 
the Letters Patents of 1714, or that dogs not ex-

behold their Precautions in ſome meaſure turned 
againſt them, as if they had ſtood in need of a 
ſort of Admonition upon the Subject. 

To give the Church Proofs of their perfect and 
ſincere Submiſſion, by their Doctrine and Beha- 
viour, and at the fame time to ſignalize their Fi.

Attentive to the Obſeryation of the Laws made

Inſtructed andaaccuſtomed to, from their Advice

je have the following Accout, of the pompor's 
and magnificent Doings at the Saxon Camp 
at Muhlberg, June 16. | 


N the $th It. at Six in the Morning, 
2 Squadrons marched from the Camp, and 
drew up in Order of Battle, betore the Pavilion, 
where they were viewed by the King of Pruſſia, 
and all the Princes and Generals of his Retinue, 
together with our Electoral Prince and Princeſs, 
and the Ladies of the Court; the King ſtaying 
within, by Reaſon he was lightly indiſpoſed, 
The ſaid Cavalry marched by Squadrons and 
Troops: They made of ohe Line, two, four and 


eight Lines; then formed a Square about the Pa- 


vilion, and laſtly filed off before his Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty, That Pavilion, is made of Wood, upon a 


riſing Ground in the Plain, finely painted and 


gilt, about the Diftance of a Cannon Shot from 
the Front of the Middle Line. When thoſe Squa- 
drons were returned to the Camp, a magnificent 
Breakfact was ſerved up; and ſometime after 
the King of Pruſſia, the Princes, Princeſſes, an 

Generals returned to their reſpective Quarters to 


Dinner. 
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The 6th was a Day of Reſt, and in the Even. 
ing there was a Concertof Muſick. 

On the 7th, the King of Pruſſia had a Touch of 
the Gout in one of his Hands; and the King 
of Poland being likewiſe a little out of Order, no- 
thing was done that Day, nor the 8th and gth, 
only the laſt of thoſe Evenings they went to the 
Play. 

On the roth, at ſix in the Morning, the Foot 
marched out of the Camp in two Columns, at 
the firing of the Cannon, and likewiſe formed à 
Square on all Sides of the Pavilion, each Flank 
conſiſting of ſix Battalions. All the Infantry 
were ' exerciſed together, upon Beat of Drum; 
after which, each Flank fired by Turns and by 
Battalions, and laſt of all in different Manners, 
as well by Platoons, as advancing and retreating. 
The Square being formed again, they made what 
they call the the Hedge-fire, and the Grenadiers 
threw Hand-Grenades. Then followed general 
Diſcharges by Batallions backwards and forwards; 
next a running Fire, and concluded all with three 
general Salvoes of the whole Square. Both their 
Majeſties were, with their whole Retinues, the 
Electoral Prince and Princeſs, and the Ladies of 
the Court, in the Pavilion, where they had a 
ſumptuous Breakfaſt, and afterwards thoſe 
Troops filed off before the Kings, and returned 
in two Columns to the Camp, and their Majeſties 
went to Dinner in their. Quarters at the End of 
the Right Wing upon a Height, which affords a 
Proſpect of the whole Camp. 

The Head Quarters of the two Kings from a 
Square, guarded by Janixaries and a Detachment 
of Cadets, Their Majeſties Tent Doors are guard- 
ed by Turks in Veſts made of Cloth of Gold, 
with red Velvet Turbants upon their Heads. 


There 
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There is, beſides theſe, a Guard of Hungarians in 
Scarlet Cloth with rich Laces and Gold Fringes ; 
with twelve other Guards called Pequins, in Scar- 
let Cloaths trimmed with Silver Lace, and black 
Velvet Caps edged with filver Lace, and adorn- 
ed with white Plumes of Feathers, carrying Battle 
Axes in their Hands, ſet in maſſy Silver, as are 
likewiſe their Sabres. In the Middle of this Square 
ſtands a Hall with a Cupola, hanged with Crim- 


ſon and Yellow Damask, in the Four Corners of - 


which are placed Ewers and Engliſh Clocks with 
Chimes. From this Hall they go thro' threg 
Galleries, four Cabinets as big as ordinary Cham- 
bers, on the Sides of which are eight Tents with 
Beds in them, made of rich Turky Stuffs, loaded 
with Gold and Silver Lace. At the End of thoſe 
four Cabinets are four larger Tents, in three of 
which a Table is every Day ſpread for Twenty 
Four Diſhes each, and theſe three Tables are 
ſerved all in Silver gilt Plate. The two Kings 
dine at one Table, their R. and El. Highneſſes 
at another, and the Field Marſhals and Chict 
Generals of the two Courts at the third. There 
are five more Tables of Twenty Four Diſhes each, 
for the principal Officers and Foreigners of Di- 
ſtinction, and theſe are likewiſe ſerved in Plate; 
one of his Majeſty's Officers ſitting at each 
Table to entertain the Company, who are waited 
upon by the King's Livery Servants, 

Without this Square are pitched Forty Turk- 
7/1 Tents for the Generals and the Retinues of the 
two Kings, hanged with Silk Stuffs, the ſame as 
the Field Beds, and well trimmed with Gold and 


Silver Lace. Thoſe abovementioned to be within 


the Square, are all Turkiſh Tents, as well as, theſe 
having green and red Out-ſides, with Floors 
made of Planks, covered with ſtately Turły Car- 


pets and fine Mats, In 
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In the Front of the Square is a (den in the 
Nature of a Parterre; and the Viſto to the Camp 
is planted with Pyramids of Yew-Trees, which 
are ſet into the Earth, with their Tubs. 

The King of Poland generally reſides about a 
Piſtol-thot from the Square, in a Palace of Wood 
which he cauſed to be built there; and the King 
of Pruſia lodges in the Square, with the Prince 
Royal and the Princes of his Retinue: Round theſe 
two Quarters encamp the Janixarie, and ſeveral of 
the King of Poland's Officers; and here are con- 
trived Wooden Kitchens, and Cellars enow to 
ſupply two ſuch numerous Courts, and ſo many 
great Men beſides, with Diet and Liquors. 

On each of the two Wings of the Camp are 
erefted three Stone Pillars, about thirty Foot 
high, which are partly deſigned as Boundaries 
to the Camp, and are on the other Hand to be 
left ſtanding, to preſerve the Memory of this 
Camp, and of the perfect Amity between the two 
Monarchs, gl 

The 12th It. the Artillery, conſiſting of 50 
Pieces of Cannon, performed an Exerciſe of five 
Hours, whic!1 was the fineſt ever yet ſeen, ſome 
Pieces firing 120 Shot in an Hour. The 13th 
fix Squadrons of the Poliſh Guards, equipped in 
the Peliſh Manner, the two firſt Ranks having 
Lances, made their Evolutions, and attacked at- 
terwards, five Batallions, which had alſo Lances, 
and who formed five Squares, like thoſe of a Die, 
which was fincly executed, and beautiful to 
the Eye. Teſt. the whole Army made Evoluti- 
ons, went out of the Camp in eight Columns, 
and formed it ſelf in Battalia in ſeven Minutes, 
the like of which had never been ſeen before. 
The Troops made their Attacks as they advanced, 
having their Flanks covered, and afterwards a

the Maintenance of their Rights, Prerogatives, 
and Liberties ; eſpecially when the Miniſter of 
France is perpetually aſſuring them, in general and 
particular, that the. Xing is very far from deſign. 
ing to give the Eleftors, Princes and States of the 
Empire any Uneaſineſs; that on the contrary, his 
Majeſty defires nothing more than to keep up a 
perfectly good Correſpondence with them, in an 
Affair wherein their reciprocal Intereſts do not in 
the leaſt claſh, but leave the King the Power, as 
well as the Will, to give them ſubſtantial Proofs 
of his Loye of Peace. 


Some Particulars relating to the Dutch Weſt- 
India Company ; taken from Letters from 
Holland. 


8 INCE the Departure of the Deputies of the 

Weſt-India Company, their High Might ineſſes 
Deputies have made their Report to the Atiembly : 
But they are not yet come to any Reſolution; be- 
cauſe three Provinces only have as yet given their 
Conſent to it, namely, Gelderland, Frieſland, and 
Groningen; the four others having taken the Affair, 
ad referendum. However it is not doubted, but 
they will ſoon have Orders to conſent ; and then 
the Octroy will be drawn up and ſent to the Prels. 
Mean while, we have it from good Hands, that 
it will conſiſt of 24 Artzeles ; wherein will be uf

tled the Conditions of the Freedom of Navigati- 
on upon the Coaſts of Africa and America; the 
Acknowledgment according to the Burden of each 
Ship; and the Precautions to be taken for prevent- 
ing Frauds, and the ill Uſe that may be made of 
the Paſports. 

The chief Heads of the ſaid Octroy, Grant, or 
Patent, are theſe ; viz. 

All the Ships are to be Dutch built, upon the 
Penalty of forfeiting 6000 Florins for the Benefit 
of the Company. 

No Ships, or Veſſels may be emploied in this 
Trade, exceeding 1 24 Foot from Stem to Stern; 
ſo that

In Conſideration of which Payment, the Ship.

The Mafters are to give 6000 Florias Security, 
and to declare upon Oath their Bills of Lading 
before they ſet Sail, out of which they are to 
Pay 3 per Cent to the Company, by the Terms of 
the Ottroy : And when they have received their 
Paſports, they are at Liberty to trade in any 
Country, without the Company's Octroy, except 
from Cape Apollonia to Rio de Volta, which' is 
about 60 Leagues, which the Company reſerve to 
themſelves : But then they may traffic in Foreign 
Countries, if they will run the Hazard.

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They may trade in Negroes, and carry them to 
any Part of the Eaſt-Indies, except to Surinam, 
Berbices, and Jſequebecq, the Company having 
Contratts with thoſe Colonies, 

Among the Articles deſigned to prevent Frauds, 
there is one that authorizes all the Company's 
Ships to go on Board the other Ships of the Re- 
public, and examine if their Paſports be in due 
Form ; and if they are not, they may confiſcate 
Jach Ships; and all the Subjects of this State, 
which ſhall be on board thoſe Ships, are forbid 
to make any Reſiſtance, or to fire a ſingle Fuzee, 
pn Pain of Death. The Confiſcation is to be one 
Moiety to the Taker, and the other Moiety to 
the Company. Our Merchants promiſe them- 
ſelves great Advantages from this Freedom of 
Commerce upon the Coaſts of Africa and Ame- 
rica, and the Proprietors of the Company are no 
leis fanguine upon the Sums which the Paſports 
will produce, and the 3 per Cent upon the Car. 
goss. 


The preceding Abſtracts being the beſt Ac- 
counts we are able to procure of this new 
Reſolution in Holland, to open the Trade of 
heir Weſt-India Company; it may not be 
an improper Sequel, to inſert here the Ac- 
count given of that Company's Trade in the 
Atlas Maritimus & Commercialis, which 
for its general Uſefulneſs may be eſteemed a 
- Treaſury of all that is neceſſary to the 
Theory F Trade and Navigation. | 


FFeHE Dutch, however they have extended 
| themſelves in ether Parts of the Wore, 


EE. 
and carry on a moſt adyantagious Commerce 
in Aſrica and Aſia, have had but bad Luck in 


America. 

They had a Footing there indeed once, and a 
Weſt-India Company was formed upon it, about 
the Year 1636, to 1654; when by a ſurpriſing 
Step they got the beſt Colony in the World for 
Trade into their Hands: for they had once the 
greateſt Part of the Braxils, if not all of it, in 
actual Poſſeſſion, and kept it for many Years ; 
and had they held it till now, with all the vaſt 
Improvements finc@e made, and the prodigious 
Wealth in the Mines of Gold diſcovered there, 
they had been as much ſuperior to all the Nati- 
ons of the World in Trade and Wealth, and 
perhaps in Strength too, as they are now inferior 
to them in Quantity of Land. 


But in the Year 1640, the Portugueſes in Europe 


having revolted from the Spaniards, to whom 
they had been Subject for 60 Years, they alſo 
meditated a Revolt from the Durch in the Bra- 
fs, but could not bring it to paſs till the Year 
1665, when they roſe upon the Dutch, and that 
with ſuch an impetuous Torrent, that before the 
States were able to ſend their People ſufficient 
Succours, they were driven out of the whole 
Country, except a Fortreſs or two, which they 
were afterwards obliged to ſurrender, Beſides, 


the Dutch, being at that Time engaged in a bloody, 


and unſucceſsful War with England, could neither 
ſpare their Men for ſuch an Expedition, nor 


Ships of War to convoy them; ſo they were 


obliged to quit the Braſils upon a Treaty with 
Portugal, 

This ruined their Intereſts in America, as to 
Trade, and in the End broke their Weſt-Iudia 
Company: And tho' they have the Name of a 

"FT Company 
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Company ſtill, and have a renewed Stock, as they 
are concerned in ſeveral Trades, as particularly 
that of Africa, yet they are not the ſame, nor 
built upon any Part of the old Fund; neither 
are they any way conſiderable in themſelves, 

To add to the Misfortunes above, which were 
indeed a great Blow to them, the Dutch loſt af. 
terwards another Colony in America, that now 
called New-York, which they called New-Amſter- 
dam, and which was taken from them by the 
Engliſh in 1665, and afterwards intirely conceded 
to England by the Treaty of Nimeguen ; which 
ſome ſaid was conſented to by the Dutch, as a 
kind of Satisfaction for the Violence uſed by them 
upon the Engliſh Factory at Amboyna ; but the 
Dutch would not allow it to be ſo, for that would 
have fixed the Odium of that vile Action upon 
them, by a Sort of public Acknowledgment. 

What remains to the Dutch in America, are 
chiefly three ſmall Iſlands, very near the Shore 
of South America, which in ſome of our Maps is 
called Caribiana, by ſome the Continent of St. 
Martha, but by the Spamards Tierra Firma and 
Guiana. Theſe Iflands are Curaſau, or Curacao, 
Buen Ayre and Aruba. Beſides which, they have 
a ſmall Colony on the Continent, called Surinam 
(where they have good Sugar, Cotton, and Co- 
cao) but it is not large, nor do they improve it, 
as Dutch Men uſually do, or as they do other 
Places. 

Theſe Iſlands are very fruitful, and would, if 
cultivated, produce very good Sugar, Ginger, 
Cotton, Indigo, and other valuable Things ; and 
ſome of all theie the Dutch do raiſe there; but 
their main Commerce, and which makes thoſe 
Iſlands more profitable to them than tenfold the 
natural Produce of the Place, is their private 
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Trade with the Spainiards, who come to thoſe 
Illands in fſmall Boats, or the Dutch carry their 
Goods in Sloops to ſuch Places as they agree upon, 
in the ſame Manner as the Sloop-Trade to Ja- 
maica is carried on. 5 
Beſides theſe, the Duteh have Part of the Iſland 
of St. Vincent; but the Trade of it is inconſider- 
able; the Ergliſh have the other Part; and the 
principal Advantage made of it is for Cattel, 
which the other Caribbee Iflands cannot breed up, 
as they do in this of St. Vincent. 
The Dutch have alſo a very ſmall Iſland, called 
St, Euſtachius, where they have Sugar and In- 
digo. | | 8 2 
0. B. Tho' the Dutch have fo little in this Part 
of the World, they make themſelves ample A- 
mends in the Faſt-Indies, for what is wanting to 
them in the Weſt. 0 


Extract of a Letter from the Saxon Camp 
near Muhlberg, dated June 18, containing 
ſuch Particulars as may give ſome farther 
Idea of its Magnificence. 


H E Plain on which the Army is incamped 

is about two Leagues in Length, and one 

in Breadth, about half a League from the Elb. 
The Camp is formed into two Lines, conſiſting. 
cach of one half of the Army, taking up.almoſt 
the whole Breadth of the Plain: On the two 
Wings of each Line ſtand the Horſe, and in the 
Middle of the ſame the Artillery: At each End 
of the Camp, and along the Front thereof, are 
teen the Pyramids, built of Stone, 8 in Number, 
each 36 Foot high, of a magnificent Architecture, 
which divide the Ground, and regulate the Field 
of Battel, about the Middle whereof is the King's 
| f.! 
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ſurpriſing Pavilion or Tent, from whence his 
Majeſty and the Court can ſee the Exerciſe of the 
whole Army. 

On the Side of the Right Wing is the Palace of 
the Velt-Marſhal Coutit Waakerbarth, and the 
[Tents of his Officers, which are exceeding fine. 
A Quarter of a League from thence are the King's 
Quarters, named dat Haupt Lager, ſituate on a 
ſmall Hill: Round the Camp, in the Villages, 
are the Quarters of the Foreign Courts and Na- 
tions. In the Village Zeythayn the whole Ge- 
nerality is lodged : In another Village, about 
three Fourths of a League from the King's Palace, 


are the Comedians, Muſicians, and Singers, be- 


longing to the Houſhold ; and a Houſe is built 
there for playing Italian Comedies, Operas, and 
Concerts of Muſic. f 

On the EI is ſeen a ſmall Fleet of about 30 
Sail of Veſſels, which ſerve to bring from Dre/- 
den Neceſſaries to the Camp, and likewiſe for Di- 
verſion: Not far from thence are built ſeveral 
Magazines, Brewhouſes, Bakehouſes, and Ovens 
of uncommion Largeneſs: Three Bridges are 
built over the Elb, at a great Expence: The firſt 
and ſecond upon 32 large Veſſels, and the third 
upon large Buoys, on which is a large Building 
for playing off Fire-Works on St. John's Day, 
which promiſe to be the fineſt that ever were ſeen 
by the Number of Machines and curious Con- 
trivances. 

To return to the King's Pavilion: It ſtands 
upon a moſt ad vantagious riſing Ground, encir- 
cled with Bartlets, and a Sort of Ditches, where 
are the Kitchens, Cellars, &c. In the firſt Story 
are ſeveral large Galleries and Windows for 
People to view the Army from: Above is a ve- 
ry large Hall, where the King has 4 cm 


„ W 
and the whole Building is painted, and which 
will contain upwards of 4000 People, excluſive 
of thoſe which place themſelves in the Out- Parts: 
On the Roof are diſplaied 2 Flags, repreſent « 
ing a Cheſs-Board, with theſe Words, Ocia 
Martis, The King's Guard in this Pavilion con- 
ſiſts of Janiſaries without, and Cadets within. 

The King's Palace 1s a fine Building, before 
which People can paſs, there being no Anti- 
chambers, except half Tents before the Door, 
under which the Nobles, &c. aſſemble, as the 
Merchants do on the Exchange. In this Place are 
lodged the three Counteſſes of Ozzelska, Bilinska, 
and Kileis and the King: It is richly furniſhed, 
and ſurraunded by about 100 Capital Tents, all 
made of green Canvas, and hung with various 
Colours within : In theſe arc lodged the Officers 
of the Court, and in about 20 of the fineſt open 
Tables are kept every Day. 

About 100 Paces from the Palace are the 
Quarters of the King and Prince Royal of Pruſſia, 
alſo thoſe of Prince Anbalt, Bevern, Cc. and 


make one Fourth Part of the Building, fortified 


with a Wall and a Ditch, and have four Avenues 
to it. The Guards are Faniſarics and Tall Gre» 
nadiers: All the Tents of this Quarter, about 
20 in Number, are very ſplendid - That in 
the Middle has a fine Hall, into which People 
may come four Ways, and it is adorned with fine 
Glaſs Windows: The Paſſages to theſe two 
Royal Quarters are in the Night-time lighted 
with Lanterns, whereof eight are vaſtly great, 
and of a very particular Make : Beſides thele, 
there are two on each Side the Gates of the 
King of Pruſſia's Quarter, placed under Pyramids, 
which are round and of the fineſt Glaſs ; and 
behind is another of Glaſs, which are ſo extraor- 
JJ 
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dinary light and clear, as one may diſcover any 
Object at 100 Paces Diſtance. 

On the Right Side of the Royal Quarters are 
the Cadets, Gentlemen, and Free Companies in. 
camped, and on the Left the Janiſaries, and 
Spahys, or Coſſacks, The Number of Troops is 
reckoned at 30000, of which 10000 are Horſe; 
Among the ſeveral Guards, is the Body of Ca- 
valiers, conſiſting all of Gentlemen, or Officers; 
their Horſes are ſelected, and Cloaths of Scarlat, 
laced with Gold, and faced with Blue, and on 
their Breaſt a Sort of Blue Star, and on their 
Backs the King's Star and Order; and theſe, as 
well as the Cloaths and Furniture of the whole 
Army, are intirely new; ſo that nothing but 
Splendor appears throughout the whole Camp, 
before which a fine Parade is made for the Horſe 
in particular, It is remarkably diverting to ſee 
the ſeveral Sorts of Horſe Grenadiers, whoſe 
Cloaths are of Scarlat, and different coloured 
Waſtecoats, and their Caps appear to be of 
Maſſive Silver, whereon are embroidered the 
King's Arms, X 

The Cloathing of the Foot is fo ſplendid, as 
to vie with that of the Cavalry : The Officers 
in general are excceding rich in Habit, and the 
Fineneſs of their Exerciſe is wonderful to be- 
hold. Thoſe who have Silver Lace, &c. on 
their Cloaths, have alſo Caps which appear to 
be all of Silver, and their Bandoliers appear the 
ſame. ; 

The Artillery and the Regiment of Fuſiliers 
and Cannoniers, make allo a fine Appearance: 
The Artillery carries a Field Kettle-Drum, which 
is exceeding large, on a Car drawn by four 
Horles. The Drummer who fits on the Car, is 
the great Sede, who was preſented by the King 
EE 0 
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of Pruſſia to his Poliſh Majeſty, who is eight 
Foot high, and is accompanied in his Car by a 
black Dwart. | 

The Troops which incamp apart are Janiſariet, 
Spahys, and free Companies of Cadets, whoſe 
Cloaths are of Scarlat, with Silver Lace, and 
the King's Arms on their Bandoliers, and- their 
Swords are of Maſſive Silver ; and the Janiſaries 
by their Cloaths, Arms, and Muſic, appear to 
be real Turks. ly | | 

As to the Court, all its Domeſtics have fine 
new Cloaths, and the Heyduks particularly Sattio, 
with Silver Lace and Fringe; but what is moſt 
ſurpriſing, there are eight Men who attend the 
King of Poland, and eight others the King of 
Prufſia, all of a moſt uncommon Stature: The firſt 
are cloathed like Heyduks, in fine Scarlat, Blue 
Sattin with Silver Lace, and their Arms of Maſ- 
ſive Silver ; The latter repreſent Bafſa's, whoſe 
Soutanes are all Gold, and every thing elſe about 
them proportionably rich. | t 
The King of Pruſſia, beſides theſe, has a Re- 
tinue of about 150 Lords and Officers, in very 
rich Habits; and his Pages wear Scarlat, and 
Gold Trimming. :

Calais, July 3. Laſt Week ſeveral Perſons came

The Army being 
all new clothed, and fit to appear by the 28th of 
that Month, his Majeſty drew them up m Order 
of Batcel about Six the ſame Evening, ta 
ſnhew them to the Embaſſador of France, who 
was come to take his Leave, before he made 
a Tour to Paris. As ſoon as the Army was rang- 
ed, the King and the Electoral Prince got on 
Horſeback, and rode along the Front of the two. 
Lines. His Majeſty had Reaſon to be very well 
pleaſed with the juſt Applauſe his ſaid Excel- 
lency, Marquis de, Monti, gave the Troops, 
which he declared to be very fine and well accou- 
tred. M. de Grumbcow, Miniſter of State, and 
Lieutenant General to the King of Pruſſia, wha 
arrived ſome Hours before, expreſſed a particular 
Satisfaction alſo, and was ſure the King his Ma- 
ſter would do the ſame. The Electoral Princeſs, 
who dined that Day with the King, ſaw the Ar- 
my, in a Chariot open on the Sides. Towards 
Nine the ſame Night, his Majeſty returned 
to his Quarters, whence he diſpatched General 
Pfiug to meet the King of Pruſſia, to compliment 
him upon his near Approach, and to thank him 
for the Choice he had made of his Poliſh Majeſty 
to ſtand Godfather to the young Prince, of whom 
the Queen of Pruſſia was delivered, the 23d of 
May laſt, | 2 Bs, 
On 
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On the 3oth, the King went and lay at Co- 
riſch, to be nearer at Hand to receive the King 
of Pruſſia, who repoſed himſelf that Night at 
Coſdorff. 

The 31ſt, his Majeſty roſe very early, and 
went and waited the King of Pruſſia s Arrival, un- 
der a Tent half open, upon the great Road to 
Coſdorff, All the Knights of the Order of the 
White Eagle, to the Number of 35 or 36, 
were there by Seven in the Morning, the Mi- 
litary Knights being in the Retinue of the E- 
lectoral Prince, and the others headed by the 
Count de Frieſe, Great Chamberlain. Abont 
Eight, came the King of Pruſſia on Horſe- 
back, attended by ſeveral Princes, Generals, Co- 
lonels, and other Officers, to the Number of 
160, His Majeſty riſing from his Chair, and 
advancing {ome Steps towards the King of Pruſſia, 
the Iatter diſmounted about 50 Paces off, and 
came and embraced his Majeſty, to whom he at 
the ſame time preſented the Perſons of his Re- 
tinue. After this, his Pruſſian Majeſty received 
the Compliments of the Knights of the White 
Eagle; not that all of them were Spokeſmen, but 
thoſe who had not the Gift of Utterance, made 
him profound Reverences. Compliments over, 
the two Kings went into the Tent, where they 
found a Table exquiſitely ſerved up. Their Ma- 
jeſt ies, their Electoral Highneſſes, the principal 
Lords of his Pruſſian Majeſty's Retinue, and ſome 
of the King of Poland's, fat down at a Table, 
without Ceremony, with their Hats on, as had 
been agreed before hand. Soon after, his Maje- 
ſty's Saddle-Horſes, Coaches, and other Carriages 
of all Sorts, all very magnificent, and drawn by 
ſix Horſes each, paſſed by the Tent. bes two 
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Kings got into a Chariot, and arrived at his Ma- 
jeſty's Quarters about Ten. oe 4s 

On the 1ſt of June, was made the great Re- 
view. The whole Army was ranged in Battalia, 
in two Lines, having at their Head the Electoral 
Prince of Saxony, and the Field Marſhal Count 
Mac kerbarth, who commanded under him. When 
all things were ready, the two Kings, accompa- 
nied by the Prince Royal of Pruſſia, and the other 
Princes, Generals, Officers, and Lords of their 
Retinues, paſſed along the two Lines. Their 
Majeſties were every where ſaluted in the uſual . 
Manner : They were followed by an infinite Num- 
ber of Spectators, of both Sexes, ſome on Horſe- 
back, others in Coaches. As ſoon as the two 
Kings were returned to their Tents, which were 
Pitched at a ſmall-Diſtance from the Front of the 
Army, 24 Pieces of heavy Cannon began the Sa- 
lutation, which was continued by 48 Field Pieces, 
ranged between the Intervals of the Battalions of 
the two Lines, and by the Muſqueteers. The 
Salutation having been repeated twice more, the 
whole Army paſſed by Corps and Regiments be- 
fore their Majeſties Tents, and then returned to 
the Camp. | we Ho 7 
Ihe ſecond was a Day of Reſt: The King of 
Pruſſia dined with the King; and in the Afternoon 
there was a Comedy. 

On the 3d, the Dragoons performed an Exer- 
ciſe. The four Regiments, of which they are 
compoſed, firſt drew up in a Line in the Middle 
of the Place of Arms; after which, dividing them- 
lelves into two Columns, they marched to a cer- 
tain Diſtance from the Royal Pavilion, and for. 
med themſelves in Parade, where their Majeſtieg 
paſſed along the Front of their Line, and review. 
ed them. This done, they made ſeyeral * 
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Exerciſes, and Evolutions, both on Horſeback 
and on Foot; in performing which, they practi-

On the 5th, the Horſe performed their Exer- 
ciſe, They conſiſted of 24 Squadrons of the 
Body Guards, the Carabineers, and the three Re- 


giments of Cuiraſſiers, and marched in four Co- 


lumns towards the Royal' Pavilion, where having 
formed themſelves into two Lines, they made ſe- 
veral Motions, Marches, Attacks, and other Ex- 
erciſes, which concluded with their forming a 
Square about the Royal Pavilion, from whence 
they retired in one Column, marching quite 
round the Pavilion, and ſo returned to the 
Camp. | 


On the 6th, there was a Concert of Muſick, 
in which, among the reſt, ſeveral Iralian Song-

The 7th was the Day appointed for the Foot 
to exerciſe ; but the two Kings being indiſpoſed 


with Colds, occaſioned by the cool and wet Wea- 


ther, they had for ſome Days, - it was put off 
till the roth, when the Foot marched in two 
Columns, and formed a Square about the Royal 
Pavilion. Their Majeſties having gone quite 
round it, they began with handling their Arms, 
to which ſucceeded the different Ways of charg- 
ing by Ranks, by Platoons, by Demi. Diviſions,

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nades towards the Middle of the Square. Af. 
terwards, they made the Charges always with 
two Lines of the Square at a time, one adyan.

Your Majeſty 
will thereby plainly ſee, that neither We nor our 
Confiſtory had any Hand in what was done in 
that Reſpect ; and will alſo find that the Author 
of this Work has been ſeverely reprimanded *

Hague, June 30. N. S. At Barcelona they are 
getting every Thing ready for the Troops to ini- 
bark next Month, to the Number of 42,000 Men. 
From Vienna they tell us, the Emperor's Anſwer 
to the laſt Propoſals of the Allies was to be drawn 
up the 17th; but the Generals Count Merci and 
Staremberg ſet out the ſame Day for Italy. This 
does nor look like Peace; and indeed they begin 
to loſe all Hope of it at Paris. There is Blood

E Death of Men of great Genius, who 
have exerted their Capacities for the 
N Entertainment and Advantage of Man- 
kind, touches the Breaſt of every Man of Huma- 

nity. in the moſt ſenſible Manner. 
It was a Pleaſure Sir Richard Steele formerly 
0 commanded, both of Entertaining and Reform— 
1 ing the World; and when J reflect on the juſt 
0 Taſte he had of Humanity, that fine Turn of 
% Wit he enjoyed, and what we of this Nation owe 
to him, I cannot let flip the Occafion of our late 
Loſs in ſo great an Humanift, without endeavour- 
ing to do ſome ſmall Honour to his Memory. 
This J ſhall briefly and faithtully perform by an 
| Extract 
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Extract of the moſt material Incidents of his Life, 
as he has himſelf recorded them in his own Writ- 
mds. 

Being deſcended of Engli/b Parents, he uſed to 
call himſelf an Eugliſhman born in Dublin; but 
leaving the Kingdom of Ireland young, he was, 
with his dear Friend Mr. Addiſon, educated under 
the learned Dr. Ellis, at the Charter-houle, London. 

The Bent of his Inclination taking a Military 
Turn, he purſued it, and for ſome time rode pri- 
yately in the Guards. His firſt Advancement was 
the Colours. (a) He then became an Author 
ce when an Enſign, a way of Lite expoſed to much 
6 Irregularity ; and being thoroughly convinc- 
« ed of- many Things, of which he often re— 
« pented, and which he more often repeated, 
«© he wrote, for his own private Uſe, a little 
* Book called The Chriſtian Hero, with a Deſign 
« principally to fix upon his own Mind a ſtrong 
* Impreſſion of Virtue and Religion, in Op- 
„ poſition to the ſtronger Propenſity towards 
* unwarrantable Pleaſures. This ſecret Admo- 
& nition was too weak; he therefore in the Year 


*« 1701, printed the Book with his Name, in 


hopes that a ſtanding Teſtimony againſt him- 
<« ſelf, and the Eyes of the World (that is to 
« ſay, of his Acquintance) upon him in a new 
Light, might curb his Deſires, and make him 
* aſhamed of underſtanding, and ſeeming to 
& feel what was Virtuous, and living ſo quite 
% contrary a Life. This had no other good 
Effect, but that from being thought no un- 
„ delightful Companion, he was foon reckoned

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a diſagreeable Fellow. One or two of hi: 
Acquaintance thougat fit to miſaſe him, and 
try their Valour upon him; and every Body 
he knew meaſured the leaſt Levity in his 
Words and Actions, with the Character of x 
Chri'an Hero. Thus he found himſelf flight. 
ed, inſtead of being encouraged, for his De- 
cla rations as to Religion; and it was now in- 
cumbent upon him to enliven his Character; 
for which Keaſon he wrote the Comedy called 
The Funeral; Or Grief Alamode; in which (tho? 
full of Incidents that move Laughter) Virtue 
and Vice appear juſt as they ought to do. Ir 
Was acted, at the Theatre Royal in D. ury- lane, 
in the Year 1702, with va it Applauſe, and 
Dedicated to the Counteſs of Albemarle, No- 
thing can make the Town fo fond of a Man 
as a ſucceſsful Play, and this, with ſome Par- 
ticulars enlarged upon to his Advantage (for 
Princes ne-er hear Good or Evil in the Man- 
ner others do) obtained him the Notice of the 
King : And his Name, to be provided for, 
was in the laſt Table- Book ever worn by the 
Glorious and Immortal WILLIAM III. 
80 His next Appearance, as a Writer, was in 
the Quzlity of the loweſt Miniſter of State, 
to wit, in the Office of Gazetteer, where he 


worked faithfully, according to Order, with- 


out ever erring againſt the Rule obſerved by 
all Miniſtries, to keep that Paper very inno- 
cent and very inſipid. 

& It is believed, it was to the Reproaches he 
heard, every 8 Day, againſt the Writer ot 
it, that he owed the Fortitude of being re- 
markably negligent of what People ſaid; which 
h e cid not deſerve, the Fault not being on

It ſnould have been before obſerved, that from 
tne Dedication of his Chriſtian Hero to his Com- 
mander, the Lord Cuts of the Colaſtream Regi- 
ment, his Lordſhip being not only a Lover of 
Wit, but a Man of Wit himſelf, by that Noble- 
man's Intereſt Mr. Steele ſoon obtained a Cap- 
tain's Commiſſion in the Lord Lncas's Regiment 
of Fuſchers. | 
His next Productions were ſtill Plays, his /econd 
being The Tender Finsband : Or, The Accompliſh*d 
Focls, acted the Year following, 1703, and De- 
dicated to Mr. Addiſon. The ſucceeding Winter, 
1704, produced his third Play, called, The Lys 
ing Lovers: Or, The Ladies Friend/hiv, Dedicated 


to the Duke of Ormond. Theſe three Comedies 


were, by himſelf, collected into a ſmall Volume, 
with a general Dedication of the whole to her 
Grace the Dutcheſs of Hamilton. 

He firſt recommended himſelf to the Duke of 
Marlborough, by a pleafant Repartee he paſſed 
on his Grace's preferring his own Relations; 


which being told to the Duke, he reliſned it fo 


well, that his Grace took a liking to him ever 
after. 

The Friendſhip he contracted with Mr. Addi- 
ſon, from their being School-Fellows, laſted as long 
as he lived, except ſome little Bickerings, on cer- 
tain Oeconomical Occaſions, which ſoon ter- 
minated in a right Underitanding on both Sides : 
For, it was by Mr. Addi/on, that he was firſt 
introduced into the Acquaintance of the Earls of 
Halifax and Sunderland, by whoſe Means he was 
made Gazetteer, as is oblerved. 

He had not been long in this Poſt before he 
verote the T AT LE R, 1709; by which moſt 
delightful Paper, his Reputation and Intereſt 

greatly 
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greatly increaſing, he was preferred to be one 
of the Commiſſioners of the Szamp-Office. 
Upon .laying down the TaTLER, 1711, in 
concert with Mr. Addiſon, he ſhortly after ſet up 
theSPECTATOR, and after that the GUuARDIax 
and ENGLISHMAN, 1712, which were for the 
greateſt part his own ; as were likewiſe both the 
Papers of The Lover, and The REA PDT, 
written by him in the Year 1714. 

Beſides theſe (on a particular Diſpute with a 
Noble Peer) he wrote another public Paper cal- 
led, The THEATRE, and after that, gave the 
Town a Monthly Entertainment, called, The 
TEA-T ABLE. 

In 1715 he publiſhed An Account of the Stats 
2 Roman Catholic Religion roughout the 
orld, Written for the Uſe of Pope InNnoctwr 
the XIth, by Monſignor C ER RI, Secretary 10 the 
Congregation de propaganda Fide. Tranſlated from 
au Authentic Italian Manuſcript, by Monſ. De la 
Roche, Author of the. Memoirs of Literature, 
The Original Manuſcript was found in Switzer- 
land: It was taken out of the Library of St. 
GALL, after the Defeat of the Abbot of that 
Name, by the United Troops of Zurich and 
Berne, and lodged afterwards in the Library 
at Zurich, It was tranſmitted into England by 
the Reverend and very learned Mr. Ot, Prin- 
cipal Secretary of the Zurichian Library.” (0) 
To this curious Piece was likewiſe ſubjoined, 
A Diſcourſe concerning the State of Religion i 
Ex OL AN D. Written in French in the Time of 
K. CyaRLEs I. and now firſt Tranſlated, And

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to the whole, Sir Richard prefixed, A large De- 
dication to his Holineſs Pope CLEM ENT the XIth, 
giving him à very particular Account of the State of 
Religion among Proteſtants ; and of ſeveral other 
Matters of Importance, relating to Great-Britain. 

About this Time he likewiſe Publiſhed, The 
Romiſh Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory of late Years, Which 
he Dedicated to the Lord Finch, now Earl of 
Nottingham. 

In the laſt Parliament of Queen Anne, he 
was choſen a Member of the Houſe of Commons 
for the Borough of Stockbridge ; when ſuch was 
his Attachment to the Succeſſion in the Illuſtrious 
Houſe of Hanover, that for treating its Enemies 
with a Warmth which was then reckoned Crimi- 
nal; he was, after a very long and warm Debate, 
expelled from his Seat in Parliament. | 

But herein I muſt oblerve what he himſelf de- 
claresz there © was one Circumſtance in this Scene 
that very much ſweetened his Affliction, which 
was, that he had the Honour to itand between 
Mr. Stanhope (c) and Mr. Walpole, who con- 
* deſcended to take upon them the Parts of 
* his Advocates.” 


The chief Aim he affirms to have had in View, 
in all his Writings, was the Good of his Country; 
and that this Intent was ſincere in him, will ap- 
pear from the voluntary Reſignation of the Stamp- 
Office Commiſſion to the then Lord (d) Treaſurer, 
before it was taken from him,

His Political Writings, as he tells the Ear 
of CLARE, (now Duke of Newcaſtle) to whom 
they are Dedicated, were wrilten to confront daving 
and wwickea Men, in the Proſeeution of Purpeſs;

fenſe of Truth, I incurred popular Hatred and 
Contempt, with the Proſpect of ſuffering the 
Want even of the ordinary Conveniencies of 
Life. The Probability of being undone, I 
could not but form to my felf when I took 
upon me what I did; but a Weight heavier 
than all this fell upon me, to wit, a Reſolu- 
tion of rhe Reprefentatives of my Country to 
my Diſhonour. This indeed, was a Blow un- 
expected; nor could it enter into my Imagina- 
tion, that the Infolence of any Minſter could 
run ſo high, as to demand of the Heuſe of 
Commons to puniſh one of its Members, for be- 
ing unacceptable to him. There was not 
ſo much as the Appearance of any other Mo- 
tive for my Expulſion.- — It was remark- 
able however, that ſuch was the Force of 
Truth, that the Member accuſed had not an 
harſh perſonal Expreſſion uſed againſt him; 
and the Min1sTER, in the midſt of all his 


Power, who brought on the Accuſation, was 


treated in the Manner which all Mankind knows 
he deſerves. As for my Part I ever thought 
meanly of the Capacity, tho' not till lately, of 
the good Nature of that Demagogue, and 
ſaw very well his Audaciouſneſs would one Day 
ſuffer by his Ignorance. It was viſible, what- 
ever became of his Country, which I believe 
had little Shate in his Lordſhip's Cares, he 


would, with the Wand in his Hand, raiſe

mand, and which conſequently would tear him- 
ſelf in Pieces, - Such were the Miſchiefs 
wrought by a cunning wicked Creature, placed 
in a Station proper only for a Wiſe and Vir- 
tuous Man.-— — I will take upon me to ſay, 


that there never was a greater Inſult on the

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« Conſtitution than hie, except one practiſed by 
the ſame Perſon without the leaſt Deference to 
the Order of Things, the common Senſe of 
Mankind, the Honour of the Crown, or the 
Property of the Subjects. It needs not be ſaid 
what this greater [pudence was, nor who had 
ſo little Grace as to be guilty of it : It was he 
who was born in our Days for the Chaſtiſement 
and Diſhonour of them, a Tool whoſe Inſig- 
nificancy makes Sorrow, occaſioned by him, 
the Subject of Laughter, takes all Dignity from 
Diſtreſs, and renders Calamity ridiculous. (e) 
« As. I never entered into Political Debates 
with ambitious Views, but have brought my 
Deſires within the Neceſſaries and decent Con- 
veniencies of Life, I am the more zealouſly 
tenacious of the little I expect of the World, 
which is only to accept of my Service to the 
beſt of my Ability, without loading me with un- 
juſt Reproach. ? 
Theſe were always his real Sentiments; and as 
to many other Inſtances of his unſhaken Steadi- 
neſs and Reſolution to ſerve his Country, I refer 
to the Collection of his Political Writings before 
mentioned. 
It is greatly to be lamented that one Deſign he 
had in View dropt; which was his writing the 
Duke of Marlbs;0ugh's Hiſtory, from proper 
Materials which were once in his Cuſtody. Pro- 
poſals for it were publiſhed, and the Relation was 
to have commenced from the Date of his Grace's 
Commiſſions as Captain General and Plenipotenti-

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ary, and to have concluded with the Expiration 
of thoſe Commiſſions. It was not doubted bur 
this Hiſtory, formed from the moſt authentic 
Papers, and all the moſt ſecret Intelligence which 
could be communicated with Safety, to Perſons 
now living, and in the Confidence of Foreign 
Courts, would have been very entertaining, and 
ſet the Services of ſome of Queen Ax N k's Mi- 
niſters at home and abroad in a true Light. 

The Loſs of this Work none can account for 
but the Marlborough Family. Our Author how- 
ever was recommended to his late Majeſty, and 
by him, ſoon after his Acceſſion to the Throne, 
Knighted. 

In the Year 1722, from the fair Andrian of 
Terence, Sir Richard brought upon the Stage a 
Play called The Conscious LoveRs.

not the Author; and one of the forward 
Advocates of that Party was the late Len 
B.— in his Letter to the Examiner; and ard. 
ther Pamphlet wrote by him againft the Ci 
Sc. called The Publick Spirit of the Whirs, &. 
Printed, and largely diſperfed, by his Agents 
ſome of whom are now as Confpicuous from thei 
South-Sea Exploits, and other pubhc Acquire- 
ments, as they are ignobly obſcure in their Birth, 
Parentage and Education. 

The Plan of the Crifis, Sc. was laid and cheit 
ly executed by Mr. Moore, of the Inner-Femple, 
and many Hints in it came from the Pious and 
Worthy Dr. Tenniſon, late Archbiſhop of Ca 
terburv, whoſe Steward obtained very large Sub. 
{criptions towards it. But it was ſufficient 90 
gain Mr. Steele a Legion of Enemies, because 
the only Purport of that Piece was to defend ti:

One of Mr. Hus Partiſans publiſhed a moſt

IL PoLyYGAMY in any Caſe lawful under the 
Goſpel ? | 


RESOLVED. OT 


For Anſwer, it is to be confidered, that Mar- 
riage is a Contrat founded upon the Laws of 
Nature, its Eid being the Propagation of Man- 
td; and the Formality of doing it by Church- 
men, is only a ſupervenient Benediction, or pom- 
pous ſolemnizing of it; and therefore the Na- 
ture of Marriage, and not any Forms uſed in the 
Celebration of it, is to be conſidered. It is true, 
the Caſe is harder when any is married by ſuch a 
Form as binds him to ON E IPoman, than where 
he is bound only by the Tie of Marriage conceived 
in genera! Terms. 

The Caſe of Mankind, ſince the Fall, varies 
very much from what it was in Innocency; for 
then the Scundneſs of their Bodies, and the Pu- 
rity of their Minds, did keep out of the Way 
all the Hazards of Barrenneſs, Sickneſs, Un- 
cleannefs, or croſſneſs of Humour ; and there- 

tore a ſingle Marriage, as being the perfecteſt 
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C IJ. Surrey, ere the Dinge e Lauderdale had a fins Seat. 
Coalition 
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Coalition of Friendſhip and Intereſt, was proper 
to that State; and ſo God made but ove Woman 
for on Man: But upon the Fall, the Caſe va- 
ried hugely, and Frigidity, Barrenneſs, Uncchaſ- 
tity, Croſſneſs of Humours, made the former 
Law not ſo proper for the following Race of 
Mankind; yet {till a ſingle Marriage was the 
perfecter, as being nearer the Original. 

Before the Flood, we find Lamech a Por x- 


GAMIST 3; ſuch were Abraham and Jacob after 


it; ſo that this was not indulged by Moſes ; for 
all that he did relating to this, was only to allow 
of Divorce, which was a Proviſo for the Hard- 
neſs of the Hraelites Hearts: Every Man was 
bound to maintain whom he had once Married ; 
leſt therefore ſuch as deſigned another Wife, and 
could not maintain the former, might uſe Indi- 
re? Ways to be rid of them; this Fair One 
of Divorce was allowed of by God; and this Po- 
l[yzamy was practiſed, without either Allowance or 
Controul, as the natural Right of Mankind ; nei- 
ther is it any where markedamong the Blemiſhes 


of the Patriarchs; David's Wives (and ſtore of 


them he had) are termed by the Prophet, God's 


Gift to him; Yea, Polygamy was made, in ſome 


Caſes, a Duty by Maſes's Law; when any died 
without Iſſue, his Brother, or neareſt Kinſman, 
was to marry his Wife, for raiſing up Szed to him; 
and all were obliged to obey this, under the Hazard 
of the Infamy if they refuſed it; neither is there 
any Exceptions made for ſuch as were Married ; 
from whence I may faithfully conclude, that 
what God made neceſſary in ſome Cales; to any 
Degree, can in no Caſe be ſinful in ir ſelf ; 


ſince God is holy in all his Ways: And thu: er 


it appears, that POL Y GAMY is not contrary to 
the Law and Nature of Marriage: But it is next 
C2 to 
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to be examined, if it is hidden under the G0. 
7-/. It is certain our Lord deſigned to raiſe Man. 
Kind to the higheſt Degrees of Purity and Chaſtity ; 
and therefore our Lord and St. Paul do prefer a 
dinge Life to a Married State, as that which qua- 
lifics us for the Kingdom of Heaven, and was 
loaded with the feweſt Incumbrances ; and by 
this Rule, a Single Marriage being next to none 
at all, is certainly moſt ſuitable to the Goſpel; 
but a limple and expreſs Diſcharge of PoLycanmy 
is no where to be found. It is true, our Lord 
diicharges Divorces, except in the Caſe of Adultery, 
adding, that whoſoever puts away his Wife upon 
any other Account, commits Adultery ; ſo St. Luke 
and St. Matthew in one Place have it; or com- 
its Adultery againſt her; ſo St. Mark has it, or 
eaujos her to commit Adultery ; ſo St. [Matthew in 
another Place. If it be then Adultery to take an- 
her Woman after an «juſt Divorce, it will fol- 
low, that the Ve has that Right to the FHusband's 
Body, that he muſt rouch no other. This is 1n- 
deed plauſible z and is all that can be brought 
from the New Teſtament, which ſeems convinc- 
ing; yet it will not be found of Weight: For it 
is to be conſidered, that if our Lord had been to 
antiquate PoLYGaMyY, it being ſo deeply root- 
ed in the Men of that Age, confirmed by ſuch 
tamous and unqueſtioned Precedents, and rivet- 
ted by ſo long a Practice, he muſt have done it 
plainly and authoritatively ; and not in ſuch an 
involved Manner, that it muſt be ſought our of 
his Words by the ſearch of Logic; neither are 
theſe dark Words made more clear by any of the 
Aproſiles in their Writings. Words are to be car- 
ried no farther than the Deſign upon which they 
were written will lead them to; ſo that our Lord 
being in that Place to ſtrike out Divorces ſo ex- 

plicitely, 
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plicitely, we muſt not, by a Conſequence, condemn 
PoLYGAMY, ſince it ſeems not to have fallen 
within the Scope of what our Lord does there diſ- 
prove. Beſides, the Term Adultery may be taken 
in general for ſuch a Breach of Wedlock, as is 
equivalent to Adultery ; and ſuch is an unjuſt Di- 
vorce. This may be the Importance of the Phraſe 
uſed by St. Mark, viz. He committeth Adultery a- 
gainſt her; or all may be better explained by the 
Phraſe St. Matthew uſes about it in one Place, He 
cauſes her to commit Adultery : Since he that expoſeth 
and tempteth to Sin, ſhares in the Guilt with the 
Perſon that ſuccumbs : And from this it appears, 
that PoLYGAMyY is not declared Adultery, neither 
in the Place cited, nor any other that I know of. 
But it is true, that PoLyGamy falls ſhort of the 
Intendment of Marriage in Innocency, to which 
State we that are under the Goſpe/, muſt return 
as near as it is poſſible. It is to be confeſt, that 
PoLYGAM Y was much condemned by the An- 
cients : Tho' I think I have met with ſomething 
about it that is little noticed; but of thai, I can 
adventure to ſay nothing at this Diſtance from 
my Books and Papers. But all that being granr- 
ed, 1t] is to be conſidered, that the Ancients were 
unjuſt and ſevere againſt Marriage, and did ex- 
ceſſively favour the Celibate or Single; ſo that in 
lome Places, they who Married the ſecond Time, 
were put to do Penance for it: And, indeed, both 
/ew and Gentile had run into ſuch Exceſs, by 
their free Commixtures, that it is no Wonder, that 
it the Holy Men of theſe Ages, being provoked 
to a juſt Zeal againſt ſuch unjuſt Practices, muſt 
have been carried, through immoderate Swaying 
of the Counterpoiſe, into ſome Extreams on the 
other hand: Therefore to conclude this ſhort 


Anſwer, wherein many Things are hinted, which 
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might have been enlarged to a Volume, I ſee 
nothing ſo ſtrong againſt PoLyYGamMy, as to 
ballance the great and viſible imminent Hazards, 
that hang over ſo many Thouſands, if it be not 
allowed. | 
As to the Solution of the ſecond Caſe of Con- 
ſcience, viz. Of the Lawfulneſs of Divorce on account of 
Barr-nneſs, there are ſome Expreſſions ſo plainly 
uttered, as would offend the Fair Sex ; for which 
Reaſon we ſhall omit the Recital of them in 
this Place, and only obſerve with a late Hi. 
ſtorian, that theſe Arguments ſeem to forward a 
Deſign which Dr. Burnet tells us was ſet on foot, 
to Divorce K. Charles II. from Q. Catherine. (a) 
From the Caſuiſtry of Dr. Burnet, I ſhall now 
proceed to that of Sir Richard Steele, who in 1715, 
the Year of the Preſton Rebellion, gives us his 
honeſt Reaſons for concerning himſelf ſo warm- 
ly both in Theological and Political Enquiries. 
I mull, /ays he, ſay ſomething by way of Apo- 
< logy, to thoſe who may be ſurprized at my be- 
* ing, lo deep in Piiuts, which I never before 
« pretended to meddle with.” And, adds he, 
I acknowledge it has been ſometimes with me, 
* as it is with too many others, that a Sort of an 
* Implicit Religion ſeemed the moſt eaſy, and moſt 
comfortable; and that a Blind Veneration for J 
knew not what, and I knew not whom, ſtood for 
every thing valuable, and important. I confeſs, 
J was not enough aware that this Implicitneſs of 
Conduct is the great Engine of Popery framed 
for the Deſtruction of Good Nature, as well as 
* Good Senſe, But my Benevolence to my Fellows 
« Creatures, I can truly ſay, is, and has been, al- 
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© ways warm and inflexible. And This it is that 
« hath, at length, allarmed and rouzed my Un- 
« derſtanding, which, one or two Accidental Shocks 
have ſettled into the Order, wherein I now 
« feel it. 

I remember, that ſome time ago, I faid, in 
Print, That all Exorbitant Power in Clergymen 
© pas Popery. What would be more general, or 
more inoffenſive, than to ſpeak this, without 
determining at all, what is that Exorbitant Power ? 
And yet it is incredible, what an Outcry there was 
made about this, as if it was the very Height of 


all Madneſs and Abſurdity to ſay ſo. I know 


© there are many of that Reverend Body who are 
« diſintereſted enough themſelves to maintain 
< ſuch a Sentiment; but I ſoon found, from the 
© Reſentment of Others, that no Power, let it be 
what it will in their Hands, can be eſteemed by 
< them to be Exorbitant: Or elſe, that that Part 
« of Popery was not a Thing they mightily abhor- 
* red. Upon this I proceeded to think a little 
© farther of the Conſequence and Tenderneſs of 

« ſuch Principles. t 
But the Great Shock of all that I ever received, 
vas from the Proceedings about the late Schi/in- 
* 47; which opened the Scene thoroughly. And 
* this, I confeſs, was ſo great, as to move in me 
an Indignation not to be contained; to ſee the 
© Law of Nature, and the Common Rights of Man- 
kind, going to be ſacrificed to Fury and Bigot- 
ry. I knew, indeed, very well, that the CHurch 
vas only a Mora, made uſe of by thoſe then at 
* the Helm, who valued all Churches and all Re- 
* lIigions equally, and that no farther than for the 
forwarding their own Ruinous Projects. But J 
* ſaw by how great a Party the Deſign was warm- 
y eſpouſed ; that their very Hearts were in It; 
and 
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and Cronds of Innocent People enfnared by 
them into the fame Violence. This put me 
© upon more Enquiries; and led me to ſome 
© Theughts, of which I then gave the World a ſhort 
Account. It is upon that Bottom, I have 00s 
© verned my ſelf ever ſince; till I am now brought, 
© by the Natural Courfe of fuch Thoughts, to ex 
© amine into the Conduct of Chriſtians, and parti. 
« cularly of Proteſtants, of all Sorts. One Thing 
drew on another; And, as little Converſant az 
I have heretofore been in ſuch Matters, I quick- 
ly found that Chriſtianity was neither unintellizj. 
« ble, nor ill natured; That the Goſpel does not 
«< invade the Rights of Mankind; nor inveſt any 
Men with Anthority deſtructive to Society; and, 
(what was the moſt melancholy Part of the 
Whole, ) that Proteſtants muſt be reduced to the 
* Abſurdity of renouncing Proteſtant, as well as 
* Chriſtian Principles, before they can pretend to 
make their Pradlices and their Profeſſons conli- 
* ſtent. This J reſolved to repreſent z and have 
© done it, without Regard to any one Sort of them, 
© more than another,

that it is fitting to underſtand Religion, as well 
as to praiſe it; and that it is the Gelden Rule ot 
Proportion, to give the higheſt Reſpect to Th!): 
only who deſerve it. 

© It Thave uſed a Severity in ſome of the fore- |

I ſhall now cloſe this ſhort Memoire with a 
Recapitulation of the Favours he received from 
his late Majeſty, who ſoon after his Acceſſion to 
the Throne, put him in the Commiſſion of the 
Peace for the County of Middleſex, and made 
him Surveyor of the Stables at his Palace of 
Hampton-Court, and Governor of the Roya! Com- 
any of Comedians; and in April 1715, the King 
was pleaſed to honour him with Knighthood, 


upon the preſenting of an Addreſs to "bis Ma- 
jeſty 
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Gall the Scandals of Antiebriſtianiſ un, and Po- 
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jeſty by the Lieutenaucy, of which he was thy 
Penman. 

In the firſt Parliament of K. Gronce J. he Was 
choſe a Member for Boroughbrigg in Lorkſhire 
and after the ſuppreſſing of the Rebellion in 
the North, was appointed one of the Commiſg. 
oners.of the Forfeited Eſtates in Scotland, where 
he received diſtinguiſhing Marks of Reſpect 
from ſeveral of the Nobility and Gentry of that 
part of Great Britain, In this Parliament Sir K. 
chard voted for the Repeal of the Triennial AF, 
and of the Occaſional Conformity and Schiſim Ach; 
bur oppoſed the Peerage Bill, not only within 
Doors, but without, by the Share he had in 
thoſe excellent Papers called the PLEBEIA N. Not 
long after this, he wrote in Oppoſition to the 
South Sea Schemers, which ſome how or other 
gave Offence z the Conſequence of which was 
very well known. He likewiſe wrote ſome of 
the Pasquixs, and two Papers called the Wis. 

Towards the latter End of his Life he grew 
Paralytic, and being pgs 6 diſabled for all 
Sorts of Buſineſs, Study and Converſation. hay- 
ing in a great N loſt his Speech, as well 
as the Uſe of his Limbs, he retired to Carr- 
marthen in Wales, where he lingered ſome Years 
in that unhappy Coadition. 

He married to his firſt Wife a Lady of Bar- 
badoes, with Her he had a valuable Plantation 
upon the Death of her Brother, who was taken 
by the French at Sea, as he was coming t0 
England, and died in France. 

His firſt Wife dying without Iſſue, he married 
Mrs, Scurlock, Daughter and Heireſs to Jonathan 
Scurlock, Eſq; of Tlangunner near Caermarthen. 
This Lady Died Decemb. 26, 1718 in the 4oth 
Year of her Age, Leaving ; Iu one Son ee 
. | | { ince 
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(ſince Dead) and two Daughters Elizabeth and 


Mary (now living) as we are informed by her 
Tomb-ftone in Weſtminſter- Ab! ey where ſhe lies In- 
terred. His great Eſteem for Her, he teſtified 
Publickly, in a Dedication prefixed to the La- 
dies Library, which is as follows. | 
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If great Obligations received, are juſt Mo- 
tives for Addreſſes of this kind, you have an 
unqueſtionable Pretenſion to my Acknowledge- 
ments, who have condefcended to give me your 
very Self. I can make no Return for ſo ineſti- 
mable a Favour, but in acknowledging the 
Generoſity of the Giver. To have either Wealth, 
Wit or Beauty, 1s generally a Temptation to a 
Woman to put an unreafonable Value upon her 
ſelf ; but with all theſe, in a Degree which drew 
upon you the Addreſſes of Men of the ampleſt 
Fortunes, you beſtowed your Perſon, where 
you could have no Expectations but from the 
Gratitude of the Receiver, tho* you knew he 
could exerr that Gratitude in no other Returns 


but Eſteem and Love. For which muſt J firſt 


thank you, for what you have denied your Self, 
or for what you have beſtowed on me? 

I owe to you, that for my Sake you have 
overlooked the Proſpect of living in Pomp and 
Plenty, and IT have not been circumſpe& enough 
to preſerve you from Care and Sorrow. I will 
not dwell upon this Particular; you are fo good 
a Wife, that J know you think I rob you of 
more than I give, when I ſay any Thing in your 
Favour to my own Diſadvantage.

HAVE always been of Opinion that a dry 
1 Detail of genealogical Deſcents much better 
g. ſuits the Province of the Herald, than the Pen 

of the Biographer; it being the Office of 
the latter, rather to record good Actions, than 
empty Titles. In one word, the Death of Dr. 
Freind is not only a Loſs to his Profeſſion, but 
to the Public. | 

As to the Original of this great Phyſician, it 
is ſufficient to ſay, he was the Son of a very 
worthy and learned Clergyman in the County of 
Bucks, where he was born in the Year 1675. 

He received his Puerile Education in that moſt 
illuſtrious Seminary the Royal School of Weſt- 
minſter, from the Dictates of the immortal 
Busby. | 

The Progreſs in Letters which he afterwards 
made, will be ſeen in his Writings. 

He was elected from Weſtmin/ter School, to 
Chriſt-Church College in Oxford, in the Year 1691, 
and in that Univerſity took the ſeveral Degrees 
of Bachelor and Maſter of Arts 1701, and next, 
Bachelor of Phyſick, 1703. We find him like- 
wiſe Profeſſor of Chymiſtry in the ſame Univer- 


ſity. 
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In the Year 1704, 1705, and 1706, he al. 
tended the Earl of Peterborow into Spain; but 
whether he travelled with that Noble Lord in ; 
public or private Capacity, I am not able 6 
determine. He was created a Doctor of Phyſie 
by Diploma, dated the 12th of Zune 1707. And 
throughout the whole Courſe of his Practice, 
was an Honour, and by his Learning an Orna- 
ment, to his Protfeſſion. 

How well he behaved in the famous, and ſo 
much ditputed, CASE of Mrs, CLERK'Ss LI. 
nacy, who fancied her felt Poiſoned by ſome Glaf 
which ſhe groundleſly imagined the had ſwallowed, 
may be ſeen in the h⁴ue Narrative thereof, ſe 
forth by her Brothers, Sir Edward, and Mr. A.

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twice Repreſentative in Parliament for the Bo- 
rough of Launceſton in Cornwall, as well as to be 
molt notoriouſly miſrepreſented as an Enemy to 
his Country, and charged with Crimes as black, 
as they were groundleſs and malicious; and thoꝰ 
not the leaſt Fact could be proved againſt him, 
yet he was taken into Cuſtody 12th of March, 
and on- the 15th of the ſame Month committed 
Priſoner to the Tower : He was admitted to Bail 
June 21 following, 1723. Notwithitanding the 
Malice of thoſe who brought this ſeeming Blemiſh 
upon his Character, /yet their Deſigns (as is 
generally the Cate) tended greatly to his Honour, 
his Innocence being ſo confpicuouſly remarkable, 
that he was wholly acquitted in 1724, without 
even the leaſt Crime being proved againſt him; 
and upon their prefent Maieſties Acceſſion to the 
Throne, he was made Phylician in Ordinary to 
the Queen (in which eminent Station he is now 
ſucceeded by his learned and moſt intimate Friend 
Dr. Richard Mead,) He had likewiſe the Ho- 
nour of being nominated Governour of St. Bar- 
tbolomews Hoſpital 3 and on June the 12th 1728, 
was likewiſe confirmed one of the Governours of 
the Hoſpitals of Bridewell and Bethlem, but had 
not received his Staff or Charge. His Writings 
are held in ſuch due Eftimation abroad, that a 
Medal has been ſtruck at Lucerne in Switzerland 
repreſenting the Drs.

From what fatal Cauſes the Public were deprived 
of this Eminent Perſon I cannot particularly al- 
lion; it is reported, that going to Hampton-Court 
to pay his Duty to her Majelty, and Wein 4 
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Bliſter for ſome ſlight Indiſpoſition he was under, 
the heat of the Weather, and the Journey, threy 
him into a Fever, for which he took, too Precipi- 
tatel) / , a more than uſual Quantity of Hiera Picra, 
which not. Operating according to Expectation, 
cauſed a Mortification of his Bowels, of which he 
died the 26th Day of 7% 1728, in the Fifty third 
Year of his Age. His Corps was interred at 
Burnham near "Slough in Buckinghamfhire, in a 
Vault belonging to his Family. It may be 
ſaid without Flattery to him, or derogating in 
the leaſt from any of his Faculty, that he was 
one of the greateſt Phyſicians of the Age where- 
in he lived, as well as one of thoſe, who leaving 
the ojd conjectural Method of Phyſical Writers, 
ſtruck into a new and more ſolid Way of Reaſon- 
ing grounded upon Obſervation, and Mathema- 
tical | Principles. He has left Iſſue a Son, and only 
Child, a young Gentleman of great hopes, now 
at Weſtminſter School.

< this were not his Deſign, he would not have

material was done in the Cure of the Small-Pox 
© till (F) Dr. Sydenbam. Thus he has travelled a 
© great woy for his Arabs, and now ſent them 
* home again as a Pack of Wretches with one 
* Daſh of his Pen: As he had no Reaſon for 
« fetching them, he has none for ſending them 
back, but that arrogant Levity ſo natural to 
the Temper of this great Genius. | 

This is the Sum of the Doctor's Book, and 
© if any one thinks him harſhly treated either in 
the Tranſlation or the Courſe of the Remarks, 
he is to conſider the juſt Provocation to this 
* Uſage from the Liberties of his own Writings. 
There runs ſuch a Vein of Superiority and In- 
© fylence thro? his whole Performance, that he 
looks more like a Giant in a Land of Pigmies,

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than one among Creatures of his own Size. This 
© indeed is his diſtinguiſhing Character, and we 
may ſay of his Bo K as was ſaid of an ugly 
Child of an ugly Parent, that the Mother bad

Thus far, Dr. Sewell; whoſe Earneſtneſs either 
for the Matter in Debate, or for the Judgment 
of Dr. Woodward, has, in my Opinion, made him 
deliver his Sentiments with two much warmth : 
Coolneſs in Controverſy, of all kinds, always does 
the greateſt Service to the Point in queſtion. 
As I am not a Party in the Diſpute my ſelf, 
it is my Buſineſs only, to give thoſe who are 
ſuch, a fair and impartial Hearing ; in order 
to which, I ſhall next produce what Dr. Woud- 
ward has advanced in his State of Phyſic, and of 
Diſeaſes, &c. | 

In the goth Page of that Work he thus delivers 
himſelf. <. Dr. Freind has ſet forth an Edition 
> of two excellent Books of HieerocrRaTEs: 
(concerning FEV ERS) and pays a great Deference 
to him, very juſtly.— It is no ſmall Pleaſure 
to me to find ſo cloſe a Conformity, of what 
he has delivered, with what I here offer ſimply 
from the Contemplation of Nature. -— His 
ſtanding Maxim is, That all Diſeaſes whatever, 
which proceed from Principles within the Body, 
owe their Origin to Bile and Phlegm. _— He aſ- 
ſerts very rightly, that there is Bile and Phlegm 
brought into the World with the Body : that 
they are exiſtent in it, ever after, in greater or 
lefler Quantity : and that each owes its Supply, 
and Increaſe, to the Meats, and the Drinks made 
uſe of. As theſe two Principles are in all Men 
living, ſo, when they are rightly conſtituted, 
and in due Quantity, they have their Offices, 
and Uſes, in the Body. But when they are 
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vitiated, and redundant, they become morbid. 
and noxious. This Redundance he aſcribes to 
Intemperance very juſtly. As to the firſt Riſe 
of the Bile, it being from the Aliment, the Sto- 
mach has the faireſt Claim : and Hippocrates 
ſeems to pitch upon this, as the main Fountain 
of it. At leaſt he over and over repreſents Bile 
as exiſtent in the Stomach : and he ſeems to 
imply that the Bile in the Stomach and that in the 
Vr{:ca fellea, are of much the ſame Conſtitution, 
by his treating of them indifferently and pro- 
miſcuoully as he does. What he delivers con- 
cerning Diſeaſes in general, he applies elſewhere 
particularly to a Fever: and afſerts that this 
proceeds from Bile and Phlgni put into a Heat, 
and heating the <vhole Body. But he, elſewhere, 
very rightly, ſuppoſes the Bile to be the prin- 
cipal Agent: and that this, put into Emotion, and 
caſt into the Blood, heats the Body, and brings 
on a Fever. I do not tranſcribe this, and ſome 
other Paſſages, becauſe of their great Length. 
Nay he deſcends to particular Fevors, and in- 
titles the Bile to the Production of theſe ; e. g. 
The Febris Cauſus, the Leipyric Fevers, the Fe- 
bris continens, the quotidian, tertian, and quartan 
Aue. So for the Symptoms which attend Fevers. 
He aſcribes the Rigor to Bile and Phlegm, eſpe- 
cially the latter, caſt into the Blood: The Phre- 
nitis to the Bile: The Heartburning, that ſome- 
times attends, likewiſe to the Bile. The Heat of 
Urine he attributes, treating of the Stone, to 
Bilioſe Matter. Nay the happy Criſis, upon 
which Fevers frequently go off, th Urine be- 
coming thick and turbid, he aſcribes, very 
rightly, to Bile and Phlegm, caſt forth of the 
Bis d, into the Bladd:r, Nor can any Thing 
be more rational than that, when theſe 60 • 
Principles, 
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Principles, which, while in the Blood, were the 
Cauſe of the Fever, are thus caſt out along 
with the Urine, the Fever ſhould, in Conſe- 
quence, decline, and finally ceaſe : And the 
Clcarneſs and Juſtneſs of his Arguing is very 
extraordinary. Then it ſtands upon a firm 
Foundation of Nature, Obſervation and Fact. 
For, without that, his Authority is nothing: 
And, where he has not thoſe Vouchers, or 
where he reaſons obſcurely, Nature muſt be 
the only Rule. Thus, where he ſpeaks of the 


Blood, and Water or Serum, as concurring in 


the Production of Diſeaſes, *tis certain they can- 
not do that but as vitious Principles, a depraved 
Bile, and craſs putrid Phlegm, are caſt in, and 
mingled with them. So, to paſs by other In- 
ſtances of that, from his treating of the Head as 
the Source of Phlegm, and the Spleen of Water, *tis 
plain he had not diſſected, and made Obſerva- 
tion on the Inſide of the Body, with the ſame 
Accuracy that he had done upon all thoſe 
Things that are turned out of it. 


In an Affair of the great Delicacy, Extent and 


Moment that this is, 'tis hard to be held to 
Bounds. I am aware I have tranſgreſſed thoſe 
which I farſt propoſed to my felt. But this 


Advantage there will be of it, that, ſo much 


being ſet forth already, there will be now lefs 
Need of further Light: And I may be the ſhort- 
er in my Account of the following Stadia of 
the Small-Pox. In the ſecond, or Eruption, 
the Scene changes, from the Stomach, to the 


Blood, and Habit ; the vitious Principles, the. 


Bile, and putrid Phlegm, eſcaping, and pat- 
ſing continually out of that Organ, into the 
Blood. By which means the Emotions and Cot- 


* luctations in the Stamach, are exchanged for a 
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Perturbation and Diſorder of the whole OFce. 


tor an Uneaſineſs and Sickly Aching all over 
the Body: the Heat of the Stomach, the Cari. 


algia, or Burning of the upper Orifice of it, 


caus'd by the Aſcent of hot Fumes, for a Hear 
and Fever in the Blood and upon the Habit: 
the Fretting and Corroſion of the Stomach, for 
a like Fretting and Inflammation of the Skin 
and Surface. Then the putrid Phlegm, paſſing 
into the Blood, is pufh'd forth at the Surface in 
Pimples; which, gradually inlargeing, and fill. 
ing, become finally Puſtules. In Proportion as 
the Symptoms of the Blood and Habit increaſe, 
thoſe of the Stomach gradually decreaſe: and, 
finally, go w holly off, in ordinary Caſes, where 
the Diſeaſe is benign, and the Quantity of vi- 
tous Principles in the Stomach moderate. The 
Symptoms of the Back, Thorax, and Head, 
attending thoſe of the Stomach, go off too, 
Than which, there cannot be a more convincing 
Proof that they are all Links of the fame Chain, 
all proceeding from the Action of the ſame 
common Principles in the Stomach. Nature is 
plain, ſimple, and direct in all her Ways ; her 
rocedure is regular, and wholly geometrical. 
They, who are "rightly apprized of the Frame 
and Structure of the Body, uſeing due Care and 
Attention, will trace her Steps, deſcry her Mo- 
tions, and regulate them without much Diffi- 
culty. W hereas thoſe who are not really Ma- 
ſters of that Science, but Practiſers meerly on 
Receipts: and thoſe who have obtain'd only a 
Cloud in lien of Jauo, Schemes, and Notions, 
aken from Books or Imagination, inſtead of a 
true and accurate Information of the Laws of 


the Animal OEcenomy, Will be ever bewildred, 
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in perpetual Miſts of Fancy : and much more 
likely to put Nature out of her Way, and to do 
Hurt, than Good. Where the Morbid Princi- 
ples in the Stomach happen unfortunately to he 
exceſſive, and in ſo great Quantity that, not- 
withſtanding what is detach'd thence, and ſent 
into the Blood, there remains ſtill behind, in 
the Source, ſo much as yet to act, and continue 
the diſorderly Emotions and Conflicts chere, 


che Symptoms of the »tomach, and of the Parts 


affected by it, muſt continue of courſe. 
Towards the latter End of the ſecond, or the 
beginning of the Maturation or third Stadium, 
the Jaws and Throat become uſually ſore: the 
Swallow difficult: and a Salivation ariſes. The 
Eye-Lids, Face, and Head, plump and ſwell. 
The Hands ſwell in like Manner, The Puſtulcs 


gradually fill, break, and finally refund a Pl'-g- 


my purulent yellowiſh Matter. As that Colour 
is owing to the Bile, ſent forth along with the 
Phlegm, the higher the Yellow is, the ſooner 
ever the Puſtules break and run. For the Bi- 
lioſe Salts, here, being more numerous, corrode 
faſter, and fo the ſooner make Way thorough 
the Skin and Puſtules. The Bottom of the Sto- 
mach, however tight and firm, is conſiderably 
below the Pylorus, or Paſs into the Guts. But 
when the Stomach is ſtrained, and relaxed, the 
Bottom of it is ſtill lower and deeper. So that 
'tis rarely, if ever, q ite emptyed. That is an 
Ordination of Nature: ui. this Organ 1s, to 
paſs over all other Uſes of it here, thus framed 
on Purpoſe that there ſho 1d be a Reſtraint of 
the Aliment, and the Bilioſe Salts, rhe Initru- 
ments of Digeſtion, there, that that great W-rk, 


© ſo eſſential to I. ife, may be the more ſurely per- 


lected, By means of the ſame Mechaniſm of 
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© that Organ ſuch vitious Matter, as happens tg 
be there, is under a like Reſtraint. Nor is it, 
in thi: Cale, ordinarily ſo far drain'd forth, chat 
there remains not behind ſufficient to act a ve 
conſiderable Part there. Tis to this that the yet 
continuing Inflation and Tenſion of the Stomach 
is 5 5 and this Inflation bearing it on the 
deſcending Aorta, the Blood is curbed, and 
thereby a ſo much greater Quantity of it caſt 
up to the Hands, and Parts above, the Throat, 
Head, and Face, Now the Blood being highly 
charged with Phlegm, this is thronged and de- 
poſited in the Veſſels of thoſe Parts; by which 
means they are plumped up, and bloated : as 
alto inflamed and rendered ſore, in Proportion 
to the Bilioſe Salts that happen to be intermix'd, 
The thinner Part of that Phlegm which is thus 
caſt upon the Throat, Chops, and Parts that are 
furniſhed with Glandules, finds its Way, and 
runs forth, thorough thoſe Glandules ; thereby 
forming a Salivation. The Phlegm derived out 
of the Blood, this Way, is all clear Gain : and 
the Organs eaſed, freed, and reſcued from the 
Injury and Oppreſſion of as much as is thus dif- 
miſſed out. On which Account the Sali vation 
is ever reputed a good Sign: and ought to be 
« favour'd and kept up, till the Symptoms yield, 
© and Life be ſecure. 

As to the Declination, or ath Stadium, if the 
Symptoms, depending, do now regularly abate, 
the Danger is over. And the Method of finiſh- 
© ing the Cure, and Re-eftabliſhing the Frame 
« ealy and obvious. But if, inſtead of that, the 
Symptoms not only perſiſt, but become more 
obſtinate and vehement: nay, and perhaps new 
Ones ariſe, at a Time that the Fabrick is now 
finally much ſhaken, and the Powers of the 

| « Body 
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* Body are reduced and impaired, the great Que- 
* ſtion is, what is to be done. Now that can ne- 
ver be ſettled, and aſceriained, till it be firſt de- 
« termined what is amiſs. This is abſolutely ne- 
© ceffary : and indeed is the Practice of all who 
proceed regularly and with right Judgment, 
not only in Phyſic, but in every Part of Life, 
in Secular Affairs, in all manner of Arts. No 
intelligent Surgeon ever attempts to rectify a 
. Diforder or Hurt of a Joint, till he hath firſt 
« fully ſatisfied himſelf, whether it be only ſimply 
© a Bruiſe, or a Strain, or a Diſlocation. Nor 
does a Watch-maker go about to repair a Watch, 
that is out of Order, and to ſet it to Rights, 
till he has found out whether the Spring, the 
Balance, ſome Wheel, or what elſe is amiſs 
in it. Had Dr. Freind, and the learned Phy- 
« ficians his Conſorts, taken this Courſe, what 
they have advanced had been ſet in full open 
Tight: their Readers had been capable of 
forming a Judgment of it, and thereby much 
* of my Labour ſuperceded. As it is, however 


< unequal I may he to ſuch an Undertaking, I 
* ſhall, in this, as I did treating of the firſt Stadi- 


* um, following Nature, and reflecting on the 
Symptoms and Circumitances, endeavour to give 
* ſuch a Repreſentation of the State of Things 
within, as may ſerve to Diſcover what are the 
© Principles and Cauſes of the Diſorders that at- 
tend this Stadium. Becauſe, till they be known, 
for any Man to go about to offer Remedies : 
© or to propoſe the Methods of Cure, that He, or 
* Others uſe, muſt be ſurely too great a Para- 
* dox ; eſpecially in 2 Matter of ſo much Conſe- 
* quence, and on which depend the Fate of fo 
* very large a Share of the whole Race of Man- 
& 0 | 
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The Principles continuing, and the Cauſes 
( being the ſamc, the Source and Origin of them 
: being Jik-wile the ſame, as will appear in its 
Place, *ris not ſtrange that the Symptoms in 
this ſhould be nearly "with thoſe of the firſt Sta- 

dium; one or more of which exert themſelves 
© according to the differing Accidents and Cir. 
: camftances of the Caſe... Theſe are, a Nauſea, 
fick Qualms, an Inflation of the Stomach , 
© a Pain of the Back: a Straitneſs of the Tho. 
« rax, Difficulty of Prein Anxiety of the 
< Precordia, Faintneſs. A Deliri m, a Phreni— 
« tis, Comatoſe Affections. A Diarrhwa, a bloody 
Flux. A Fever. <ubſultus's or 1 witches of the 
Parts. Suppreſſion of Urine. . A Stranguary, 
Bloody Urine. Spitting of blood. Of which 
Symptoms, thoſe, the Manner of whoſe Pro- 
* duction has not been - ſuggeſted already, ſhall 
© be briefly touched on here. 

As to the Diarrhea, or Looſneſs that ſome- 
times happens, when the Load of the putrid 
* Phlegm, in Turmoyle and Emotion there, is 
great: and the 1 towards the Bottom ot 
« the Stomach, more putrid and vitiated than that 
© above, finally ariſing, now annoys and moleſts 
< it more than ever before, *tis apt to caſt it 
* haſtily into the Guts; which flinging it ſucceſhve- 
ly downwards, a Diarrhea is brought on. *Tis 
not poſſible but that, this vitious Marter being 
* thinned, agitated, and pailing by the Orifices 
of all the Lacteals. ſome of it muſt needs enter, 
get into the Blood, and upon the Habit, too 
e much over- powered with it already. Hence 2- 
© riſes the Danger, that ever attends ſuch a Lgot- 
* neſs. One common Accident in this Caſe, is the 
e ſudden Sinking or Falling of the Puſtules. Which 

happens not, ordinarily, as ſome may imagine; 

from

from the Supply being turned off by the Loof- 
« nels; but, on the contrary, from a Charge of 
© the vitious Matter upon the Blood, ſo great as 
to obſtruct the fine Capillary Veſſels near the 
Skin: and ſo to intercept the Supply to the Puſ- 
© tules. The main Care of the Phylician, in Caſe 
© of a Looſneſs, ought to be to ſupport the Pa- 
© tient for the Time: to remove all Obſtacles ant 
* Impediments of the Paſſage downwards, that the 
« peccant Matter may not be hindered, and turn- 
ed acroſs into the Blood, but dif patched as ſafe- 
ly, and as ſoon as may well be, out of the Body : 
*and finally to appeaſe the Tumults in the Sto- 
mach, ſo that it may ceaſe longer to ſend down 
* that Matter. The Stopping of it in the Guts 
cannot but be hazardous; as it may be turned 
* thence into the Blood. But fo far as it is prac- 
* ticable, the Quieting and Settling it a while in 
* the Bottom of the Stomach, where it had before 


* reſided, perhaps long without ſenſible Harm, till 


thus incited, moleſted, and put into Emotion, 


e muſt needs be of the utmoſt Advantage: and ſerve 
to gain a Truce and Time, for the Organs and 


Parts to quit, relieve, and diſingage themſelves 
* of what was thrown into them too faſt and free- 


, 'ly before. They who are duly informed of the 


* immenſe Quantity of putrid Phlegm that, ap- 

* parently, and without any other diſcernible 
„Mixture, aſſes off commonly in ſuch a Diar- 

© rhea, * 

* of this Diſeaſe. 

* Where it happens that, along with the Phlegm, 
a hot, ſharp, corroſive Bile flows down in Quan- 
* tity through the Guts, it wounds and lacerates 
* the tender Capillary Veſſels, lets out the Blood,

The putrid Phlegm thrown into the Blood, in 
* greater Quantity than can be flung forth, at the 
* Skin, into the Puſtules, tho' not ſo great az 
© wholly to obſtruct the ſmall Blood Veſſels at and

too great Quantity well and freely to paſs, muſt 
© make Gluts and Stops in the Veſlels there, ſo as

gans, and cauſe a Suppreſſion of the Urine. 
Bilioſe Matter, getting through the Lacteals 
© into the Blood, and the Parts within indeavour— 
© ing todifingage themſelves of it, and to throw 
it gut again with the Urine, being hot, and 
* ſharp, muſt impart a Heat, and excite a Senſe 
* of Pain in the Paſſages. Being accompanied 
* with a Vapor, proportioned to the Bile there, 
* this frequently inflates and diſtends the Bladder.

4 Where Phlegm is thrown into the Veſſels of 
the Kidneys, with ſuch Force, and in ſuch 
Quantity, as to burſt ſome of them: or, which 
commonly falls out, where the Bilioſe Salts, 
« paſſing out of the Blood, that Way, are fo very 
© numerous, or ſo exceſſively ſharp, that they 
fret, corrode, aad lacerate the Capillary or fine 
© tender Blood-Veſlels, the Blood, muſt, of courſe, 
« ;jflue forth, and ſo the Urine be tinged with it. 
© They who have, by proper Tryals, inform'd 
© themſelves of the great Quantity of Bilioſe Salts, 
« Ammoniac, Acerb, Vitriolic, Bitter, that come

© to be ſurprized at the Havock they make in the 
Paſſages. Not but that the Heat, Pain, and 
© other Symptoms, remain, commonly, ſome

© are thrown forth. For, thoſe Salts, having diſ- 
© ſolved the Mucus, wherewith the Ducts, and 
«© Paſſages, and particularly the Urethra, were 
© before ſmeared over and defended : fretted the 
© Membranes, and rendered themi tender and ſore ; 
© even the ordinary Salts of the Urine then offend 
© and hurt them as they paſs, till the Parts are 
© healed, and a Mucus, to guard them, be fup- 
© plied, by the Glandules, anew. 8 
As the Bilioſe Salts, that paſs with the Urine 
through the Kidneys, hurt thoſe Parts, ſo like- 
© wiſe do they that paſs forth, with the Phlegm, 
© by the Way of the Lungs, Tonſils, and Glan- 
© dules of the Throat, hurt theſe; ſometimes ro 
© fach a Degree as to wound the Veſſels, and let 
: H | forth 
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© forth the Blood. *Tis to this Accident that the 
© Spitting of Blood is owing : and what is thus 
« ſpit is ordinarily ſo pungent and ſharp as but 
© too plainly to diſcover thoſe Salts in great Abun- 
© dance in it. 

It will not, I preſume, be judged unſeaſon. 
© able that Inquiry be made how it happens, that, 
the Principles and Cauſes being ſtill the ſame, 
© the Symptoms produced by them, and, in par. 
«* ticular, the ſecond Fever, are more fierce, and 
© boiſterous now, than ever before. This Inquiry 
© is the more needful, becauſe, at this End of the 
© Diteaſe, the Body has been, for ſome Time, 
© not only deprived and indeed uncapable of Nou- 
© riſhment, but the tendereſt, and moſt delicate, 
© and unguarded Parts of it, attacked and inſulted 
© by a mercileſs Enemy: and conſequently the 
© Danger is now greater, and the Treatment more 
nice and difficult. The Change, as to Degree 
b * of Action in the Principle, I take to be owing 
« chiefly to three Cauſes. 1. The morbid Prin- 
< ciples that are lighteſt, and float at Top, in the 
© Stomach, are recent, leſs putrid, and offenſive : 
© and thoſe which ſtagnate at the Bottom, are 
more ſtale, vitious, groſs, ponderous, and noxi- 
© ous. As the others, above, are paſſed off, theſe, 
finally riſing in their Turn, act a Part, and pro- 
© duce Symptoms, as much more troubleſome than 
< thoſe others, as they are more vitious. They, 
< who attend to the Operation of Vomits, rightly 
© managed, cannot be Strangers to this order 
of Things in the Stomach : or ignorant that the 
* moſt dangerous, active, and potent Principles 
© there lye commonly deepeſt. 2. The Dangers 
< that attend a Diarrhæa, in this Stadium, have 
been ſet forth already. Where it happens, as 
+ generally it does, that the Guts are ſtopped,

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« Paſſage that Way wholly debarred: and the Veſ- 
© ſels, and Organs, all over the Habit, and fo 
full charged as to be naw no longer capable of 
giving Reception, as in the foregoing Stadia, to 
«© more from the Stomach, all further Egreſs thence 
is hindred. So that the Principles reſtrained 
© there, fall into greater Colluctations, emit more 
© Fumes, cauſe a more intenſe Inflation of that 
Organ, and conſequently a greater Affection of 
the Back behind it, and of the Parts above the 
* Thorax, and the Head. 3. At this End of the 
© Diſeaſe, the Frame, being thus overcharged, 
and the Organs preſſed, by the vitious Princi- 
* ples, indeavours to puſh them off, wherever 
© Way can be gained: and it frequently happens 
that ſome are thrown back, through the Gaſtric 
« Veſſels, into the Stomach, Now theſe falling 
into Conflict with the Principles which were 
© there before reſident, raiſe new Emotions. Of. 
this there are ſo frequent Inſtances that there 
can be ſurely no Man, converſant with this and 
© other Diſtempers, ſo inadvertent as not to have 
© obſerved them. 
© There remains yet another Thing to be con- 

© ſidered, which is by what means it happens that 
© the Small-Pox are more numerous, thick, and 
* confluent, the Diſeaſe of longer Duration, and 
© attended with worſe Symptoms, in ſome, than 
in Others. Now this proceeds ordinarily from 
the Matter in the Stomach, the firſt Source, be- 


ing, not only more vitiated, but in greater 


Quantity. This is apparent from the >5ymptoms. 
© e. gr, A Diarrhæa, cr great Looſeneſs, ſome- 
* times precedes the Eruption of the Puſtyles. Or 
© perhaps theſe are forced out ſooner : the Face 
© and Head ſwell, and the Salivation riſes, in this 

© Caſe, earlier than ordinary. The Fever, and 
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* the Symptoms of the Stomach, and Parts above 
continue, notwithſtanding the Eruption of the 
Puſtules. Theſe, coming finally to break, and 
run, make ſometimes an incredibly great Dit. 
charge. Then the phlegmy Matter, being in grea- 
ter Quantity, and conſequently having ſtagnated 
in the Stomach longer, is become more putrid: 
and iſſuing finally out of the Puſtules, is more 
« ſtinking and offenſive, The Bilioſe Matter, 
being hkewiſe in greater Quantity, and more 
« vitiated, coming forth, frets and corrodes the 
Skin, wakes Pits, Scars, and Marks in it. But 
that the Difference, betwixt the benign ſimple | 
«< Small-Pox, and the confluent, proceeds mainly 
from the Difference of the Quantity of the vi- 
© tzous Matter, is evident from this, that, in the 
former, upon the Riſe of the Puſtules, the Sto- 
mach, and the Parts above, which are influenc- 
© ed and affected by it, become eaſy: and the 
Symptoms do not continue, afterwards, as they 
* commonly do in the confluent Sort. For, in 
< that Caſe, the vitious Matter is in ſo ſmall 
* Quantity as to be drained all off, or at leaſt all 
* that is in Emotion, and that moleſts the Sto- 
© mach : and is not ſo much but that ir may be 
* ſafely and well received, by the Puſtules, and 
parts near the Surface. So that the interior, 
more noble Parts, Veſſels, and Organs, are not 
< likewiſe charged, and glutted by it. But, in the 
* confluent Sort, over and above the great Aflux 
sto the Skin and Surface, there is ſtill more and 
more continually diſpatched in from the Sto- 
mach; ſometimes till thoſe Parts and Organs 
* are thereby ſtifled, and oppreſſed. This the 
© Symptoms recited, point forth too plainly to need 


* Proof. What further confirms the Doctrine 


s here delivered 15, that, by Evacuations, and 
| . + Lefſening

£ Leſſening the Quantity of the vitious Matter in 
« the Stomach, the Symptoms and Danger are, 
in proportion, leſſened. 
« This brief Sketch, of the Symptoms and Ac- 
« cidents of the 4th Stadium of this Diſeaſe, and 
the Cauſes of each, thus finiſhed, I ſhall next 
« conſider the Remedies, that are wont to be now 
added, by way of Inforcement of thoſe menti- 
« tioned in the Account of the firſt Stadium. 
There are ſeveral who lay much ſtreſs on 
« Bliſters. * Twill be too long a Digreſſion for 
me here to deliver my Sentiments concerning the 
Operation of theſe: and the ſo great and fre- 
quent Uſe that has been made of them, of late. 


Tis ſufficient for the preſent Purpoſe to note 


that the Ichor, which they Diſcharge, is of a 
« Conſtitution very different from that of the Mat- 
« ter flung out of the Blood into the Puſtules : and 
« conſequently Bliſters are far from forwarding 
the Deſign of Nature in caſting off that Mat- 
© ter. So far indeed that they muſt rather hinder 


it; for the Ichor, that they fetch out, is much 


« thiner than that Matter: and by their thus draw- 
ing off the thinner Fluid, the thicker muſt needs 
be rendred lels diſpoſed to paſs forth. Beſides, 
< Bliſters do not affect the Fountain and Source of 
* theſe Diſorders : and ſo long as the Principles, 
and Cauſes of the Diſorders, remain, diſturbed, 
in the Stomach, any Attempt to operate upon 
the Blood may be incommodious: and muſt be 
«* fruitleſs. For there will be, after all, a perpe- 
* tual Supply ſrom that Organ, till 'tis cleared: 
and the Principles, in Emotion, be either ex- 
hauſted, or again ſettled and compoſed there. 
* Then there can be ſurely none who do not know 
* how frequently Bliſters cauſe the Stranguary, 
* and Bloody Urine. The latter of theſe, among 
| poo ep dg Dp RE tr6 on ſeveral! 
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« ſeveral other Symptoms that are irregular, and 
« very dangerous, Dr. Sydenham repreſents ag 
brought on, in the Small-Pox, by II- Alanage- 
« 7-14 and one of the Phyſicians, in this Con- 
« tort with Dr. Freind, treating of ſome who void- 
« el bloody Urine, mentions two means uſed on the 
« Occaſion, The one was Letting of Blood; which 
yet, he ſays, was ſo far from reſtraining, that it 
« increaſed the Bloody Urine : and baſtened the Death 
« of the Patients. That was very obvious: and 
« ealy to be foreſeen by any One duly appriſed of 
the State of Things, in this Caſe, without an 

« nced of making Experiments. By taking Blood 
out of the Veſſels, there's made, beſides that 
« Waite of the Support of the Life and Strength, 
Way and Room for the Deſcent of the ſharp hot 
« cor: ofive Bile, from the Stomach, that deſcend- 
« ed and was thrown into them much too faſt be- 
« fore. Now This being what lacerated and in- 


« jured, not only the Kidneys, but the whole 


« Frame, and indeed the very Inſtrument of 
« Death, *rwas certainly not hard to foreſee, when 
let in thus, in ſo ſudden and great a Torrent, 
what would follow. 'Tis true theſe Experi- 
ments mace the Thing out to Senſe : and ſhew- 
« ed, what before was merely Speculation, to be 
certain, and Fact. Whether they were only of 
« his own Trying, or likewiſe of ſome Other of 
his Acquaintance, it can hardly be thought, 
that the Patients had a very good Time of it. 
For my own Part, when Icame rightly to confider 
« this Practiſe, I could not keep out of my mind a 
« Remark made by Pliny, probably upon ſome 
like Occaſion 3+ Diſcunt Periculis naſtris, & Ex- 
« perimenta per Mortes agunt, N. Hiſt. L. 29. c. 1. 
<*T'would be too great a Digreſſion in this Place, 
« orI could eaſily ſatisfy this Phyſician that Letting 
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* of Blood, which he preſſes as ſo happy, and in- 
* deed as the only Remedy, is as little proper, and 
not juſtly indicated, in Caſe of a Difficulty of 
« Breathing coming on; tho' Death be not ever 
« {0 (ure a Conſequence of it. The other Means 
he mentions, in caſe of Bloody Urine; is the 
Giving of Camphore twice a Day, and great Quan- 
« tities of Aids. Twould doubtleſs have been of 
« Uſe, to all conſiderate and intelligent Readers, 
« ſince there is no Preſident, nor the Authorit 

© of any One ſingle learned judicious Phylician, 
that I know of, for this Practiſe, to have ſet 
« forth the Philoſophy, and Reaſons in Nature, 
that induced him to it. They muſt ſurely be 
very cogent, ſince he himſelf confeſſes that, as 
certainly as uſed, it ended in the Death of the 
« Patient. What ſeems mightily to amuſe him 
was, that, by it, the Symptom was taken off. 
Now one would be apt to think that could not 
< well be judged much to the Patient's Advan- 
tage; ſince Death always ſo certainly followed. 
] have been, more than once, called in, on Oc- 
© caſiton of bloody Urine in the Small-Pox ; but 
© have never known that Symptoms ariſe in my 
© own Practice. Nor have I ever ſeen Camphore 
* and Acids given, But, I muſt confeſs, I think 
that Adminiſtration muſt, of Courſe, as, it ſeems, 
it does, only change that Symptom for ſuch as 
*are much worſe. While the Urine continues 
bloody, thoſe ſharp keen Salts, that muſt needs 
* be ſo hurtful and dangerous within, are paſſing 
* out of the Body, along with it. *Tis true, 'tis 
* by a very wrong and il! Way; but they are 
* much better out than in. There are thoſe that 
live, and ſome pretty comfortably, with this 
Symptom by Fits, for many Years ; fo that 
© 'tis plain this Symptom alone is not of ſo very 
great 
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great and principal Regard. That others ma) 
the better judge of the Reaſonableneſs of it, 1 
« will ſhew, how this ractiſe takes off the Symp⸗ 
tom; I mean as well as I can; for 'tis delivered 
© ſo obſcurely and imperfectly, that Jam in the 
Dark as to many Things. I know not particu. 
© larly, whether the Acids, that he gave, were 
Vitriolic. In caſe they were, as is very 
likely, they being in too common Uſe, 'twas 
© adding Fuel to the Flame; Vitriol being the 
main Ingredient of that Bile that is the chief 
Agent in the preſent great Diſaſters. Dr. Frein 
has rightly and pertinently noted, in this very 
« Difcourſe, of the moſt virulent Humour chat 
< attends the Small-Pox, that his has the Effect, 
of Oyl and Vitriol. But if Juice of Lemon, 
« or other Acids, were uſed, the Thing comes to 
much the ſame at lait. Camphore is a Drug the 
moſt volatile and active of any that I know in 
« all Nature beſides ;5 and ſuch a One, coming in- 
to a human Body, already labouring under the 
ill Effects of too great Emotion and Action, 
can never do other than Harm there. Acids 
< are of a Conſtitution directly contrary to Cam- 
« phore ; and it muſt be, allowed that the putting 
« Bodies of fo perfectly different a Narure toge- 
ther, is ſomewhat ſtrange. To frame a com- 
« plete Judgment of them, when thus mixed, and 
in Conjunction, is not eaſy, or indeed poſſible; 
© unleſs the Properties of Camphore were better 
« known than perhaps, in a Body of ſo fugitive 


and intractable a Nature, they will ever be: 


and unleſs he had ſtated and defined the Doſes 
and Proportions of each; which he has not done. 
< Bur he ſleems to imply that the Fluids, he gave 
the Acids in, were in large Quantity. In that 
« Caſe, whether he uſed ſmall Beer, Barley-Wa- 
| 6 ter, 
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« ter, ſome kind of Apozem, or whatever elſe, 
« the Camphore and Acids would be diluted, 
« drowned, and have little Effect, unleſs given in 
« yery great Doſes indeed, Any of thoſe Fluids, 
would take up ſuch Bilioſe Salts as they light up- 
«on: and theſe, with the Acids and Camphore, 
would contribute to the Attenuating of the pu- 
« trid Phlegm, one great Cauſe of the preſent 
« Diſorders : and to the ſwelling it, in ſo extra- 
« ordinary a Quantity into the Blood, as indeed 
to dilute and diſappoint the Salts, that, wound- 
< ing the Veſſels, cauſed the Bleeding; but, at 
© the ſame time, to overwhelm the Frame, charge 
© the Capillary Veſſels, the Glandules, and finer 
Organs with the putrid Phlegm, ſo as to quite 
* ſtifle the Powers of the Body, and confound the 
Economy. This is not a Thing done in an 
« Inſtant 3 but, being given thus twice a Day, 
< Doſe after Doſe, and by Degrees, tis eaſy for 
© one, who is rightly apprized of the Mechaniſm 
* of the Body, and the Circumſtances that *tis put 
under here, and is likewiſe capable of Judging, 
© to foreſee the Conſequence of theſe Things: 


and that it muſt be the very ſame that this fa- 


© mous Practioner, found conſtantly enſued. Not 
but that there are likewiſe other Things to be 
© conſidered in this Adminiſtration ; eſpecially the 
* Quenching the Feaver, and depreſſing that 
Flame, without the Aſſiſtance of which the 
* peccant Matter cannot be caſt forth, the Body 
© be animated and invigorated, and Nature diſ- 


* ingaged of what oppreſſes and confounds her. 


If, by theſe Remarks, I have given any Light 
*to this Affair, contributed to the Reſcue of 
* thoſe who fall into theſe unfortunate Circum- 
* ſtances, merited the Thanks of the Author of 
* this Method, and — him to due icon 
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* of it, I have my Aim. I ſhall now further pro. 
* ceed to ſubmit to his Conſideration one quite 
different, and indeed diametrically oppoſite, 
* which, if with due Attention, it do not ever, 
may yet generally ſucceed : Life be ſaved, and 
Death not thus conſtantly in the End cloſe the 
Scene. In Order to this I would recommend 
* Oily and unctous Medicines. As Camphore, 
and Vitriol, are unnatural, ſtrange to the Body: 
and indeed, as far as they can G brought to 
any Teſt, appear to be nearly allyed to Poi. 
© fons; ſo theſe unftuous Medicines are real] 
* Antidotes, beneficient, amicable to the Body, 
and of the Nature of Nouriſhment. They dif. 
arm the Principles that cauſe the Bleeding: take 
up the Vitriolic, and other noxious Salts : baffle 
© their Conflicts and Emotions: ſupple the Guts 
and Paſſages, rendring them ſlippery : and diſ- 
< poling the vitious Matter in them to deſcend, 
and go out of the Body. That likewiſe may 
be aſſiſted, and furthered, by a proper carmi- 
native Clyſter ; which, by fetching off Wind, 
and removing the Obſtacles of the Paſſage 
downwards, may ſerve to turn the Current of 
the vitious Salts from off the Lacteals, the 
Blood, and the Kidneys, where they mutt needs 
be injurious: and to diſpatch them the natural 
and right Way, out of the Body. All which 
* may, by a diſcreet and vigilant Phyſician, be 
done with great Gentleneſs : and by ſuch De- 
grees and Meaſures, as he thinks fit. Tis not 
* needful that I recapitulate : or bring together 
and compare the two Methods. Iis evident, 
© at firſt View, that, in One, the Medicines are 
natural: in the other, quite contrary to Na- 
© ture. In One, the Medicines exaſperate : in 
the other, they appeaſe, In One, the Medi- 
EIS „ cines 
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«and upon the Habit, nay upon the very Parts 
« that ſuffer and are endangered : in the other; 
they turn them quite off, and ſteer them di- 
« rectly. out of the Body, Even the common 
« Mucilaginous Medicines take up the Salts, de- 
fend the Membranes, lubricate the Paſſages, 
and ſucceed happily. Of which I had Inſtance 
in Mr. V. Watlington's, Mrs. Cath. Long's, add 
ſome other Caſes, that I hope will one Day ſee 
the Light. Nor indeed have I ever judged this 
« Symptom of either great Danger, or difficult 
Treatment: or known any one ſingle Patient 
« miſcarry under it: nay not one that is not at 
„this Hour alive and well. Which is a Thing 
© that may not be wholly unworthy the Conſide- 


© ration of this Gentleman, or Others, if there 


| © be any beſides him, who give Camphore and 
Acids. 55 „ e | 

© I proceed to conſider the other Remedies 
made Uſe of in Emergencies of the 4th Stadium: 
* and that which I ſhall next mention is the now 
ſo common, but which, reflecting on Nature, 


© and the Reaſon of Things, I have, I confeſs, 


© ever judged, generally, a wrong Practice, I 
mean Letting Blood. Tis indeed certain that, 
© by the drawing off Part, the reſt having then 
more Room and Scope to range and circulate 
about in; ſome of the Diſorders of the Habit, 
© that proceed from Overcharge and Croud, there, 
become, for the preſent, lefs. But if the Store 
* of vitious Principles in the Stomach be not, be- 
fore, near drained forth, thoſe Diſorders mult, 
and are actually wont to recurr; a new >upply 
of thoſe Principles being, of courſe, ſent, from 
* the Stomach, into the Blood-Veſſels, in Lieu 
* of the Blood let out. * ſurely muſt be 


t cines turn the noxious Matter into the Blood, 


thought 
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thought a Change much for the worſe 3 Part of 
the Blood, that alone ſuſtains the Life and 
Strength, being drawn forth: and a Matter, ſo 
* injurious to both, ſubſtituted in the Stead of it. 
* Upon which, Inconveniencies, commonly very 
great, and ſometimes ſuch as are never to be 
$ remedied, are wont to enſue. Nor, *till that 
Matter be removed out of the Stomach, and 
due Care taken of that Organ: till the Appe- 
i tite be reſtored, proper Aliment ſupplied, and 
* a right Digeſtion re-eſtabliſhed, can any new 
Blood be advanced. Of which, Conſideration 
* ought to be had, if the remaining Stock be not 
* ſufficient to anſwer the Exigencies of Nature in 
the mean Time, and till a new Recruit can be 
* obtained. For, without that, the Powers of the 
Body muſt needs fail: and Nature be ſoon at a 
© Stand. © or 

Some rely much on Opiates, in this Stadi- 
© um : and tis certain they are ſometimes of Uſe. 
As the Colluctations of the vitiated Bile muſt needs 
< irritate the Stomach, ſo the Fibres, of this Or- 
gan, irritated, twitching, and ſtruggling, muſt 
* reciprocally agitate, and promote the Emo- 
tions of the Bite, They who are apprized of 
the Manner of theſe Operations, and have duly 
* attended to them, know that Opium, if the 
« Bile be not in ſuch Quantity as to overpower 
and ſubdue it, ſtuns and diminiſhes the Senſe of 
* thoſe Fibres, and puts an End to their Strug- 
© gles : and ſo conſequently leſſens the Emotions 
of the Bile, and other vitious Principles there. 
< During this, the Diſpatches of theſe into the 
Blood, are, if not wholly ſuſpended, ſo much 
© leſſened, that the Blood-Veſſels and Organs get 
a Truce, and Releaſe from the before ſo con- 
* tinual a Charge upon them, wherein to * 
| 985 then 
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then and diſengage themſelves, by Way of the 


« Puſtules, the Kidneys, and ordinary Emuncto- 


« ries, of what has been ſo incommoding to them. 
Upon which it is hardly credible how great a 
Change generally enſues. The Bile being ſo re- 
« ſtrained in the Stomach, the Symptoms of the 
Habit leflen, and the Fever remirs. The Hear 
becomes more mild. The Pain, Soreneſs, and 
© even the Inflammation and Ruddineſs of the 
« Skin, abate very ſenſibly. If, by this Means, 
« the Principles in the Stomach can be, at pro- 
« per Intervals, bridled, and kept quiet, while 
the Habit and Organs are thus freed, *twill be 
« very happy. For, tho* no Phyſician ought to 
« trifle and loſe Time, or to rely upon theſe, un- 
< leſs he have Incouragement from the Symptoms, 
and a rational Proſpect of gaining his Point this 
Way; for by ſuch Loſs of Time he ſuffers the 
« Lite of the Patient to be brought into Danger, 


© if not caſt away; yet every wiſe Phyſician, 


that has due Humanity, will not unneceſſarily 
go to ſtorm a Diſtemper, and make Evacuati- 


© ons in a Body that hath been ſo long haraſſed : 
and is thereby ſo much reduced and diſtreſſed. 


**Tis very wrong to have Recourſe to them, 
where the End can be attained by milder Treat- 
ment: and the Body gain a Truce, to diſen- 
gage itſelf, and recover Strength; after which, 
« Evacuatians may be made more ſucceſsfully and 
* happily. | 

© But, where all other Means fail, and the 
Symptoms will not ſtrike to other Remedies, an 
* Effort muſt be made for ſaving of Life: and 
* Recourſe had to Evacuations. The Enemy that 
cannot be pacified and governed, while within, 
* muſt, if poſſible, be caſt out. The . eee 
is, what Evacuarions are proper. Dr. 4 
. © an 
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tand the other Gentlemen in Conſort with dim, 
* propoſe a Method of Purging. They will have 
it that this Method is pointed out by Nature; 
© becauſe of the Diarrhea, which befalls ſome 
few in the Small-Pox. That indeed is an Indi- 
* cation of remaining Load: and that Nature iz 
* yet overcharged with Something which is an- 
* noying, and which he would get rid off. But the 
Thing to be 1nquired into is whether that, which 
dhe happens lometimes to take, be always the 
© proper Courſe, and to be followed. In this Sta- 
dium, that at Top having been ſucceſſively re. 
moved, the Matter at the Bottom of the $to- 
mach comes next to rife, and flow over: and 
this being more vitiated, and noxious, and con- 
c ſequently ever attended with greater Danger, 
« the hurrying it down into the Guts, and the Paf. 
« ſages into the Blood, in great Quantity, muſt 
needs hazard the Frame: and ſet Life hard; 
« eſpecially as Things now finally happen to be, 
the Body already overcharged, and the Organs 
c languid, feeble, and near tired out. Thoſe are 
very ſupine; inadvertent, and know little of 
« thele Things, who fancy Nature, or the Me- 
« chaniſm of the Body, acts conſtantly fo ſteadily 
and rightly, that it is never put out of its 
Way: but may be always ſafely and fitly imi- 
« tared, or the Action purſued. There are in- 
« deed Criſes and Efforts of Nature, that hap- 
pen to ſalutary. But then there are others that 
prove fatal. She frequently caſts noxious and 
* morbid Matter upon an Organ in ſuch Quantity 
das to bring on, not only a Tumor, or an Ab- 
« ſcels, but an Inflammation: nay a Sphacelus, 
and Mortification of the Part: and conſequent- 
ly the Deſtruction of the Whole, in Caſe that 
happen to be a Principal Organ, and its 9 
an 
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and Concurrence neceſſary to the Subſiſtence of 
the Whole. So there is commonly an unequal 
« Diſtribution of the Blood: and a Quantity, 
« caſt on one Part, ſo 72 as to overpower, it, 
probably to break the Veſſels, and let forth ſo 
much of it, that Life is brought into immediate 
« Danger. As in an Hæmorrhage of the Noſe: 
« Spitting, or Vomitting of Blood. The com- 
mon Practiſe, of thoſe who fancy they imitate 
Nature, is, on ſuch Occaſions, to take away 
© more Blood, even tho' the Body be languiſh- 
* ing, ſpent, and the Powers of it near failing, 
on account of the Loſs ſuſtainedalready. *Twere 
< undoubtedly more rational to turn off the Cauſe 
© of that unequal Diſtribution ; but to be fru- 
gal of, and fave the Blood, that is left, and ſo 
* neceflary,. as well as ſo much wanted, for Sup- 
port of Life: and that may be long enough be- 
fore, if ever, it be renewed, or a Quantity of 
genuine good Blood ſupplied, where the Organs 
are debilitated, and impaired, to the Degree 
that they commonly are in theſe Caſes. So 
that, if Life be not loſt, the Conſtitution is, by 
this Method, frequently ſhattered and ſpoiled: 
* and Life rendered afterwards ſo comfortleſs, 
and ſo diſtreſſed, that Death were more deſir- 
*able. As a too great Crowd of Blood burſts, 
ſo where it happens to be overcharged with 
* Salts and Acrimonius Parts, they wound and 
© lacerate the finer and more tender Veſſels, and 
let the Blood out. Thus it ordinarily happens 
* where the Urine is rendred Bloody. In which 
* Caſe likewiſe there are thoſe who let Blood. 
* Where that Symptom happens with the Small- 
* Pox, One of the Phyſicians of this Conſult 
* found that Practiſe conſtantly fatal. That ſure- 
ly ſhould be an Argument ſufficient AR. 
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© But the Practiſe had been more extravagant had 
Ejt been to imitate Nature, or produce an Hz. 
* morrhage by Way of the Kidneys. Which yet 
is much like what they do, who, on Account 
of the Looſeneſs, that ſometimes happens in 
© the Small Pox, produce one by their Purges, 
«* Beſides, there will be the beſt Reaſon for that 
« Practiſe, if it be conſidered that the Diarrhæa 
© is far from attending the Small-Pox conſtantly 
and indeed not a legitimate Symptom of this 
< Diſeafe. Of the Caſes recited by theſe Gentle. 
men there is not one in which a Looſeneſs hap- 
© pened, unleſs it was brought on by their Prac- 
© tiſe, excepting only that P- 126. In which Caſe, 
« by a Compoſition, very common indeed, but 
< very unnacountable, Rheubarb and Diaſcor- 
« dium, *twas indeavoured to leſſen aud reftrain 
the Diarrhæa; an Enterprize mighty ſtrange ; 
« there being as little Reaſon, or Countenance 
from Nature, for ſtopping a Diarrhza, when

« els diſcover no Diſpoſition or Tendency that 
Way. For, when once the Morbid Matter is 
< rouſed, and caſt into the Guts; to hinder its

« dy, is the fure Way to turn it into the Blood ; 
than which Nothing can be of greater Injury 
or Danger. Nor ought it to be paſſed over, 
© that there happens a Diarrhea near the Begin- 
© ning, in the iſt or 2d Stadium, of this Diſeaſe, 
perhaps almoſt as often as in the 4th Stadium. 


Now if the Diarrhæa, in this laſt, be conſtrued 


an Indication for Purging, they had done well 
© to have aſſigned their Reaſons why that of the 


'<© 1ſt or 2d ſhould not be ſo too; for that, as fat 
as I can perceive, none of theſe Gentlemen pre- 


tend. Indeed the genuine Bent and Determi- 
« nation 
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nation of Nature is the quite contrary Way. 
The Body is commonly {topped downwards, 
and bound for. the whole Courſe of the Small- 
« Pox, where the Diſeaſe proceeds rightly and 
« kindly : and the Flux and Tendency of Things 
is upwards. Even in this 4th Stadium, where 
« the vitious Principles in the Stomach chance to 
« be in ſuch Quantity as not to be exhauſted be- 
« fore, there happens ordinarily a Nauſea, a 
« Reaching, and ſometimes a Puking : the 
« Glands of the Throat and Mouth unload them- 
« ſelves in a Salivation : and the Head and Face 
« frequently continue ſwelled, It Things chance 
to ſteer a contrary Courſe, the Symptoms above- 
mentioned recede. Nature is under Force, 
put to her Shifts, and quite out of her Road. 
Being, by the Load there, the Imbecility af the 
«* Stomach, and the Reluctance of the Organs, 
« hindred : and her Diſpoſition, to caſt the Ene- 
my upwards, fruſtrated, ſhe takes the only other 
« Courſe left, for the preſent ſaving of Life: and

© Revels, Feaſts, and Entertainments, poſſibly 
greater than ours: but not near ſo frequent, 
Then in the intervals, they were very Abſte- 
*.nious, and their Diet ſimple, and mean. Be- 
* ſides that their common Drink was chiefly Wa- 
ter. So that Nature had Time to caſt off the 
Charge again: and the Organs to recover them- 
* ſelves. Whereas the later Ages fell into a con- 
* tinued Courſe of Gluttony : and had two or 
three large ſet Meals, ordinarily with great 
* Quantities, of Fleſh, every Day. This brought 
* on that ſtanding, Fund of Indigeſtion, and Load: 
* and, in Time, of a Putrifaction conſequent 
* thereunto; to which the Small-Pox, and ſome 
other Diſeaſes, now not leſs frequent than ter- 
* rible, owe entirely their Riſe and Fuel. But, 
* tho? Hippocrates had never ſeen the Small-Pox, 
no Man ever better underſtood a Fever. Now, 
he aſſerts directly that there ought not, by any 
Means, 10 be given Purges to thoſe that are ſeized 
© <vith hie Fevers, ſuch as this ſecond Fever in 
the Confluent Small-Pox aſſuredly is, until the 
* Fever remits: or, at leaſt, not within 14 Days. 
For the Fever is increaſed, the Bile being put into 
* Emotion, by the Purge, and not carried out : and 
* leveral very ill Symptoms ariſe. Nay he averrs, 
© that this Practiſe terminates generally in the 
Death of the Patient. This, coming from a 
Man of the great Experience of Hippocrates, of 
ſo much Exactneſs in making Obſervations, and 
Faithfulneſs in relating them, ſhould ſure'y have 
* been a Warning, and Bar to this Practiſe. Nor 
can I, I confeſs, help being ſomewhat ſurprized 


« that 
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© that this learned and ingenious Commentator 
upon him, ſhould intimate that Hippocrates gives 
© the leaſt Countenance to it: and ſhould found 
© his ſeventh Commentary upon that, without 
producing ſo much as one ſingle Inſtance to this 
© Purpoſe out of him. Neither can I poſſibly 
© bring my ſelf to Dr. Freind's Opinion, that Dr. 
* Sydenbam was not ſufficiently bold in his Admini- 
© ration of Purges, upon the Emergence men- 
* tioned in the 4thStadium of the Small-Pox. For 
* he judges rightly that the Method was dange- 
© rous : and therefore not to be uſed till other 
© Means failed, and the Life of the Patient was de- 
© [paired of. Nay, he was apprehenſive that his 
very Mentioning of Purging might be the Means of 
© far more Hurt than Good; and therefore he puts 
in a Caution that it ſhould not be uſed, till, as 
* Hippocrates adviſes, the Diſeaſe was in Declenſion. 
Indeed, upon the whole, I am not able to find 
© out why they will have Dr. Sydenham to be a 
© Patron and Voucher of this Practiſe, Not that 
it would be material, if he was. Tis not any 
Man's Example, but Reaſon, Nature, and 
the right Succeſs of Things, by which we 
Care to be guided. Nay, the Paſſage brought 
© out of Rhazes is not very clear as to his Autho- 
* rity : and till it be certain that That of Dr. Rad- 
© cliff was more than Talk, I think theſe Gentle- 
© men have themſelves the faireſt Title, and are 
© wholly without Competitors for the Honour of 

© this Method. | | 
© The Affair ought not to be diſmiſſed without 
© ſome Conſideration of the Sort, and Nature, of 
the Purges that theſe Gentlemen make choice 
© of. No Work will ever be artfully performed 
© where the Inſtruments uſed are not proper: and, 
in a Work of the Nicety and Importance of this, 
too 
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© koo great Care cannot be taken, Now, were it 

© not for the Regard I have for theſe Gentlemen, 

< ] ſhould not, 1 confeſs, allow the leaſt Claim to 

any Alvetick, or other hot bitter Medicines : nor 

«© indeed to the Sal Mirabile Glauberi, or any other 

6 © Salts ; ſuch Bitters, and Salts, being Ingredi- 
_ * ents of the Bile.: and the chief and moſt active 
< of the very Principles that bring on the great- 

« eſt Diſtreſs and Danger in this Diſeaſe. Which, 

«* of many that might be alledged, may ſerve for 

< an Inftance of the Neceſſity of finding out the 

© Cauſes of Diieaſes. Nor, till that be done, can 

* any Man give a Medicine with Reaſon, or in- 

© deed with Safety to the Patient, Then, where 

© the Stomach is ſo eaſily offended, and will bear 

© little, Medicines that are groſs, and that anſwer 

© not the Deſign unleſs given in great Quantity, 

© ſuch as Cota, Manna, and Lenurve Electuary, 

© cannot certainly be over ſuitable. 

©*Tis true theſe Gentlemen give little Doſes of 
them; whereby, in my Opinion, they double 
the Error. To rouſe, exaſperate, and provoke 

© an Enemy, without effectually ſubduing, caſt- 
ing him forth, and putting out of his Power to 
do Harm, muſt needs be imprudent, and a great 
© Overſight. I know very well the Expreſſion of 
6 gentle Medicines, gentle Purging, and the like, ſo 
frequent in ſome People's Mouths, paſſes very 
glib, and ſounds well : and *tis certain thut the 

« firſt and greateſt Care of every Phyſician ought 
to be that his Operations be ſafe and benign; ; 
© but that they be ſo likewiſe in their Conſequences | 
© and Effects. For, without that, the reſt is 
mere Amuſement : and only doing nothing, or 
«© Miſchief; which is the Caſe of all Purges that 

© are lack, trifling, and Impotent. This is not 

© the Place, nor indeed have I Words to ſet =—_ 

the 
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« the many great Inconveniencies, and Difor- 
« ders, even the ſpoiling the beſt of Conſtitutions, 
that have, not immediately, perhaps, but by 
© little and little, and in Tract of Time, followed 
© on this Practiſe, With what Title ſoever the 
Medicine may be graced, ſuch Operations, and 
Effects, cannot be ſaid to be gente: and 'tis 
* ſtrange to conſider how much People are ordi- 
© narily bewildered, and how eafily led, by ſpe- 
© cious Words, into the greateſt and moſt unfor- 
* tunate Errors. The obſerving of the ill Effects 
* of thefe Operations I take to be the main Rea- 
© ſon why ſome are ſo apprehenſive of Purging. 
For ſlight Purges, not well and quickly paſſing 
the Stomach, excite the greateſt Emotions and 
© Perturbations in it. Then they either do not 
* carry the Matter, which they ſend thence into the 
Guts, thorough them, and quite out : or they 
* do it fo flowly, that there is too great Leiſure 
allowed for it to paſs the Lacteals; whereby the 
Blood is charged, infected, Evils brought upon 
© the Frame, and Injuries without Number or 
End. Beſides, there are Forms of Medicines 
© highly improper ; ſuch as Pills; which are fre- 
* quently too hard for the Stomach to diſſolve, 
* when under the great Indiſpoſition and Trouble 
© that it is in this Diſeaſe. Nor can I properly 
* forbear taking Notice that, in this very Com- 
* mentary, Phil. Ruff: Zſs, preſcribed by one of 
© theſe Gentlemen, produced no Stool, till in- 
forced, ten Hours after, with Lenitive Eleckuary 
"Zvi: and the Affair had finely an Exit, that I 
* am not inclinable to inquire over ſcrupulouſly 
into. Thus likewiſe that ſmall Doſe of Rhu- 
* burb, gr. xii: given to the Boy, ſeems, as might 
© well be expected, to have been as ſlack in its ö 
Operation. The eight Grains of Calomel, with 15 0 
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80 
of Lenitive Electuary worked not at all. Per. 
© haps Dr. Freind would have given a larger Doſe, 
had the Thing been under his ſole Conduct. 
© But there were joined with him two other Phy- 
« ſicians who were reluctant: and under great Suſ- 
© picions of Purging in the Small-Pox-. Upon 
© the whole, I believe every reaſonable Man will 
© agree with me, that they, who undertake in any 
© Caſe to Purge, ought really to do that, or to 
© let it alone: to give Medicines that will paſs, 
© and go through the Body, or none at all. In 
© Order to which, and to their Operating ſafely 
© and kindly, to be ſure there ought to be ſuch a 
Prediſpoſition of Things that they may pals eaſily 
© and freely; leaſt, by a fanciful Eſſay to carry 
the peccant Matter out of the Body, it be really 
carried further into it, and caſt upon thoſe Or- 
gans and Parts where it may do irreparable Da- 
© mage. To which may very fitly be further ad- 
* ded, that Hippocrates, the Author that Dr. Frei 
© fo much celebrates, avers that Purges, which 
* work ſlackly, or not at all, and put the Bile in- 
to Commotion, without carrying it quite. out, 
©are attended with ill, and indeed the worſt of 
© Conſequences. If the Judgment of the Patient 
© be taken, he will as ſurely be rendred chagrin, 
© cloudy, faint, and greatly diſordered, during 
the Operation of a ſlack and impotent Purge; 
* as he will be chearful, ſerene, ſprightly and ealy, 
© under the Operation of one that is briſk and 
© free. Then the Effects that follow on ' ihe for- 
© mer are as diſaſtrous, as thoſe on the latter are 
© ordinarily good. This is ſo certainly Fact, and 
* fo commonly to be obſerved, that it cannot 
* well be a Secret to any, but thoſe who give only 
* rrifling Purges. 


But 
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But we ſhall be better inabled to form a 
Judgment of this whole Affair, if we examine 
* 2 little the Accounts, that theſe Gentlemen 
* have publiſhed, of the ducceſs of the Purges 
given here in their own Practiſe. I ſhall be- 
gin with the Conſultation which Dr. Freind 
«© has here ſet forth a Relation of: and which 
'« well merits the Attention of all thoſe who 
are fond of Conſul ations. Twere to be wiſh⸗ 
* ed that the Deligns, the Intereſts, and the 


* Accompliſhments of all Phyſicians were the 


«* ſame; and perfectly right, But they are Men, 
and ſubject to the Overſights, and Pauions, 
that other Men are, Beſides, their Views, 
their Conduct in their Studies and in their 
* Reaſonings, are ſo very different. that a Man 
* may as well expect a compleat Picture fi um 
the united Labours of a Painter, who uſes no- 
* thing but Crayous, and another who can only 
paint in Oyl, as the Cure of a Diſeaſe from 
* two Phyſicians, whoſe Method of Thought, 
and of Practiſe are perhaps more different. 


Nor can there be ever the leaſt Proſpect of o- 


ther, ſo long as any leaving the aths of Na- 
* ture, have Recourſe merely to Authority; in- 
ſtead of ſearching out the Cauſes of Diſeaſes, 


* the mechanical and proper Remedies of them; 


and fo reducing hyſic into the Form of an 
Art. In this particular Conſultation, Dr. 
* Freind was indeed put out of his) ethod, as to 
* Medicines; but he treats the Affair, every 


* where, with ſo much Vit and Floquence, 


that, had Diſeaſes been capable of being cured 


by Oratory, without Remedies, the Patient had 


been in a fair Way of Recovery, Tho, not- 
* withſtanding all that Eloquence, the Argu- 
ments for and againſt Purging, are mn 
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with that Equality, that had Thad the Honour 
to have been Moderator, I ſhould have been 
perplexed, more than ever in my Life, to fird 
out on which Side rightly to have determine} 
the Matter; I mean proceeding on the Foun. 
dation that Things ſtood there among them, 
Only, I confeſs, where Dr. Freind's two Op- 
ponents ſo expreſſy declare that they had tried 
that Method of Purging, continually without 
good Effect. I ſhould as frankly have decided 
againft their ever Purging more, as againſt 
their giving Camphore and Acids, in Cafe of 
Bloody Water in the Small-Pox, when the 
Patients ſo certainly and conftantly died after 
it. The Purge that was firſt agreed upon, af. 
ter long Tuggings, and numerous Difputati- 
ons, in this Conſultation, was Sal mirab Glau- 
beri Ji. in Decoct. Senna Gereon. ziv. & Aq.Cina- 
mom? Hord. Zvi. There cannot poſlibly be 
any Doubt, but, on the coming of a Medi- 
cine, of fo peculiar a Compoſition. and made 
into fo very large a Draught, into the Sto- 
mach, the Manner of the Action of the Prin- 
ciples there would be changed; which muſt 
needs, as it did, produce a Change in the 
Symptoms: and, beſides the Perturbations that 
muſt attend it, the fo great an Evacuation, as 
this Purge actually made, muſt produce a no 
leſs Change in the Animal Economy. But 
was this of any real Advantage to the Pati- 


ent? The very next Day they found all Things 


had taken a Turn, and were altered, much for 


the worſe: and the Fever particularly was be- 


come more vehement than ever. Inſomuch that, 
when, returning in the Evening they found bin 
then alive, *twas what they had mo Hopes of. 
where Dr. Freind is deſcribing the State of the 

Fever,

© Fever, this ay acriùs exar fit, is, I perſuade 
my ſelf, a moſt accurate „ : and juſt- 
© ly ſets forth the Effect of a Medicine of ſo 
great Acrimony, and fo ardent, as the Sal Mi-

that this was a Medicine of Dr. Freind's pro- 
* poſing. Where three Phyſicians are joined in 
l tonſaltation, I wiſh I could ſay it were com- 
* mon to have amongſt them a Harmony ſo 
l wege that „ ordinarily 
pitched upon, in which any one of them was 
perfectly ſatisfied and eaſy. I ſhall rejoyce 
that this Remark have its proper End: and 
the good Effect for which it is deſigned. 
They who rightly attend to Dr. Freind's Ac- 
* count of this Conſultation will be far from judg- 
ing ſuch Cautions, as this here put in, whol- 
. ly needleſs. But to proceed with the Confi- 
. deration of the Succeſs of this Method of Purg- 
ing; I cannot but own he muſt be a great 


Change ſo much to the Diſadvantage of the 
Patient, ſhould ever think of perſiſting in that 
Method. Butyet, Feb. 21ſt, with eight Grains 
of CaJomel, 3ſs of Lenitive Eleftuary was given, 
without producing one Stool; Which is not 
greatly to be wondered at in fo flight a Doſe. 

In the Evening a Cliſter was in jected: but

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MEMOIRS of the Life and Writings 
of Dr. THOMAS SPRAT, Biſhop 
of Rocheſter, c. 


As HIS illuſtrious Prelate was deſcend- 
ed from a very worthy, tho'obſcure 
Family, being the Son of a private 
SF. Country Miniſter; but his juſt 

Merit raiſed him to that eminent 
station in the Church, wherein he long preſi- 
ded; and was deſervedly accounted one of the 
moſt conſiderable Perſonages of his Time. 

The Oxford Antiquary (a) informs us, that 
he was born at Tall:zton in Devonſhire, entred a 
Commoner of Vadbam College 1651, admitted 
Scholar thereof, 25 September, 1652, aged 17 
Years, took the Degrees of Arts, as Batchelor, 
Fan, 29. 1654, and as Maſter. Fune 11, 1657, 
became Fellow, and a great Admirer of Dr. Vil- 
Lins, his Warden, Dr. S. Ward, Dr. R. Bathurſt, 
and Mr, Chriſtopher Wren, and others. 


The firſt thing he publiſhed, that made 


him known to ſome by the Name of Pindaric 
SPRA T, was a Poem, written in the Stile of 
PIN DAR, intitled. The PLAGut of Ar RENs, 
which happened in the ſecond Year of the Fe- 
loponneſian War, firſt deſcribed by Thucydides, 
afterwards by Lucretius. This Mr. Sprat D-di- 
cated to his worthy and learned Friend Dr. al-

Clifford, and Mr. Butler, in the Compoſition of 
the REHERS AL, a Comedy, But the Author 
or Authors having taken too much Liberty in 
abuſing the Poet Laureat Fohn Dryden, who is 
called therein Mr. Bayes, and ſeveral of his 
Plays, that Perſon therefore requited the Duke 
to the full in his excellent Poem, intitled, A E- 
SALOM and ACHITOPHEL, Where he 
gives him this Character, under the Name of 
Zimri. 


Some of their Chiefs were Princes of the Land,

Nollen Bi- 
ſhop of Rocheſter, promoted to the Archiepiſco- 
pal See of Jork, in which Dignity Dr. Sprat was 
inſtalled, Sept. 21. 1683. Made Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter, upon Dr. F. Turner's Tranſlation thence 
to Ely, to which See he was conſecrated at Lam- 
beth, Nov. 2. 1684, and inſtalled on the 27th of 
the ſame Month, ſworn Clerk of the Cloſet to 
his Majeſty King JAM Es II. in the Place of 
Dr. N. Crew, made Dean of the Chappel-Royal, 
on the 29th of Dec. 1685. 9 
It was in the Year 1683, that the Rye Hou ſe

Theſe Promotions were generally thought to 
be conferred on him for the Services he had done

upon in this Affair, and ſuffered very much in 
his Repuration by engaging in it; for it muſt 
be confeſled, that he complied too readily with 
K. James's Meaſures, and by committing an- 
other falſe Step, which was his ſitting in the 
Eccleſiaſtical Commiſion, he drew upon himſelf 
an almoſt univerſal Cenſure; this he acknow- 
ledged to be juſt, as appears by a Letter he wrote 


on that Occoſion to the Earl of Dorſet, in the

We ought not, indeed, to permit ſo excellent 
a Gentleman to deſcend to the undiſtinguiſhing 
Grave with only common Notice; tho' it muſt be 
confeſſed, whatever we, or much abler Pens can 
ſay, will be judged vaſtly ſhort of his tranſcen- 
dent Merit, by all who had the Honour and 
Happineſs of knowing him. 

To ſay he was on a foot with the moſt eminent 
Engliſh Gentlemen by Deſcent, is rather a Feli- 
city that was accidental, than to be boaſted of, 
(tho' the chief Part of the Character of many 
others need not, and ought not to be inſiſted on 
in his,) but for every Virtue of ſocial Life, as 
well as for an unbiaſſed Patriotiſm with regard 
to the Public, ſo rare in theſe degenerate Days, 
no Man was more eminent. 

He was poſſeſſed of a very plentiful Fortune, 
eight thouſand Pounds per Ann. which he ſeemed 
to value principally for the Good it enabled him

With the moſt laudable OEconomy he che-

with which he was bleſt, might have given Pre- 
tence to a Soul leſs eng than his, to have 
called a more ſelfiſh and niggardly Principle by 
the Name of Frugality. 


If he was guilty of any Failing with regard 


to Mankind (except we reckon as ſuch his ex- 
ceſſive Modeſty, which often rubbed his Acquain- 
tance of the Benefits of the moſt excellent natu- 
ral Parts improved by Reading and Experience) 
it was his great good Nature and Indulgence to 
his Servants, whom he thought he ought not to 
treat with Severity or Imperiouſneſs, becauſe 
Fortune had made them dependent on him; the 
very Reaſon which generally ſubjects Domeſtics 
to the moſt arbitrary Dictates and tyrannical 
Uſage of their lordly Maſters: And if he ever 


was uſed with leſs Duty and Deference on this 


Account, that Servant who could be guilty of ill- 
treating fuch a Maſter, needed no greater nor 


ſeverer Sting, than the inward Reproach of it, 
if he were not totally abandoned both of Shame 


and Compunction. ; ; 

By what we have already ſaid, he appears, 
with regard to his public Life, a diſintereſted 
Patriot : 


With regard to his private, a Gentleman of 


the moſt extenſive Charity and Benevolence: 


And this made him the beſt and moſt beloved 


of Neighbours : |

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As he was the moſt tender and affectionate of 


Husbands; 


The moſt Indulgent, and Prudent of Fathers, 
And the ſteadieſt and beſt of Friends, ſeek- 
ing to benefit, and not be benefited by his 
Friend ſhips; being happy in a Power, which, 
tho (large as it was) it could not be equal to his 


Inclinations, was yet exerted beyond Example, 


and beyond the moſt partial Expectation. 

And to crown his Character with a ſtill higher 
and juſter Praiſe, he was an orthodox and exem- 
plary Chriſtian; and bis conſtant Attendance 
and edifying Behaviour at the public Service of 
God in his Pariſh-Church, to which every Sun- 
day (when at his Seat) he went, attended by his 
numerous Family and Domeſtics, afforded an 
Example not a little conducive to the Honour 
of Religion, and the Edification of his Neigh- 
bours and Acqaintance. 

He is {ſucceeded in his Eſtate by his eldeſt Son 
HENRY ROLLE Eſq; lately come of Age, who, 
it is expected, will now be unanimouſly choſen 
Knight of the Shire in his Father's Room ; and 
leſt we ſhould be ſuſpected to flatter the Living, 
when our principal View is to honour the Dead, 
we ſhall only ſay, (inſtead of much more that 
might be ſaid,) this young Gentleman has hither- 


to given conſtant Proofs of the Force ſo exce]- 


lent an Example has had upon him ; and it 1s not 
doubted, but he will continue to deſerve the 
Character of the worthy Son of ſuch a Father.

HAT eminent Lawyer and Stateſman, the 

1 late Right Honourable Thomas Lord Trevor, 
was born in Axe-Tard, Weſtminſter, the ſame Year 
in which the Commonwealth of England died, 
Viz. A. D. 1659. 

In the Reign of King WILLIAM III. he 
had both the Poſts, ſucceſſively, of Sollicitor and 
Attorney-General conferred on him-; and was, 
in the ſame Reign, conſtituted Lord Chief Juſtice 
of the Court of Common-Pleas. 

He was, by Queen ANNE, created a Peer of 
Great-Britain, by the Stile and Title of Lord Trevor, 
of Bromham. 

His late Majeſty King GEORGE I. made him 
Lord Privy-Seal, upon the Death of the late 
Duke of Kingſton, and one of the Lords Juſtices 
when his Majeſty viſited his Hanover Domi- 
nions. 1 | 
His prefent Majeſty lately conferred on him 
the Honour of Preſident of his moſt Honourable 
Privy Council, on the Demiſe of the late Duke 

of Devonſhire. 

On the 18th of June, 1730. his Lordſhip went 

to Bed ſeemingly in perfect Health, having given 
the neceſſary Directions for going the next Morn- 
ing with his Family to Chertſea, from whence he 
intended to proceed to the Council that Day to 
be held at Windſor. But about Five in the Morn- 
ing he was ſeized with a violent Fit of the Cho- 
lic, of which he died in about an Hour, 

The Family of Trevor is very ancient and ho- 
nourable ; the Oxford Antiquary, Mr, Wood, gives 
tis the following N ix. 
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I. Among twenty-one Gentlemen who ſtood 


to be admitted Maſters of Arts in the 4& or Co- 


mitia celebrated July 6. 1651. the Junior, cal- 
led Ralph Treiver, or Trevor, of Cyriſt- Church, was, 
with the Approbation of the Vice-Chancellor and 
whole Congregation, admitted into the School of 
the Phyſicians, or entered on the Phyſic Line, in 
1552. (a) July 2. 1573. Randal Trevor was ad- 
mitted Doctor of Phyſic. (6) 1 oo 
Nov. 12. 1661. Richard Trevor, of Merton College, 
Doctor of Phyſic of Padua, was likewiſe admitted 
to the ſame Degree at Oxford. This well-bred 


Gentleman was Son of Sir John Trevor Kt. and 


younger Brother to Sir John Trevor, (who was 
made Secretary of State in the latter End of 
Oct. 1668. after his Return from his Embaſl 
in Fance) died, near the Temple Gate, on the 17t 
of July 1679. and was buried in the Church of 
St. Dunſtan in the eſt, in Fleei- Street, Lond. (c) 

Ann. 1670. John Trevor, Gentleman Commoner 
of Merton College, was admitted Maſter of Arts, 
(he was Son of Sir Johu Trevor . of State 
above - mentioned, ) and died on the 28th of June, 
1672. aged forty-ſeven Years, and was buried in 
the Church of St. Bartholomew in Smithfield, Lond. (d)

The ancient Seat of the Trevors was at Ghde, 
in the County of Suſſex. They had alſo a very 
conſiderable Eſtate in ales. His late Lordſhip 
is ſucceeded in Title by his eldeſt Son, now Tho- 
mas Lord Trevor, &c. 5 

In a Vault belonging to the Church of Camber- 
well in Surrey (in which Pariſh his late Lordſhip's 
Seat at Peckham ſtands) lie interred his fiyſt Wife, 
(Daughter of Sir Joſeph Hedges,) a Son, and a Bro- 
ther ; but his Lordſhip has by Will ordered his 
Corpſe to be depoſited at Bromham in Bedfordſhire, 
the Place from whence he derives his Title; and 
for that Reaſon, it is preſumed, he deſired it 
ſhould be his laſt Repoſitory. His Lordſhip has 
alſo, by his Will, left all his Servants Mourn- 
ing, and a Year's Wages, to be paid them be- 
ſides what was due to them at the Time of his 
Deceaſe. 


It will ever be remembered, to the Honour of 


this truly deſerving Nobleman, how, like an 
able and honeſt Lawyer, he behaved in the Caſe 
of Sir John Fenwick, the Court Methods of whoſe 
Attainder he ſtrenuouſly oppoſed, tho' he was 
at the ſame Time Attorney-General, thinking it 
greatly inconſiſtent with the good 01d Conſti- 
turion of England, to make one Act of Parlia- 
ment, that no Subject ſhould loſe his Life 


by leſs Evidence than two Witneſſes viva Voce, 


and then making another, to take him off by

1. Becauſe all Objections againſt particular 
Clauſes or Expreſſions in the Bill, would have 
been regularly the Subjects of Debate in a Com- 
mittee, and might have been removed, if it ſhould 
Have appeared neceſſary, by making ſuch Amend- 
ments to the Bill, as the Wiſdom of the Houle 
ſhould have thought proper. 

2. Becauſe we conceive the general Deſign of 
this Bill to be highly reaſonable, and of the great- 
eſt Importarice to the Conftitution of Parliaments, 
and are therefore extremely concerned, it ſhould 
not receive even the Countenance of a Commit- 
ment, when the Houſe of Commons, who alone 
would have been immediately affected by it, had 
paſſed it; and, as we apprehend, with ſome 
Regard to their Country, and fo much Honour 
to themſelves. 1 

3. Becauſe this Bill does, in Effect, enact no- 
thing new; ſince it only enforces the Obſervation, 
and prevents the Evaſion of former Laws, which 
were judg'd neceſſary for the public Good, by ſo 
many Parliaments, and which we do not appre- 
hend, that our Experience ſince, has given us 
Reaſon to look upon as leſs neceſſary for the ſame 
Purpoſes at this Time. By one of theſe Laws, 
no Perſon who has a Penſion from the Crown 
during Pleaſure, can ſit in the Houſe of Com- 
mons; but the Effect of this Law was, or might 
have been evaded in great Meaſure, by Grants of 
Penſions for certain Terms of Vears, whereof we 
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8 that Examples have not been wanting · 
To remedy, or prevent this Abuſe, it was enacted 
by another Law, That no Perſon who enjoys a 
Penſion from the Crown for any Number of Years, 
ſhall fit in the Houſe of Commons, under certain 
Penaltics therein mentioned; but the Effect of 
this Law likewiſe is, or may be, intirely evaded 
ſeveral Ways. It is, or may be evaded by giving 
occaſional Gratitudes, or making annual Preſents, 
which will not be conſtrued to fall under the De- 
nomination of Penſions, and which are known in 
their Nature, and muſt be in their Effect, mani- 
feſtly the ſame. It is, or may be evaded alſo, by 
the Difficulty of diſcovering and convicting thoſe 
who preſume to break it, ſince there is Ground 
to believe, by what has happened lately in this 
Houſe, as well as on ſome other Occaſions, that 
the Commons would find it diſficult to obtain theſe 
Accounts, which can alone ſhew what Penſions 
are paid to particular Perſons, We obſerve far- 
ther, that by the Laws now in Force, all theſe 
who hold certain Offices therein ſpecified, as well 
as all thoſe who hold any Offices erected ſince 
that Time, are made incapable of ſitting in the 
Houſe of Commons ; and that whoſoever accepts 
of any Office or Employment under the Crown, 
cannot fit in that Houſe till he has been re- 
elected.

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Two hundred Members who hold ſuch Offices 
and Employments under the Crown, as would 
have continued to be tenable by them, if this 
Bill had paſſed, and even the Power of granting 
Penſions for Life to Members of Parliament 
openly, would have ſtill remain'd in the Crown. 
6. Becauſe, ſtrictly ſpeaking, all Influence over 
either Houle of Parliament, except that which a- 
riſes from a Senſe of thoſe Duties we owe to our 
King and to our Country, are improper ; and the 
particular Influences which this Bill was. intended 
to prevent, are not only improper, but may, and 
naturally muſt, in Courſe of Time, become ex- 
treamly pernicious, both to the Crown and to the 
People. For firſt, Altho' this Influence appears 
to be that of the Crown, it may become virtually 
that of the Miniſter, and be applied to deceive the 
Prince, as well as to oppreſs the People: If ever a 
corrupt Miniſter ſhould have the Diſpoſition of 
Places, and the Diſtribution of Penſions, Gra- 
tuities, and Rewards, he may create ſuch an In- 
fluence, as ſhall effectually deprive the Prince of 
the great Advantage of ſhewing the true Senſe of 
his People: And a Houſe of Parliament being 
prevailed upon to approve ſuch Meaſures as the 
whole Nation diſlikes, ſo may be confirmed in the 
Purſuit of them, and for the ſake of an unworth 
Servant, loſe the Affections of his People, whilſt 
he imagines that he both deſerves and poſſeſſes 
them. In the next Place, if ever this improper 
Influence ſhould obtain a certain Degree of 
Strength, theſe terrible Conſequences muſt inevi- 
tably follow from it, That the worſt Propoſals for 
the Publick will be the moſt likely to ſucceed, and 
that the weakeſt Miniſters will be the beſt ſup- 
ported. The Reaſon whereof we take to be ex- 
treamly plain, ſince this improper Influence may 
| be 
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be directed to any Purpoſe whatſoever, and will 
always be moſt expetted where it is moſt wanted, 
in the Support of ill Meaſures, and weak Mini- 
ſters. | 
J. Becauſe we agree, that as National, or other 
Services have expos'd the Crown to any new 
Danger, the Security of Fidelity and Allegiance 
given by the Oaths of the Subjects to the Crown, 
has been increas'd from time to time; and we 
therefore think, that by a Parity of Reaſon, ſome 
greater Security than was formerly exalted, ſhould 
be now given to the Nation by their Repreſenta- 
tives, for a faithful Diſcharge of the Truft repoſed 
in them, becauſe this Truſt, which is the ſame as 
it was in every other Reſpect, is come to be much 
greater than it was, in reſpect to thoſe heavy 
Taxes which have for many Years paſt, and 
which, as we fear, muſt be for all ſucceeding 
Times, annually laid by Parliament on the Peo- 
ple, as well as to thoſe immenſe Debts which have 
been contracted, and which we apprehend to have 
annually increas'd upon the Nation. The Service 
of the Houſe of Commons was formerly a real 
Service, therefore often declin'd, and always paid 
for by the People : It is now no longer paid for 
by the People; and yet, far from being declin'd, 
it has been courted and ſought after at great Ex- 
pence. How far theſe Conſiderations, together 
with that of the vaſt Intereſt of the Civil-Liſt 
Revenue, and of the Debts contracted on it in 
former Reigns, deſerve to enforce the Reaſons for 
exacting ſome new and ſtrong Engagements from 
the Members of the Houſe of Commons, to thoſe 
whom they are choſen to repreſent, is, we think, 
ſufficiently obvious. 
- 8. Altho' it muſt be allowed, that the Multi- 
plying of Oaths without great and evident Rea- 
, | i | ſons, 
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ſons, ought to be avoided; yet an Oath being the 
moſt ſolemn Engagement which Men can be laid 
under, we judge it, on that very Account, the 
more proper to be impos'd, upon this important 
Occaſion, nor will the Probability of its being 
broke thro' by the Iniquity of Mankind, be an 
Argument of greater Force againſt this Bill, than 
againſt any other Law made for preventing any 
other Crime whatſoever.
